been juft to carry on a defenfive War ngai;;ft it, whilft the 
Balance ai prefenc is but barely inclining to the Proteltart 
Side: Such has been the powerful Mjgick of \)\zS$mAn 
Emiflaries; fo ftrong has the Operation of their Poyfon 
been upon the Senfes of this poor, deluded Nation, that 
wc have been driving on an open Commerce with i^^ime, 
bartering bur Eafe and Plenty for Want and Barrennefs, 
land the very Dregs of humine Oppreffion; cur Birch- 
'rights, for the imperious Diiftates of lawlefsTyranrs; and 
the mildeft Laws in the Univerfe, for the moft infupport- 
able Slavery, which is Spintu.il, without giving our lelves 
Time to cart up the Account, and examine ivhit Loffls 
wc were likeiy to fuftain, by fo unequal an Exchange.

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That lipme, and her officious Agents, have been inceP- 
{antly at yiToirk for our Deftrddliony is no^Wondcr, wfaeii 
vfc cpnfiaer our felves the boafted Remains of Libert)^, 
and pare Religion, throughout Eurofe, and the main 
Bnlwarl^ againft arbitrary Encroachments ; but that vici 
who prof^fe an Abhorrence of thofe Principles, (hculd 
give an helping Hand to cur Ruine, and be in the Plot a« 
gainft our own Faith, our Property and Lives, feems as 
difficult to reconcile as the Efodlrin^ of Tran/ubjlantiatiori' 
yet, to our eternal Difhono&r, fuchf there are at prefent a-* 
mongft us, who .have advanced half Way to meet them ;

certain. Bench, who ought to have been the moft vigorous 
Aflerrers of the Ref( rmation, Jay as a dead Weight upon 
the Hcufe. The Qppofition thofe worthy Patriots m^ 
ivitb, oio Ways inipaire4 tjjieir Spirit ; they broke thro' 
. * " • ^. . •. ail 
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aD IXIcoutagemeiiry add went t6 the Root of the Grifcv- 
flnce. 

The fole Expedient for preventing all future Calami- 
ties, was the Exdnfion of the Dukf of Tork ; a Bill wl^ch 
bad a prtdiBive Spirit in it^ a Bill not fpirlied up by Re- 
yengb or Partialicy to a certain Family, as was odioufly 
iiifintiated, to divide the wicked Caufe from the Perfon ; 
but from iht fatal and neceflary Confeouences whicii 
tnuft attend d Fopilh Adminiftration; a Bill which, if it 
had pafled; would have faved this infatuated Kingdom 
an Hundred and Tbirfy hdiMi^, and extinguifh'd even our 
remotefk Fears of Paftr^. 

BUt tlie Geniiis ot Fntnr^, and her devoted PenfiMier^ 

f' ot the better of Britain s faithful Sons ■ ■ From the 
>ifEcuIcies our wile Anceftors faw there was in carrying a 
Point of that ](pnportance under a Protefbint Prince, it was 
Natural to il^ondude, how great the Struggle muft be, eveti 
to make a Stand under a P9fijh one. Their Penetration 
went deeper ; they knew, that Will and Pleafure was to 
fhcceed in the room of Liws and inviolable Statutes ^ and 
that Freedom, Property^ and Religioni muft bend to the 
l^dn Yoke, if once a Pafifi came to be the Diredoh 
Thofe who faulted the BilU could not deny the fawcy 
Advances of Fofery^ and (eem'd hetoy in coming into any 
Expedient, but that of the Etclufion. But their Scbemel 
were fo fantaftick, that it was dbvious tq the dimnaeft 
Sight, they were radier ptefbrr*d to amufe and perplex, th.aii 
give any Afliirance to the honeft Patriots, that their Feats 
were not well-grounded^ or that any Medium could be 
found out between the Bill of Exclufion, and their own 
Security, On this Occafion, I cannot help making two 
Remarks, which flow in naturally, and may ferve,as .a 
Gla&toChew the Complexion of thofe Times, with that 
bf the Breifiat Protefkants of ours. . 

It was objefted. That if the Bill of Exqiufion (hould 
pafs into ^ Law, there would be foui^l Men at Hand 
teady to oppofe that Parliamentary Sandlion,in Defence of 
^be Lineal Defcent, tho'the frequent Ufage of the Nation 
had ju(tify*d it, and an exprefs Statute now in Force^made 
in the i -^th of Queen Eli^abePhi which makes it High* 
Treafoh to make a Queftion, fi^etber Mn AB of Parlid'^ 
¥kem caknot bind tbe £(igh of tbi Crown, ibc Defcent^ Li^ 

i i mifatioHi 
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tnhaiion, Inheritance^ or Government thereof. This Obje- 
ction, I think, jfufficicntly explains the Principles of our 
half-fac*d Proreftants at this Day, and pretty well accounts 
for the late Tumults, and fu:e(ent Rebellion of the Fa- 
dion, and mu{t convince lis, that there is not one of that 
Stamp in King GEO HG £*s Intereft, but ftaunch at this 
Hour for what they ridiculoufly call. Hereditary £(ight. 

The other ObjeAion was: What if the Pu\e of Tiii^ 
(bould have a Son. This they thought would invalidate 
the Email upon his Daughters. By this Clue, I think, 
we are led into the Secret of an Aftcr-ftory, and the Ap- 
prpher fion thofe PopiJIo Inftruments had of a Proteftant 
SuccelTcr^ fothat one would be tempted to think there 
were feme other People, befides Catholicks, deep in the 
fecren of vamping up an Impoftor ;,^nd that a Son was to 
have been procured at any Rate, though Ten of them 
had dy*d fucceflively in the Month. But to draw oflf 
from fo obvious a RefleAion : In theie Debates you have 
the colleded Senfe cf the Nation, warmly urg'd by 
the EleiSors to their Repreientatives throughout the King- 
dom, who were fenfible no Cords could bind a Pafift, 
but thofe of Death, or Baqilhmcnr, In thefe Sheets, you 
have a lively Pourtrait of a true EngUJh Proteftant Spirit. 
Here thofe who have been fo unhappy to degenerate fron^ 
the bright Examples of their Anceftors, may learn to amend, 
or turn pale to fee the Alhcs of their Sires animated, fpcak- 
ing to them, as it were, from the Grave, and calling the 
Prodigals to return ro the Bofom of their Country's Inte- 
reft. In thefe Speeches you read a difinterefted ZeaJ^ 
triumphing over Sophiftry, and falfe Reafoping ; a. Sett 
of Patriots cmbody'd againft mercenary Tongues, Crea- 
tures of an arbitrary and debauch'd Court, and Stipen- 
diaries of Frayice and B^me. For this gtorious Caufe the 
great Lord I{itjfel fell, purfued by execrable Villains, and 
unfned Malice ; a Drop of whofe Blood was more va- 
luable than . the whole Race of Tyrants, from the 
Expulficn of Tarqtiin, to the LAST ABQICA- 
TION, 

But in recording the.Glories of 80, we muft not forget 
what we owe to the prefent Parliament cf 1715- The 
Curfe which tliote Patriors would have prevented, has 
been growing upon the Nation for 3 5 Years, excepting 

the 
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the Check it receiv'd in the immortal TVILLIA M*s 
Reign, and the^Firft Seven Years of Queen ANNEi 
and has, by frequent Indulgences, arrived to that Height, 
as to difpute the Superiority with us; the Extin(2ion of 
this peftilent Spirit is left upon the Hands of the prefenc 
Senate, "to clear the Ruboifh, which had been gather- 
ing for fp.many YearS) was next to an Herculean Labour; 
butto cru(h the Monfter, would have been next to an 
Impoffibility, under a leis aufpicious Influence than that 
of King GEOl(^GE. The Papifts^ and their bloody 
Adheirents, found the Period of their labour'd Attempts a- 
gainft* the Conftitution drawing on, when the Nation 
Ippke its fr^e Seprei in this Parliament; and are now mak- 
ing the laft Oifcharge of their Malice, in Rebellion and 
Delpair. 
Let obftinate and unthinking Wretches charge that 

florious l^arliament, with antimonarchical and heterodox 
rindples ; but they need be at no more Pains than fcan- 
ning the Names, and they will find thofe Patriots were fo 
far from being fufpecJted of Pronenefs to Levelling, that 
fome of them before that Time were efteem'd to be eveii 
of a bigby (anguine Complexion. The fame impudent Charge 
may; it's pofllble, be objected to theprefcnt illuttrious 
Body, /by thofe who know not that leveral A(9:s have 
pafs'd, which make it impoffible for any, but a Proteltant 
Church o(' England Member to fit within thofe venerable 
Walls. ■ . 

If the Parliament of 80 could boaft of their ^VS" 
S[ELS. their CAFE N dish's, their CAPELS, their 
Booth's, their PVlNNINGTOl^s, and JONES, 
with a long Train of Heroes; The Champions of 1715 
ipuft not yield to their Firmnefs, or Love to their Country 3 
The Coriltancy of a Hegulus, the Piety of a Codrus, and 
the Wifdom of a Lycmgus, is at this Time to be found in 
zfVALPOLE; the unbyafs'd Patriot, and the polite 
Gentleman, (hine forth in a FINC H, who is at prefenc 
the Ornament of the Lowef-Houfe, and the growing 
Hopes of the Upper. In a STANHOPE, we read 
an Ardor for Liberty^ anJ the publick Good; the LETCH- 
MEIIE\ and the COfVPEJ^S, have a thoufand Wit- 
heffeS to their prevailing Eloquence in their Country's Caufc 
an i triumphs over the Eneaiies of the Conftitution. Thu5 

A 4 guarded 
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guarded Popery and arbitrary Power maft refign the 
Day. ' • 

But here^ a Qu^fticfn naturally advances upon us. Why 
Fofery^ which was in good Earneft abolilhed by Edward 
the VUh^ of pious Memory; and in the natural Ten- 
dency of that Reformation und^r fo many Proceftanc 
Princes his Succeflbrs, (bould, by this Time» have dwin- 
dled into the laft Degree of Contempt, has beoi gaining 
Ground uron us ever unce his Death, under various Shapes 
and Diguifes, till at laft it has got Strength enough to bid 
us Defiance. This has be«n a perplexing Qp^ft^on to 
the Generality, and the Caufe could not have been made 
fo obvious to feveral well-meaning Proteftants, till a 
Sett of People, joining in the prefent Rebellion, and 
who walked about under Difguifes for many Years, 
have at length gratified the World, in throwing off the 
Atafque, and telling us plainly what they have been aim- 
ing at, in Conjun^on with our unplacable Enemies, the 
fapifis. 

It is not to be imagined, that Popery could have fub- 
fifted in thefe Realms thus long, much left found fo fe- 
cure a Refuge from the Purfuic of the Law, after fuch fla- 
prant Violaticnsof all Things Sacred, Moral, and Humane, 
if there bad not been fome fecret Spfings working behind 
the Curtain in her Favour ; and Confederates of a more 
popular Stamp, had not been copyinc Draughts from the 
JB^nan Emiffaries, to make her Viilanies appear more 
fpecious to the World. Thefe Plagues of Families, of 
Kingdoms, and Mankind, I fay, had, e're this Time, 
been rooted out of the Land, had not tome Advocates in 
Power, and who feem'd the very Reverie of them in 
Principle, kept the Hand of Juftice in a Sling, and 
blurted the Antipathy of Proteftants againft them. 

The Papfftsf confidered as a diftindl Body, and ua- 
affifted, could never have grown up to any formidable 
Height: Had there not been an Union of Inrereft and 
Atfc&ion between them« and a powerful Body adting 
under legal Capacities, they would have been reputed of 
no more Weight, than fo many wandring Jews, or feat- 
ter*d Gentiles amongft us: But Impunity and Connivance, 
accompany 'd with a Fondnefs they obferv'd in iomc 
fiilfe Brethren of the Proteftanc Church of England, to- 
ward 
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^ard a Relapfe intx) blind Superftition, and ilavilh Prin- 
ciples, fooii ehcouraged them to put in their Claims and 
chink thtmfelves incercfted in promoting thofe Schcmcf^ 
which made iucb near Approaches to genuine Fou 

ftry. 

By . what Engines we were driven, and haftening to 
our Ruine, was long forefeen in the early Days of the 
Reformation, and guarded againft to the utmoft, by the 
greateft Patriots, and the mcft £uthfnl Sons of the Prote- 
ftant Church ; but fuch was the Infatuation of many, 
from miftaken and too pompous Notions of Regal and 
Ecdefiaftical Power ; I^ch the afpiring Temper of others, 
who knew better, bat would bear no Controul, or even 
admit the Laity to a Share in the ruling Part ; that we 
have, more than an Age, been wa^ns a Proteftanj: War 
amongft our felves, whilft that Monfter, ^ery^ has fat- 
tened upon our Diflentions, and, by this unnatural 
Conceft, paved the Way ahnoft to an Eftablifli- 
sient. 

From whence thefe tender Sentiments in profefled 
Churchmen, toward fuch impious Principles; from 
whence that conftant and mon favourable Regard to 
iuch inhuoiane Creatures fprung, nroft be the Subje<2 of a 
fliort Enqmry, that we may open a Way to the Sources 
of our paft Misfortunes, that we fee both the rampant 
and coicbamp P^feryi and we (hall find at the Up- (hot, 
that the laiKr has been the moik dangerous Enemy ; chat 
the lefe-fupidous Seconds have done all the filthy Vork 
for their Principals the Papifts, under the plaufible Names 
of a rigorwt Vnifomntp to Certwioniat I(ifeSf and stfo- 
lute, pMffivt Submiffim to the Prerogative, whilft the more 
formidable Names of Popery and SUvery were kept be- 
hind the Scenes, till a luitable Occafion prefented, of ' 
joining together in the laft h& of our Miferies, and 
making up the fad Cataftrophe in Concert. 

To have a full View of this Growth of Popery, we muft 
obferve, that the Reformation was but tenderly begun, ac- 
company'd with the Diflblution of Abbies, Monaftries, 
and many other fuch Nefts of Lazinefs and Vermin, and 
Creatures unprofitable to the Common^ wealth : This was 
hardly digeftedby the (awcy and high-fed Prieftsofthac 
Time i but fidling tinder the Iron-hand and inexorable 

Tern- 
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Temper of Henry VIII. and running themlelves likewife 
into a Premuoire, by difpucing his Supremacy, they were 
compeU'd to purchafe cheir Peace at any rate, and umely 
fubmit to his Temporal Alienacions. 

This Breach upon their unjuft Acquifitions ftomach'd 
them to the laft degree ; but finding under Rdsvard VL 
that there was not only a further Retrenchment of their 
pious Frauds, biit likewife other Spiritual Excrefctncies 
par'd o6Py they began to be throughly alarm'd ^ and though 
many comply *d to the reform*d Rehgion in Show, yet they 
could not quit their terlder Regards for the unrighteous 
Mammoiiy which they £iw every Day apply 'd to more 
laudable Purpofes. 

To pafs over the Rc;ign of Blood-thirfty Af^ry, when 
•they expeded a full Reftitution of Cb^rch4ands ; findiqg 
ihat Queen Bli:{abeib went on polling the Bilhopricks, and 
giving away l^veral fat KIannor$ to her ufeful Subjeds of 
the Laity ;; they:untnim<Hifly cMJk about, how to ftop the 
Current of thofe Alienations ; and roaring out Sacrilege 
and the Church Robberies of her Miniftry, beg^n to per-* 
f wade her that there was a Delign of ruining the Churqh 
by feme ill-defigning Men and Enemies to Religion ; and 
branded thofe who were more intent upon the . Reforma. 
cion, than wordly Gain, with the Title of Purdtans i vibiqh 
at that Time was made to (ignify Schifmaticks in J(<te}igion, 
and Rebels to the State ; This Cry, aflifted by.Archbilhop 
iVtJt'gift^ afFediing the Qiiecn, diverged her from laying 
her Hands upon any more Church Revenues, and turned 
her Fury upon the Puritans. 

Great Numbers of the reformed Clergy at that Junflure 
were no better then Papifts in difguife, and finding a Gap 
open for Perfecution, they foUow'd the Swinge of their 
Revenge and ambitious Tempers ; and becaufc th^y could 
not reiurn to their beloved Popery, in bar to the Laws and 
Statutes then in force, they were refolv*d, under the Notion 
of Uniformity, to obftru(9: any further Reformation, and 
plague chofc who attempted it. 

The Bent of their Inclination ft ill led them to Popery, 
and they were juft upon the Point of rolling back into 
Idolatry and Pagan Ufurpations at the clofe of Queen £//- 
ZabctWs Reign ; if the Powder-plot, in the beginning of 
King J Ames s. had not overthrown their Scheme, and made 

all 
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all Overtures of chat kind fo dcteftahic, th.ic they diirftnoc 
tfy the Experiment without expofing themfelvcs to the Na« 
tions Refcntmenrs. 

This Projedfc failing, the Popift)Iy afFedled Clergy,' 
which were of the lame Stamp with thofe who pafs under 
the Name of High-Church at this Day, were forc'd to 
throw tbemfelves upon the Crown, though much againft 
their Will ; but to fhow there was a fort of Co-ordination 
of Power between the Prince and Clergy, they began to 
infinuate a certain Phrafe of Speech, and make it a pro- 
verbial Saying, No Bijhopy No K*^S 5 P^^^'-ng the Church 
foremoft, to make themfelves appear abfolutely neccffary, 
and prefs their re(peAive Claims with a fort of Regal Au- 
thority, whenever any fliould attempt to difpurethem : 
King fames v/as fond of the Notion, and the too credu- 
lous Charles was entirely taken into the Secret, till the 
Name of Popifli Ufurpations and Engli/h Church-govern-, 
ment began to found very agreeably, and the Breach was 
widening between the Clergy, who were above the Law 
of the Land, and the painml Minifters, who were under 
the Law ; till at laft that Incendiary Laud made a diftin- 
(2ion in his Roll of Promotions, between thofe mark'd 
with the Letter O, iahd P : The former Sgnifying Onbo-* 
dox, videlicet f Popjftily affeiJked j The other, Puritans, or 
Proteftant Church of EnglandiAtn. Let none cavil at thefe 
Animadverlions, wtcn the great Ld. Faulti/and, one of the 
brighteft Ornaments of the Reforftiation, and who dy'd for 
the Royal Caufe at the Battle oi Newberry, charges worfe 
Crimes on the Popifti Church of England Clergy of that 
Day, in the Parliament of Forty one. 

Thefe Men, fays' he, have been the Deftrudlion of Uni- 
ty, under pretence of Uniformity ; and brought in Super- 
fticlon and Scandal, under the Tides of Reverence, and 
Decency ; flackning that Union between us and thofe of 
the fame Religion beyond the Seas 5 an Adtion as Impo- 
litick as ungodly : Thefe Men, continues he, have been 
leis, eager againft thofe who damn our Church, vi-{, the 
Papifks, than thofe who from a weak Confcience have 
abftaih'd from it. 

After having defc'antcd largely upon the Ignorance and 
Profanenefs of the Clergy ; the tying n|) the Puritans 
from preaching fuch and fuch Tenets, and Icccing loofe the 
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i(oman Crew ; be obferves that the afual Tppicks vi^ctl 
the Popifli Church of Engignd Clersy preaeh'd on^ Wctt 
the Divine Right of Bifliops and Tythes, and inviolable 
Devotion to the Clergy ; the Sacrilege of Impropriations i 
the deinolifliing of Puriunifm and Propriety ; the build- 
ing of the Prerogative at St* Pouts, 

So that it feems they Were trying how much of the 
jPapift might be brought in without Popery ; and deftroy- 
ing as much as they could of the Cofpely without bringing 
thenifelveis into Ekinger bit being deftroy*d by the Law. 

Some have evidently Iilbotir*d to briiig in in EnglUh, 
tbou&h not a I(omsn Popery ; t mean not odly the outude 
and drefs of it, bm equally Abfolute : A blind Dependance 
.of the People upon the Clergy, and the Clergy upon thetti- 
felves; and have oppofed the Papacy beyond the Se^; 
that they midit fettle a Pope on ihb fide of the Water. 

. In ttie dofey he talks of their Encroachments upon the 
Civil Power, exenipting the Clergy irom the }urifdi(ftion 
of the Civil Magiftnite ; hindring Prohibitions; making a 
Conqueft of the common Law of the Land ; difpofing 6f 
all Prefermenii ; and blowing both ^akion^ into a Flame; 

was there ever fo lively a Pidore of the enormous Id- 
l^ence of the popiflily aSeded Qetgy in the laft Five 
Years of (^ueen Amte : Not one "Word of the Gofpel Sim- 
plicity ; Chancy, Fofbearafice, or the leaft incentive to 
nith or eood Works, but ail felfilh Topicks. The Dig- 
nity and HonoUr of the.Priefth(K)d| Refl&ution of Church 
Lands, Damnation to Diflenters, the mortil Sin of Schifik 
of their own making, Paffive Obedience, to make its refi^ 
without d Blow to Popilh Cm-throats, Hereditary and 
Indefeafible Right, wi£ fiich Terms of Conjurationiyto op6h 
a way for the Pretender. . ^ 

The Expediency and Juftice of ptitting all Lay-Prefer« 
ments and Offices of State into the Clergies Hands, wicti 
many more prepofterous Cio&rineS ; which tfiey, witd a 
true appropriated Impudence and Ignorance^ vented to their 
equally ftupid Congregations. 

The Popilh Clergy of our Church, and the I{ofndn Cler. 
gy in Charles 11. Days, had in a manner Ihaken Hands : 
They kept narrowing the Pale of their Communion by 
rigorous ExaAions ; and being complimented with the 
Privilege of Perfecution, they in return made over to the 

Crown; 
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Croyimy as much asin chem lay^ an abfolute Pa£Sve ObedU 
epce from the Laity, which ^was a ve)^ imfudem Deed ef 
Qifi^ without their Confents. This DoArine was mioted to 
pave the Way to Popery in the next Reign ; and would 
have effeAually clone it, had not thar weak Prince di(* 
obiig'd thofe Executioners; and attempted their Freeholds : 
Then mdeed from a Piqule: th^ joined the Proteftanc 
piufch of £ii;/!«i{i^Cl^rfy and her Faithful Sons, to free 
us frbm the impending Ueftrudioa 

There wa^ a (mall Intermi£Son till thai ignorantTool S-— 's 
trayterous Libel was bellow*d frotp St Piu»t%^ when Popery 
blax*d out afrelh; as appear*d from the PicTfitioos of fome of 
Uidr furious Pnlmceers ; ifi^ Aflerdng the Independency of 
the Church, zly^ Their Pow6r of Ezcommunicaaoa, as bind- 
ing as that of the 1^9i9i4» Churd^. 3(r, Auricukr Confidl^ 
fion made nece^iry tq S^ivatidn, Vide Br" n's Sermon.

pleafe ; with many more of fuch Principles, which are ei« 
ther entirely Popilh, or have a dire A Tcndiency that way. 

This Game have the pbpilhly aflFeded Clergy been 
driving on a Century and upwards ^' perhaps not all with 
an intent to throw themfelves intb 'the fidbm of the 1^ 
imdn Communion, but to make tbemfelves as Abfolute, 
by Todging in the Suburbs of it ; whereas the tunning So" 
phiflers of the ^oman Church, who bad the Management 
6f this »irr, laugh'd at the fantaflick Schemes of our 
Church Politidans ; who propos'd to go fuch determinate 
Lengths towards ^$me^ and not aAually go into her ; 
knowine that a Church of England Abfolute, and above 
the Law, is a Monfter^ and not to be tolerated by Prote- 
Rants 9 and that (he muft either fubmit to the Eftablifh- 
inent, 'or call in Popery and Arbitrary Power in the End, 
io fupport her. ^ • . 

This we have liv'd to fee accompli(h*d at this Hour ; 
and blufli to find Numbers openly profefling the Proteftant 
Faith, lifting under the Banners ot Popery, to perfed the 
Reformatipn: $vm: xbi$ was dbe natural Tendency oi 
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fuch impious Do(3rines, and an Ambition for Power, nei^ 
ther warranced.by the Gofpel» or (he Laws of the Land : 
Upon thefe Principles, the Treafon, the Perjury, and Re- 
bellion of the High-Church and their Pupils, at this Time, 
fives no manner of Surprize to the thinking part of Man- 
ind. But the Coadu^ ^f the profefs'd Papifts is fome- 
what extraordinary ; one would think this Caft of Men 
fliould have been very wary in engaging in fo defperate an 
Exploit : The many execrable Attempts made, not only 
upon the Conftitution, but likewife the Perfons of our 
Princes, have long fince blotted them out of the Roll of 
Protection, and calPd loudly for Vengeance : The Smith- 
field Fires of the bloody Mary ; the repeated Plots againft 
Queen Eli:{atefh^ th^ Sfanifh Invafion ; the Powder 
Confpiracy ; the Sufpicious Exit of James L by Plafter 
and Potions ; the matchlefs Ingratitude of the Popifh 
Crew in the Murder of Charles IL who skreen"d them from 
Tuftice at the Expence of his Honour and his Peoples 
tove, fhould, in the natural Courfe of Revenge, been re- 
paid with a total Extirpation of their Perfons or Principles ; 
and how at prefent they can hope to efcape the Indigna- 
tion of a Proteftant Parliament^ is left to them to coniider. 

It has been talk'd with Affurancc, that there are many 
Conftitution Papifts in this Kingdom, who had rather 
live with fome Reftridkions under our gentle Laws, than 
fettle in a Foreign Country, even with a free Enjoymenc 
of their Religion ; but let fuch credulous Wretches know, 
that it is as impoiBble for a Papift to be difinterefs'd in the 
Affair of Religion, or cool in the Advancement of what 
they Blafphemoufly call the Holy Caufe, as for a Mifer 
'.to be eafy in the fight of Gold, wirhout coveting it; or a 
iplutton to be contented with a flenJer Meal, when a Feaft 
is in View. 

I (hall conclude with one Inftance of their Holy Rage, 
to ftow the Sentiments of that inhumane Race ; and that 
is the Metto, which Tradition tells us was imprefs'd on 
the. Catholick Banners, in order to be difplay'd, had 
the accurfed Powder-plot been duly executed by thofe 
Pevils Incarnate.

And therefore I humbly move, That we ms^ 
refolve to take into our Confideracion in the firft place, Honr 
to fupfrefs Popery J and prevent a Popifh Si/ccfj(/br ; without 
which, all our Endeavours about other matters will not fig- 
nify any thing, and therefore this juftly challengeth the 
Precedency.

Sir Henry Capel. Sir, I (land up to fecoftd fliat Motion,' 
and to give fomc Reafons,- with your Permiffion, why I 
agree in ir, not doubting but other Perfoi.s will be of the 
/ame Opinion, if they have the fame Sentiments what !«- 
fluence xht Popifh P4r/> have had in the manitgiment of moft 
of ouf Affairs, both at Ihme and AbfoaJ, for mahy Years 
laftp'kft : And how that Party hath increafedy and been en- 
couraged. Sir, I remember that after His Majefties hap- 
py Reftauration, it was. thought convenient that an AS of 
Vniforrnity (hould pafs, as the beft Law thar could be in- 
vented to fccure the Church from the danger of Popery and 
tanaticifm^ and accordingly it ^id pafs in the Year i66i; 
but in the Year 1663, fome that then managed the great 
AflFairs of Scate, or at leaft had great Interefl with His 
Majeftyj^^ere of anocherOpinion : For they had prevail- 
ed with him to grant a Toleration and Indulgences and to 
make a Declaration to that purpofe. The; Parliament aC 
fembling foon after, thought it very ftrange, that in one 
Year an AEl of Vnifoymity (hould be the bcft way to pre- 
ferve the Church, and that in the next Year a Toleration 
and Indulgence I therefore, after a ferious Debate about ir, 
in February X^^^y^ they made an Addrefs taHis Majefty, 
humbly reprcfenung how it would refled upon the Wif- 
dom of that Parliament, to have facb an alteration made 
fo foor> 5 and that fuch Proceedings^ for ought they could 
forefer, »vruld end mPofery. Upon which His Majefty, 
out of His great Goodnefs, ftop*d the ilTuing out of the 
faid Toleration^ hearkning rather to the Advice of His Par- 
liament, than to any pyivnte Counfelhrs, Sir, I cannot in- 
fo m you who it was th at gave that Advice to His Ma- 
jefty, nor certainly affirm jhey were popiftily atfc(fted ; 

but 
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biic if t may cake the liberty to judge of a Tree by its 
Fruity I faave fome Reafon to think fo ; becaufe I find by 
Coleman s Letters, and other Difcoveries, that a Toleration 
and Indulgence (hould be one of the great Engines they in- 
tended to ufe for the ejiablifhing of Fopery in this Nation, 
But the ProjeA thus failing at this time, they were forced 
t;o wait with patience until they could have another op« 
portunity ; employing in the mean time their Diabolical 
Counfels in weakning the Proteftant Intereft,(in order to a 
general Deftrudkioq of it) by engaging us in a War with 
Holland* \ In which the French adted the fame part in the 
behalf of the Dutch, as they did afterwards m our be- 
half againft them, 1672, very faitly looking on both 
times, while we poor Proteftanis with great fuiry deftiroyed, 
one the other. But this was pot fo grange, nor fo plain, 
as the dividing of our Fleet under the Command of Prince, 
Hupere and General Monk,^ and the Defign of deftroyinj^ 
them as well as their Ships, and the reft of our Navy * 
Royal at Chattam, And as they thus adted their part ac ^ 
Sea, fo they did not forget to do their beft aflooar j ia 
April 1666 f fi»me Perfoi^s that were then hanged^ fairly 
confeft they had been treated with, and had treated with 
others, to burn the City of London in September following, 
of which Confeflipn we then took as litde tiotice as yve 
have of other Difcoveries againft Papifts fince ; however^ 
accordingly in Septeniber, Thirt-eenThoufand Houfes of the 
City of London were burnt. And thofe that were taken in 
(:arrying on that Work, generoufly Jffchargid wichout any * 
Iryal ; and one Papift, that confeft that himfelf and o- 
thers did fet the City on Fire, was in great hafte hanged, 
and fo the Buflnefs was hu(h*d up, as completely as the late 
great Plot is like to be now, branding Hubert ^ that theq 
made that Confeifion, with Madnefs 5 as now thefe laflt 
"VVirnelTcs with Perjury, Sodomy, and what not. How- 
ever, thefe BnQneflcs were not fo catried, but His Ma- 
jefty difcerned lome of the Intrigues of therli, which made 
Him alter His Coiincils, and, contrary to the Endeavour^ 
of that Party, 6nter into new AHiartces, by making up that 
excellent League, lifually called the Tripple Leaguei 
Which put a ftop to thefe Mens Defigns as to Aftairi 
abroad, but not to their Defigns here at home. For ha- 
ying obtained the Oxford Ad:, and fome others againft the 
btjfentersi great Etideavotirs were ufed to have them ex- 
deuced fcyerelyi iri expecStatidn that ite DijfcntftTJ wo\i!A. 
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foot! be tnnic weary of living quiet l^fMtidtr them, and in the 
end be glad of a Toleration ; but the. Dijfenters deceived 
them, and fobmitted to the Laws, infomuch that in 1670 
to id7iy there was hardly a Conventicle to be heard of in 
England. And might never have been rtfere, if that Party 
had not been afraid of a great Difappoiniment thereby ; 
wherefore to revive our pivifions^ and to bring in (as they 
hoped) their own fyligion^ xhey imployed all their force 
again to get a Toleration, I fay they did k ; becaufe it 
cannot be imagin*d it could be from any Proteftant Inte- 
rfcft, both Church-mcn and Diflenter$ publickly declaring 
their Deteftation of it* And in 1671 it was obtained^ 
printed, and publilhed. After wgl had, in order to the 
carrying it on, broke that tiever to be forgotten Triffle 
League^ facrificed our Honour to the French^ not only by 
making a ftrong Alliance with them, but by fei:{ing the 
Dutch Smyrna Fleet, and then afterwards proclaiming War 
with them. Which War was continued in order to ruin 
us both ; for the French proved but lookers on at Sea^ (as 
they had done when ihgaged with the Dutch m 1665) 
though great Conquerors at Landy efpecially of the Pro- 
teft^nts in Germany and Holland. And as this Toleration 
was accompanied with thefe great Alterations in ASairs 
abroad, fo it was back'd, i. With a great Minijler of State 
at the Heli!n at home, who was fo confident of the re- 
fixing Popery here, that he could not forbear to declare 
himfelf to be of that Religion, I mean my Lord Trea- 
fuTCT Clifford ; as aifo, 2. With a great Army at Blacl^:' 
Heath, ready upon all occafions ; and, 3. With the great- 
-eft violation on the Property of the Subjecft, that ever 
happened in this Nation,the fei:(ing of one Million and half, 
or thereabout, in* the Exchequer. All which indeed made 
©ur Condition defperate, and, as many thought, paft re- 
crieve. Bur, Mr, Speaker^ here again the Goodnefs and 
Wifdom of rii& Majefty faved us, refufing to follow fuch 

Eernicious Coun'fels ; upon which Clifford not only Joft 
is Place, but his Life too, breaki'.g his Heart (as is by 
Bioft believed) to fee himfclf fo difappointed in this great 
Defign. And here, as we can never too much detefl my 
Lord Clifford^ and fuch others, who contrived our Ruin ; 
foVe can never fufficiently admire His Majefties Royal 
Care in working out our Security, by refufing to follow 
any Advice tbaj; tended to chofe JBndS| Aoi therefore, to 

(he 
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the great difappointtnent of that Party, at the Requeft of 
the Honfe of Commons at their nexc Meeting, He reeal" 
/pi the fatd Toleration^ disbanded f he Army ^ and in conve* 
nient time made a Peace with Holland. But though thif 
Party were thus defeated of their Defign, yet not fo dif- 
couraged as to give it over. They changed their Meafnres, 
but not their Principles ; and although they defiftcd from 
further aiming at a Toleration^ yet they no wayS negleAed 
purfuing a Heformationj but in order thefreto profecuted a 
Correfpondence formerly begun for that purpofe with the 
trench King, and by promibng him confiderable Supplies 
.to carry on the War he was then engaged in, fecured 
themfelves, as they thought, of his afliftance for fettling 
of Popery here. Accordingly, it is not unknown, what 
a Party of Men, and what Quantity of Ammunition, and 
other Neceflaries for War, were fent to the Frenth King, 
during the War he was then engaged in ; and how it was 
done contrary to the Advice of the Parliament^ and the 
Sollicitations of moft of the Princes oi Europe , and true I»-^ 
terejl of England^ to the afl:oni(hment of all good Men ; 
efpecially becaufe it was cantrary to his Majefties own Pre^ 
clamation, and when the French had declared they made 
that I4^ar for Religion, endeavouring to force the Dutch 
to allow of Popip. Churches. However, fuch was the 
ftrength of this Party, that this Affiftance was continued 
until the French King was willing to make a Peace, and 
then who more inftrumental than our Minifters to efiedl 
it. Several Embaffadors, and Plenipotentiaries too, being 
fent as well to ^he Court of Spain, as Germany and Hot-^ 
landy for that purpofe. And at laft, the Dutch being 
weary, apd conlumed with the War, they were perfwad- 
ed to be willing of a Peace, and accordingly, the loth of^ 
January 1677, entred into a Treaty with us for agene- 
lal Peace, to be accompliihed by fuch ways and means as 
are therein prefcribed. Which League was kept private 
for fome time, and inftead of any Difcovery thereof, a- 
bout the end of February following, (the Parliament being 
then foon after to aflemble) a great noife was made of 
entring into a War with France, it being concluded, that 
. nothing like that would incline the Parliament to pive 
Money, nor the People freely to part with it, becaule it 
was the only way to extingnifli thofe Fears they lay un- 
der, by reafon of the growing Greatnels of Fr«nce% ^^

the tpc^ting of the Parliamenr, the ^rojecSk was fet or 
Foot with all the Art and laduftry imaginable 5 and fo fait 
were the major part of the Members perlwaded of the re- 
allity thereof, that they were inclinable to give a great 
Supi of Money for the carrying on of the War ; but while 
they were in Confukarion about it, the League formerly 
mention d, agreed at the Hague, was unluckily made (in 
fome meaiure) publick, and occafion d a great Jealoufy 
of the reallity of the pretended War. And the greater, 
becaufe upon an Inquiry, they could not find there were 
any Alliances made to that purpofe. And yet notv'dth- 
ftanding this, and the great Endeavours of fome worthy 
JMembers of that Parliament, (now of this;) an Army of 
Thirty Thoufand Men w^re raifed, and a Tax of above 
ilooooo Pounds was given. And then, inftead of a tVar, 
a general P^/^rf ,according to that Treaty agreed with HoU 
land, was prefencly made. By which that Party thought 
they bad (ecured not only the Power of France, but the 
Men and Money here raifed at home, to be made fer- 
viceable for their Ends ; there wanting nothing but a P:- 
fi/h Kjng to perfed all thefe pefigns. For which we 
have great realon to believe they had made all neceflary 
preparation, as well by imploying Men and Money to find 
put wicked Inltruments to take away the KJngs Life, as 
by providing one Claypcol to be a Sacrifice, to make an 
jAtonement lor the Adl:, and to caft the fVickfdnefs thereof 
on the Phanatickj. To which purpofe the faid Claypooli 
was really imprifon*d fome time before in the Tower, 
Upon the Evidence of Two Pf^itnejfes, that he Ihould fay, 
that he and Two Hundred more had ingaged to kill the 
JCing the next time he went to New-Market. For which, 
in all ptobabiiity, he had as really been hanged, if the 
breaking out of the Plot had not prevented their Defigns; 
Then was Clay fool the next Term after publickly cleared 
sit the J^ing'srEenchrBar, the Witneffes appearing no more 
againft him. Thus were we again r<iduced to a miferable 
Condition ; but it plea fed God, by the difcovery of the 
Plot by Dr. Oates, once more to fave us ; whofe Evidence 
(he being but one Witnef ) they- thought at firft to have 
out-braved, but (ome of them being fo infatuated as to 
kill Juflice Godfrey, and Coleman fo unfortunate as to leave 
fome of his important Papers in his Houfe, notwithftand- 
ing the time he had to convey them away, it wrought fo 
'* • ■ ■ '■ ' gre^it 
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great a Fermentation in the People, as that there wa) no 
Remedy., but that the further purfuit of the Plot muft be 
again laid afide, and a fair face put upon things. And 
lo accordingly there was for a few Months ; but how, after 
TVakemans Tryal, things cum'd again, what Endeavours 
have been (ince ufed to ridicule the Plot^ to difparagi the 
old H^tneffeSf to dif courage new mes^ to /it up Presbyterian 
BhtSy andto increafe our DivifiofUf I fuppofe muft be frefli 
in every Man's Memory here, and therefore I ihali nof 
offer to trouble you therewith. 

But, Sir, I cannot conclude, without begging your Pa* 
' tience, while I obferve how things have been carried oa 
in Scotland and Ireland, anfwerable to what was done 
here. 

In Ire/and, the Papifts are at leaft five to one in Number 
to the Proteftants, and may probably derive from their 
Cradle ah inclination to Maflacre them again ; at leaft the 
Prote/lantshzyc no Security, but by having the Militia 
Arms, and the Command of Towns and Forts in their 
Hands. But about the fame time, or a little before that 
the Toler at ion. C2imt out here in 1671, an Order went from 
hence, which, after a long Preamble of the Loyalty and ' 
Affedrion of the Papifts to His Majefty, required the Lord 
Lieutenant and Council to dijpence with the Papifts wear* 
ing of Arms, and living, in Corporations, and a gr^at many 
other things in their Favour ; of which they hs^ve made 
fuch ufe, as that the Plot there was in as good readinefs 
as that here ; but How carried on, and how Endeavours 
. were there alfo ufed to ftifle it, will appear, when your 
Leifure may permit you to examine thole Witneffes. 
. In Scotland, the Government is quite alter 'd, the «/f of 
Parliaments in a manner abolijhed, and the Power of that 
Government lodged in a CommiJJioner and Council, a ftanding 
Army of Twenty Two Tboufand Men fettled, all Endeavours 
ufed to divide the Proteflant Intereft, and to incowrage the 
Papifts. By which we may conclude, that the fame In- 
tereft hath had a great Hand in the management of Affairs 
there alfo. < 

And, Sir, may we not as well believe, that the World 
was at firft mads of Atomes, or by chance, without the 
help of an Omnipotent Hand, a; that thefe Affairs in thir 
our little World have beeo^ thus carried on, fo many Years 
together, ((j ^sintrary co^ bur rnie Imerefk, vvithout fome

J' ;rcat original Caufc, by which the Popilh Intereft hath . 
b far got the afcendant of the Proteftant Intereft, that 
notwithftanding all His Maje(iies Endeavours, things have 
been ftrangcly over-ruled in Favour of that Party ; how 
and*vvhich'way, His Majefties Declaration made in Afril 
1679, is to me a great Manifeftation. 

Sir, I hope the weight of the Matter I have difcours'd 
©D, will plead my Pardon with the Houfe for having 
^ troubled you fo long : I fubmit what I have faid to your 
Judgment, humbly defiring a favourable Conftrudtion 3 
and although I have faid fome things that are very ftrange, 
and other ihiiigs grounded only on Conje&ures, yet I be- 
lieve that no Man will have juft reafon to doubt the pro- 
bability of the Truth, if they will but confider, what a 
potent Friend the Papifts have had of James Duke of Torl^^^ 
#^d how imboldned by the bofes of having bim for King; 
And as it is not to be doubted but that they havft had his 
'Afliftance, fo they have had the French EmbafTadofs too, 
,who, by bis frequency at the Palaoe^ hath feemed rather i?^^ 
- vfthe Family and Kjn^s Houfloold^ than 4 Foreign Emhaffa^ 
dor J and by his egreU and regrefe to and from His Ma- 
jefty^ rather a frime Minijlerof State of this I^ngdom, than 
a Councellor to anhther Prince. And the Truth of all hath 
been fo confirm*d by Coleman s LetPers^ making the Duke s 
Intereft, the French Intereft, and the P-apifts Intereft, fo 
Inuch one, and by the many Witnefles that have come 
in about the Plot, that I think We may rather be at a lofs 
for our Remedy, than in doubt of our Difeafe. And 
therefore, though I know the Difficulties I may bring my . 
felf under, by having thus laid open fome Mens Defigns j 
yet feeing my King and Country have called me to this 
Service, I am refolved, that as my Father loji his Life for 
King Charles J, fo I will not be afraid to adventure mine, 
for King Charles II, and that makes me cxpole my felf in 
His Service in this Place. 

Sir, I think (feeing things are thus) without neglefting 
our Duty to our King and Country, liay to our God too, 
we cannot defer endeavouring the fecuring of the King's 
Perton, and Proteftant Religion, by all lawful Means 
whatsoever i and therefore I fecond the Motion that was 
m^de, that we may, in the firft place, take into our Con- 
fideration, how to fupprefs Pofery^ and prevent sl Fopijh 
^ceffor I that fo we may neVei^ return .a^ain to Super^^

ftidoD, Idolatry, and Slavery, but may always prcfcfve 
that pure Religion, to be the Religion of this Nation, for 
which fo many of our Fore-fatlftrs have fiifier'i:^ Martyr- 
dom, I mean the Proteftanc Religion, as long as the Sua 
and Moon endures.

Sir Francis fpinningtm. Sir, the Pofnft^ Parfy bavq not 
only had a great influence on the management of our Af- 
fairs, both Foreign and Domeftick, while they could do 
it under a di/guife, but notwithftanding the difcovery of 
their whole-Plot, have ever fince gone on Triumphant^ as 
if they were not afraid of any Oppofition that can be made 
againft them. Although the moft part of Do&or Oate/s 
Difcovery was no News to moft Men ; and the great 
Corrcfpondence which Coleman had held with Foreign 
Pans, had been generally obferved for feme Years ; yet 
what Difficulties were there raifcd againft believing of 
Oates's Teftimony, and againft apprehending of Coleman's 
Ferfanf 2sv3l feis^ing of his Pafers ; by which he had oppor- 
mnity to carry away the moft part, and by that means 
prevented a great deal of Evidence, which we (hould o- 
tberways have had againft that Party ; though by chance 
he left enough to hang himfelf. And as their Power, or 
the Refpe<% which ware born them, appeared in this ; (b 
their great Co^dence in the never to be forgotten Death 
of Sir Edmondbttry Godfrey, which doubtlefs they accom- 
pliflied, as to conceal Evidence^ fo to intimidate Jujlices 
and others, from, doing their Duty, with great affurance, 
that thofe who did it ihould never have been brought ;o 
Juftice. And I muft confefs, we took a ftrange unheard 
of way, either to do that, or prevent the going on of the 
Plot ; For in OSober after the Plot broke out, no lefs than 
Fifty Seven Commiffions were difcovcr'd for raifing of 
Soldiers, granted to feveral Fcpifi} ^ciifants, with War- 
rants to Mufter without t^aking the Oaths of Allegiance and 
Supremacjif or Tejl ; Counter-Signed by the then Sccreta^ 
ry 6i State. Of which the Parliament taking notice^ 
they were foon after C^ifblved, in the midft of the Exami- 
nation of the Elot. And the next that wa? called, though 
compbs'd of true Englifh Gentlemen, as foon as they fell ' 
fevere upon Popery, had ho better Succefs ; certainly, 
Sir, not by the Prevalency or Advice of any true EngU/h 
Proteftam^; and who then may be pjefi^^m^d to have given 
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fucfi Advice, I leave to your Judgment. Thcfe I\p 
liamencs being thus Diflfolved, a Third was Summ 
but was not permitted to i?t, but, on the contrary, p 
by feveral Prorogations. At which the People beinj 
contentedytheir Fears and Jealoufies arifingfrom the f 
increafing, from which they knew they could not 1 
feiftuaily fecured but by a Parliament ; feveral Coi 
and Cities joyned in petitioning His Majefty for i 
liament. But it being forefeen that every thing that 
ed to make way for the meeting of Parliaments 
dangerous, fuch was the Influence of that Party, a 
they obtained a Proclamation ^ penned I think by Co^ 
bimfelf, or by fome Bodjt that bad no more love ft 
Proceftant Religion than he, &rbidding petitioning i 
ditious and Tumultuous^ And that Rothing fhou 
wanting to (hew their Power, at length, by the E 
vours of fome great Men, fome credulous and i 
tious Men were drawn in to be Abhorrtrs* Good < 
Where was thefe Mens Senfes, that in a time 
the Nation was in fuch eminent Danger, there (1 
be any good Proteftant that (hould abhor petitionir 
a Parliament } But I hope this Houie will have a tii 
fpeak with thofe Gentlemen, and mark them wit 
Brand they deferve. And now, that it may be f 
that there were a good eafy fort of credulous Peopb 
might be wrought upon, it was thought high time to 
4 Counterfflot^ that might fwailow up that of the Pt 
and rcftore them to their former Credit. How fa 
was carred on by good Men and bad, I am loath tc 
ticalarize ; but I cannot but obferve, that Dangerfield 
more Money and JEncouragement given, while he was 
rying on of that Plot, than I could ever hear he hat! 
fince the difcovery of it. But though it be not ftn 
that the Papifts (hould be fo Wicked, as to contrive fi 
Defign, for the cafting of the Plot upon the Protefl 
tliough with the lofs of fo ipany honeft Mens Live 
was mtendcd ; yet it is ftrange to fee how willing j 
PtDtefiantSf efpecially of thofe who have reajon to think^t 
jfelves of the heji fort^ were to believe it ; and how 
picafed with Dangerfield^ for the great Service he d 
difcoverlng that wicked Plot. So powerful and fo 1 
are the Popilh Party, in infufing of AnimolSties am( 
us, tending to divide us, aud fo willing are we to ei 
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/ cain them to oiir Deftru6kiom And as the Popifli Party 
have been very Induftrious in the contriving of Reports 
and Plots to remove the ill Repons they lie under, and 
Jiave had a great Influence in managing of Parliamentary 
Affairs ; fo we may prefume they have of late had in the 
difpenjing of Jujiice^ as may appear by coniidenng what 
hach been done by our Judges of late. 

At fVakcmans Trya!, thofe Perfons who at former Try- 
als had been treated with that Refpedl that is due to the 
Kfngs Evidence^ and whofe Credit and Reputation had 
fiood clear without exception in all other Tryals, were 
now not only broxv-beaten, but their Evidence prcfcnted to 
ihe Jury as doubtful, and not to be depended on ; and fo 
at all other TryaJs of Papifts from that time forward. 
By which many of the greateft Offenders were quitted 
and cleared as to the Plot, and thofe that were brought 
for defaming the King's Evidence, and fuboming Wicnef- 

. fes in order thereto, very kindly treated, and discharged 
with eafy Sentences,, efpecially if Papifts ; btit if Prote-i 
ftantSy though only for printing or vending fome unli- 
cenfed Boo)s:, were imprifon'd and largely fined. But I 
beg leave to particularize in the Cafe of one Care, who 
was indidked for printing a weekly Intelligence, called. 
The Packet of Advice from I(ome, or. The Hi^ory of Pofery, 
This Man had a ftrange knack of writing extraordinary 
well upon that Subjeft, and the Paper was by mofl Per- 
fons thought not only very Ingenious, but aifo very ufeful 
at this time, for the information of the People, becaufe it 
laid open very intelligibly the Errors and Cheais of that 
Church. However, upon an Information given to the 
Court of l^ngS'Bcnch againfl this Care^ this ^le was made.

\ think it amounts to little lefs than a total Prohibition 
of printing any thing againfl Popery. 

The true Bnglifh Proteftants being thus prevented of 
having Parliaments to redrefs theiir Grievances, and to fe- 
cure them againft the fears of Popery^ as alfo for petition^ 
trig for Parliaments, or writing for the Protbftant Reli- 
gion, they had recoutfe to their old way of prefeadtv^ 
^ • -■ ' "' ■ '■ • "■■ •; tivcs^'Ci^^^ 
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Grievances by Juries. But Advice being given^ that fonse 
great Papifts were concern*d in the Prefentment^ particu- 
larly the Duke of York^ the Jury was difmifs'd in an ex- 
trajudicial manner, and fo no Remedy in the World al- 
lowed for poor Proteftants. What an unhappy Star were 
y^e born under, that things (hould be thus carried againft 
lis, in the whole courfe of our Government, whiUt we 
have a wife Proteftant King over us ? What may not be 
expeded under aPopilh King, if it (hould be our Mif- 
fortune to have any ? And therefore I think. Sir, we 
ought to Endeavour to prevent it, by confulting in the firft 
place bow to fupprefs ropery, a^d prevent a Popifli Sue* 
ceflbr, which is my humble Motion.

Sir, you have heard what an influence 
the Popifli Party hath had in the management of all our 
AfFairs of greateft Importance, almoft ever fince His Ma- 
jeftieshappv Reftauration; how the making of Peace, or 
War, and foreign Alliances, hath been over-ruled by that 
Party, to the great danger of the Nation, and Proteftant

I CgsiVc leave tb mind you of ^ 
great Infringement which hath been itiade of the Liberty 
of the Sub)e(%, fince the laft Seflion of Parliament, Sir^ 
many good Proteftants chinking it very ftrange, that.Twa 
Parliaments (hcu'd be Diflblved, without doing any thing 
material againft Popery, ar4,d a Third lo often Prorogued 
in a time of fuch eminent Danger; and foreieeing the 
Ruin filch delays might oring upon them, Refolved to Pe-

iVtUiam HurboorJ. Sir, I think we (hall do ill to be 
meal-mouthed > when our Throats, arc in fuch danger ; 
therefore I will not be afraid to fpeak out, when {peak- 
ing plain Englifti is necelfary to fave our King and Coun- 
try. Have we not heard, and is it not apparently true, 
that Peace and War, Foreign Alliances, Meetings, Dif* 
folutions, and Prorogations of Parliaments, Tryals at ^^eft-> 
minfter-HaU^ Refolutioits in Council, and other things of 
Importance, have been itifluenced by a Popifli Party, or 
Intereft ? And can we, §ir, imagin that thefe great things 
ihould be done by a lefs Man than James Duke 0/ York ? 
Hath not the examination of the Plot, in which the King's 
Lifir and all our Safeties is lb much concern'd, been kept 
off to admiration, and the.Witneffes difcouraged even to 
defpair ? Have not Counter-Plots been fetup, and carried 
on with a ftrong Hand, and falfe Witncffes in abundance, 
to deftroy. the true ones? From what Caufe can fuch 
ftrange unfieard of .Efifedls proceed, but from the Pbwer 
and Influence of a Popiflo Succeffhr ? And we h^ve no great 
reafon to admire at it, if we confider how ufual it is for 
Politicians to be given to Flattery, and to be led by Arn-t 
bition, and how natural it is fOr Courtiers and great Mi- 
nifters of State to worftiip the rifing Sun.

H^lliam Gee, Sir, I Sgree with thofc worthy Memberjj^ 
that have fpoke to this prefent BuiinefSy that Popery hath 
for a long time had a great Influence in the management 
of our Affairs; and that the Proteftant Religion and Go- 
vernment of the Nation, is much in dangeY thereby. But 
I hope that the Prudence of this Houfe may find out fome 
Expedient to fecure the Nation, more likely to be brought 
p Perfection, than this^of the Exclufion BilL We all 
know, that His Majefty in His Speech at the opening of 
the Seffion, and formerly,hath declared, that He will con- 
(enc to any thing you fhall offer for the fecurif y of chc^ 
Proteftant Religion i provided it conlift with prefcrving 
the Succeflion in the due legal courCe of Defcenr« As Hi» 
Majefty is Gracious to us, fo I know we are all willing 
to carry our lelves with all Refpec^s and Duty to Hiai $ 
He offers yoii to cohfent to all other ways you can propofe^ 
but feems refolved not to content to this way you are now 
upon. For my part, Sir, I am more afraid of an Army 
without a General, than of a General without an Armyi 
and therefore I think, that if, inftead of ordering a Com- 
mittee to bring in a Bill for difinheriting of the Duke, 
vou bring in a Bill for banllhing all the Papifts out of this 
Nation, and other Bills for the having of frequent Par- 
liaments, and to fecure good Judges and Justices, that fo 
the Laws you have already , as well as what more you 
hiay make, itiay be duly executed, it may do as well; 
and be more likely to have good Succefs. And therefore 
I would humbly rnoveyou, that we may try thefe other 
ways, and not offer to put this hardlhip upon His Ma- 
jefty, feeing He hath declared agamlt this Bill, left by 
difpleafing His Majefty, we ftiould interrupt all other Af- 
fairs, which at this time may be very untortunate to this 
Nation^ and our Neighbours too.

Sir, Moderation in ail things will al« 
ways become this Houfe, but efpecially in a Buiinefs of fo 
high a Nature. The Duke hath not yet been either heard 
or found Guilty, how can we then anfwer the pailing of 
fo fevere a Sentence ? We ought to be very careful in a 
Buiinefs of this nature^that we do nothing but what we may 
be able to anfwer to the whole World. And therefore. 
Sir, I think that feeing His Majefty hath declared, that 
He will not agree with us in this Bill, and other Bills 
may be aseffcAual ; I would humbly move you to think 
of lome other way, and for that purpofe to appoint a 
Day to have it debated in a CommUtee of the whole 
Houfe. 

Mr. Sfeak?r. 

Sir Henry Cafel. Sir, I cannot agree with that worthy 
Member that Ipoke laft, and yet I have formerly given 
fome proof that I have been for Moderation, and God wil- 
ling fhall always be for it, when it may do good. In the 
Two laft Parliaments I did fo argue for Moderation, that 
many of my Friends told me that [ had deferred the true 
Intereft of my King and Country ; but as the Loyalty 
which I pretend to derive from my Birth, made me flight 
fuch Surmifes, fo it (hall always preponderate with me in all 
my Anions. Sir, I am of Opinion that this is a Cafe, in 
which there is no room for Moderation, if by Modera- 
tion be meant the making of aqy other Law for the fecu- 
rity of our Religion. Becaufe, according to the beft Judg- 
ment I can make, upon a full confideration of the matter, 
all other Bills that can be deGred, without this Bill,, will 
not prove effedlual ; bet will leave us in that unhappy ^ 
Condition, of contejiing with the influence- of a Pcpifh Sue- 
tejfor, during this Kjngs Life, and with the Power of a Pj- 
pifh King h^reafter^ Of what danger this may be to His 
Majetties Perfon at prcfent, and the Proteftant Religion 
for the future, I leave to every one to judge. It hath been 
faid, that take away the Army, and you need not fear 
the General ; burl fay, that a General that hath the Pow- 
er of a King, will never want an Army. And our Condi- 
tion is fo bad, that I am afraid we (hall not be fafe, with- 
out being free of the General and Army too ; which I 
think, Sir, as the Cafe flands, we ought in Prudence to 
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doy or el(e I am afraid we (hall give but a bad Account 
to our Country, of having done any thing to the purpojb 
for the fecuring of our Religion. And therefore 1 am of 
Opinion, you are under a neceflity of having this Bill 
brought in. 

Mr. Spmker. 

Silas Thus. Sir, I obferve that the Arguments that 
have been offer'd againft the bringing in of this Bill, are 
grounded on His Majefties Speech, and on a fuppofition 
that other Bills may be as fufficient for our Security, and 
more facilly obtained, feeing His Majefiy hath fo often de- 
clared that He will not confent to altering the Succeffioa 
from its legal courfe of Defcent. Sir, the King calleib 
His Parliament to give Him Advice, and they cannoc 
therein be reftrained, but may give any. Ad vice which they 
think may be necefTary for the fecurity of His Perfon and 
Government. And it hath oftentimes happened, that Par- 
liaments before now have many times offcr'd fuch Advice 
to the Kingsof rfiis Nation, as have not been grateful to 
them at firft, and yet, after mature Deliberation, hath 
been well received, and found abfolutely neceffary. When 
Clifford^ or who elfe it was, had perfwaded His Majefiy 
to grant a Toleration in 1671, and to tell the Parliameni: 
in His Speech then made to them, that He would ftand 
by it, and make it good 5 yet that Houfe of Commons 
finding it of dangerous Confequcnce, and humbly olSfering 
fuch their Advice to His Majefiy, He was pleafed, not- 
withflanding the faid Speech, to cancel th^ faid ToIera« 
rion. And if he had not, as we are in a bad cafe now, 
fo we might have been in a worfe then. For ought I . 
know, if that Houfe of Commons had been fo great 
Courtiers, as not to have concern'd themfelves in that 
Toleration, becaufe of His Majefkies Speech, the Nation 
might have been nmi*d by Papifts t)pfore this. And I 
think we are now under as great Danger, and I hope we 
Ihall notbelefs couragious, nor true-hearted. If a Man 
were fick of a Pleurify,and nothing could fave his Life 
but bleeding, would it not be ftrange if his Phyfician, lif- 
ter having pretendtH that he is hearty for his Cure, ihould 
allow him all other Remedies but bleeding ? Nothing 
like this can be prefumed of His Majefiy, or wbofe WiC- 
dom and Goodnefs we have had (o great Experience. 
And as to the Second Branch of the Suppofition, that o- 
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thcr Laws may fecurc as as well> I have not Ji^ard afiy 
Arguments offered to make it good, and I muft confefs I 
cannot apprehend there can be arly. I am fure the Ex^ 
perience of former Titnes fhews us the contrary. It is 
plain from them, that Pofifh Princes have not thought 
themf elves bound by nny Lavps againft the Interefl of thMP 
Church ; and our Fore- Fathers have found to their Sorrow • 
that the Strength of our Lam 'xoe^e not fufjicient to defend 
• them againfi Fopifk Tyrannies. For no Prince of that Re- 
ligion ever yet thought himfelf bound to keep Faith with 
Hcrecicks. After Queen Mary had ferioufly pledged Het 
Ij^yal TVerd to the Suffolk^Mtn^ to allow them their Re- 
ligion, by which they became the' greateft Inftruments of 
putting the Crown on Her Head ; did ihe not in return put 
the Crown of Martyrdom on theirs i All other Laws that 
you can propofe in this Cafe muft be grounded on fome 
Truft or Fidelity that muft be repofed in that Party, for 
which no Argument can be given, but that they never 
kept any Faith with Heretichj^ and therefore that we may do 
•well to try what they will do. This I miglit prove by i 
fad melancholy Account of the Maftacres at Piedmont^ 
Parisy and Ireland ; but I fuppofe the Hiftory of them is 
well known to every one here, and therefore I will not 
trouble you therewith. 

We are advifed to be moderate, and I think we ought 
to be fo 5 but I do not take ^loderation to be a prudent 
Virtue in all Cafes that may happen^ If I were fighting 
to fave my Life, and the Lives of my Wife ind Children, 
Jhorfd I do it moderately ? If I were riding on a Road to 
lave my Throat from Thieves, and I (hould be advifed to 
ride moderately, left I fpoil'd my Horfe, would not fuch 
Advice feem ftrange at fuch a time ? Add fo certainly 
would it be, if I were in a Ship, (which may well be cotrtr 
pared to a Com jpon wealth,) and it l^rere finking, would 
hot the Advice to pump moderately, for fear of a Fever, 
feem ftrange ? Bur^Sir, 1 admire,^ feeing Moderation is 
fo much talked off of late, and fo much recommended, 
Jf^y there cannot be other ObjeSs foiml out^ on whom to 
flace i>, as well as on the Papifls, I know not why itjhould 
jnot be as agreeable to Ciriftian Charity^ and m.ore for thh 
Proteftant Intereji at this time, becaufe it may tend to Vni- 
«», to place it on the Proteftant DiJJenters, feeing we agree 
Wi^h moft^f^ them in Points ef Faith^ and only differ about

as if they did it b^aufe they forelaw that the

Mr. Sp taker. 

Larance .Hide. Sir, I am forry to fee a matter of fo 
great Importance managed in this Houfe with fo much 
bitternefs on the one hand, and with fo much jefting and 
mirth on the other ; I think it a ferious thing we are a- 
bout, and that moVe Gravity would very well become, 
not only this Houfe, but the Subjed of the Debate alfo. 
It is to me very unplcafiint, co bear a Prince, that hath 
foweli deferv'd of >this Nation, by fighting our Battles, 
and fo often appearing for us in War, fo upbraided. I 
am apt to think he was far from being of Opinit)n, the 
Queen would have no Children, andithat he fcorned 
any of thofe other A(Slions that have been laid to his 
Charge ; and therefore to hear fuch things faid, is a great 
Provocation, But bei^g I know where I am, I will la^^ 
my Hand upon my Mouth. But I hope you will pardon 
me, if to comply with the obligation of Nature, I declare 
my felfmuch concerned co fee the Alhcs of my dear Fa- 
ther thus raked out of the Duft, and to hear his Memory 
blaftcd by an Affirmation which cannot i)c proved : Be- 
caufe I am confident he was not Guilty, He and his Fa- 
mily fuflFer'd enough by his Misfortunes, occafion'd by 
dark Interefts and Intrigues of State* JMbiny think he was 
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feverely cbi^f<d v^hile living ; I am forty to fee ifiac 
(bme others cannot fpare bim though deid. But for my 
Comfort» I have heard that he was a good Proteftant, a 
good Chancellor, and that we have had worfe Minifters 
of State fince* But I will not trouble you farther, but 
apply my fclf to the Bufinefs under Debate. Sir, I am 
of opinion, that the bringing in of this Bill, mil be a* 
great hindrance to the Bufinefs of the Nation, and not; 
attain your «nd. And alfo I am concerned for the Juftice 
of the Houfe J for though the t>uke defcrve great Morti- 
fications, becaude he hath given fo great a fulpicion of his 
being inclined to that Religiqn^ and I believe doth not ex« 
pedk to come now to the Crown^ on fuch Terms as for« 
merly, but with fuch Limitations as may fecure the Pro- 
teftant Religion ; yet I think it very hard for this Houfe, 
to offer at fo great a Condemnation without hearing the 
Perfon concern*d, or having had any preceeding Procefs, 
For my own part, I miake it a great Qjieftioti, whether 
it would be binding to him, or a great many other Loyal 
Perfons of this Nation ; and if not, it may occafion here- 
after a Civil War. And without any juft Fear, or Caufe ; 
for the King may very well out*live the Duke, and 
then all that we are about would be unneceffary ; and 
why ihould we, to prevent that which may never happen, 
attempt to do that which we can never atxfwer, either to 
our King or Country ? I canhot apptebend that our Cafe 
is fo defperate, but that we may (ecure our felves fome 
other way, without overturning Foundations. I tannot 
fear a General ' without an Army. By ridding ouf felves 
bf all other Papifts, we maybe fafe, making fucbothep 
Laws'to bind the Duke, as may be nfceflary, by the 
>Iame of Jaryi^JDvkc of Tork, which, and the fmaU Re"* 
venues wh'ith belong to the Crown, without tbeafliftance 
of Padiaments, with fuch other Laws as may.be contrived, 
I humbly conceive may be fufficient for our Security ; and 
iherefcre it ought to be confidered in a Committee of 
the whole Houfe, that fuch as are for thefe Expedients^ 
may have more freedom of Debate,

hope. Sir, that Offences that proceed from nararal Infir« 
mitieSy will always find a favourable Conftrudlion in this 
Honfe. If that honourable Member that (puke laf^, had 
but confid^red, that all Men have not that good Fortune 
to be bom with fuch a grave, majeftick, fober Afpec^ as 
that, let them fay what they will, it looks (ericus and 
weighty, he would not have been offended at my Dif- 
courfe I but. Sir, for the SatisfaAion of the Houfe, that 
lam not in jeft in this^ufinefs, I do declare, that I (hould 
be very forty to be thus jefted with my felf. « 

Mr* Speaker. 

Sit L. fenkfns. Sir, The Qgeftion that arifeth from thi| 
Debate is, whether we had beft proceed by an Extre- 
mity, or by Expedients. For^l look on this Bill to bcTbf 
the higheft Nature th^t eyer was propofed in an Honfd of 
Commons, and the greateft Extremity imaginable, which 
I humbly conceive we ought not to proceed to, until we 
have made fome Trial of Expedients, which will be very 
ufefuL For it will give a great Satisfaction, not only to 
His Majefty, but to all other Perfons in geneml that are 
againft this Bill, by which the World will fee that we 
were very cautious, how we offer*d at fuch an Extremity, 
and that we did not do it until we had found alf other 
ways and means whatfoever infufficieni:, I muft confefs^ 
Sir, I think fuch a Bill would be againft Law and Con« 
fidence, and that nothing lefs than an Army will be necef- 
lary to fupport it; ^d therefore I humbly move you, tha( 
we may debate this BuQnef^ in a Committee. 

Mr. Speal^er. 

Col. Birch. Sir, I admire to hear that honourable 
Member make a doubt a$ to the Legality oi this Bill ; cer- 
tainly. Sir, our Legiflative Bower is unbounded, and we 
may offer to the Lords, and fo to His Majefty, what 
Bills we think Good. And it can as little be doubted, 
that the legiflative Povfer of the Nation, ^JNG, LOl{^DSi 
and COMMONS, /hould want a Law to make Laws ; or 
that any Laws /hould be againft what Laws they tnake^ 
Qtherways they • cannot be legally oppofed. And as \ 
think it cannot be againft Law^ fg peittier ^aiinft Con^ 
• "'^ • "^ t *. ' '■- '\ . fcience. 
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feience, tinlefs it could be made out, that we ought in Ccftf' 
fcience to bring in Poporj. I (ht)tild be very glad to hear 
any Arguments to make good what hath been offer'd a- 
bout Expedients 5 but I am afraid^ when they come to be 
eiamin*d to the bottom, they will be found very infuffi* 
cienr, and that we may as well think oi catching a Lyon 
with a hdoufe'Trap, as to feckre our felves agaitfi Popery by 
any Lam without the Exciufion BiB. Have we not to do 
;with a fort ^f People, that cannot be bound by any Law 
or Contradl whatfoever ? Much lefe can their Words or 
Promifcs be depended on. Are they not under all the Ob- 
ligations that can be offered, from the Temptations of this 
Life, as of that to come, not to keep Faith with Here- 
ticks, but to break it when it may tend to the promoting 
of the Catholick Caufe ? And if Laws cannot bind other 
ferfohs, much lefs will it Princes that are of the Catho« 
lick Religion ? Did they ever keep any League or Con* 
tradk that was made with Proteftants, longer than was ne** 
reflary, in order to cat their Throats f What ufe did the 
Papifts make in Ireland of the Favours granted them by 
King Charles I } Did they not make ufe of it to the De« 
jftrudion of the Proteftants, by rifing up in Rebellion, and 
Maflacring 1 00000 ? Sir, I fee things go hard againft tom 
pery, I know not what to fay to it, but I am afraid that 
if we (hould be fo infatuated, as to let it creep on more 
and more upon us, and at laft let it ajcend the Throne 
again, that we fhajl /hon have the fame miferable Fortune 
9ur Fore-Fathers had in Queen Mzty*s Days, and 4^0 burnt 
in Stnithfield for our Indifcretion. 

' Sir, We are upon a Bufinefs of as great Importance as 
fve^ was debated within thefe Walls 5 for either we mnft 
fuppreft Popery, or be fuppreft by it. For although that ' 
Intereft do not look fo big, as that of the Proteftants, yet 
I plainly fee that* it hath wrought like a Mole under 
Ground foi: a long time, and that it hath eaten into our 
Bowels, and will foon come to the vital Parts of the Pro- 
leftant Religion, at>d deftroy it too, iff great Care be not 
taken, knd that fpeedily. I hear fome fay^ that our •'. 
Cares are n^edlels at this time, becaufe the Kinfe may ' 
out-live the Duke ; which is as much as to fay, there is - 
IK) need of Laws againft Popery, until we fee whether we 
<hall have occafion to make ufe of them or no. But they* ■ 
do not tell uSj( how we (houJ|i be fure then to obtain them. • 
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I muft cbnfefs fuch Arguments are fo far from weight 
inc with me, as that they increafe my Fears, becaufe it 
dikrovers a ftrange, eafy, carelefs, indifferent Humour 
among us Proceftants. Muft our Lives, Liberties and Re- 
ligion depend upon may-bees ? I hope it is not come ro 
yhat yet : I am lure it will nor coniSft with the Prudence 
of this Affembly to leave it fo, but rather to endeavour to 
fettle this matter upon fuch a Foundation, as may '(with 
as much probability as human things are capable of) fecure 
us. I am of Opinion, that fuch an Engine may be con- 
trived as Ihould give fuch a whirle to the Popilh Intereft, 
iftS that it (hould never rile up againft us again ; I know 
^qf no Difficulty but the fame which happened to Archi'^ 
W^des^ where to £x it. And I am not altogether at a lofs 
for that neither 9 for fo long as ^we have a good KTng, I 
will not dcfpair. And, Sir, I cannot fear any of thofe 
things that are objected againft this Bill, that it is againft 
Law, and therefore will occafion a Civil War 5 For mji 
pdrtf I will never, fear 4 Ciyil iVar in favour of Idolatry^ 
tfpecially when we have gotten a Law on our fide to defend 
0ur J^ligion. Therefore I move you that the Bill may be 
brought in. '

Sir Thomas Playerl Sir, I have read in Scripture ofonp 
Man djing for a Nation^ but never of Three Nations dpng^ 
for one Man ; which is like to be our Cafe. There bath 
been already fo much faid on this matter^ and the Rea-r 
fons that have been given for the bringing in of the Bill 
are lo plain, that I fhould not have troubled you to have 
^id any thing about it, but that I knew not how to have 
aniwered it to that great City for which I ferve, not to 
have appeared in this Bulinefs, in which the Proteftanc 
.Religion is fo much concern'd. But, Sir, being I am up^^ 
I will beg leave to acquaint you, that I have Dcen lately 
in Company with a great many Perfons, where I have 
beard the Duke cried up, and the Kjng fo flighted, that I 
muft confefs they made me afraid, they had thoughts of 
aiding over here what was lately done in Portugal. Be^ 
lieve it. Sir, iBany are very induftrious to make an In- 
tereft for the Duke ; if we (hould not ufe our Endeavours 
to keep up the King's Intereft, and that of the Proteftanc 
Religion, I am afraid they will be encouraged to ?mbroyl 
us is Blood before wc are aware of it, I have no Patience 
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to think of (icting ftill, while my Throat is a cutting ; 
i^nd thei efore I pray, Sir, let us endeavour to have Law» 
thai: may enable us to defend our felves. And I know 
not, how wc can have^ny that are like to prove Effedkual^ 
without this for excluding James Duke oliorl^i and there-; 
fore I humbly move it may be brought in. 

Mr. Speaker. 

Evan Seys. Sir, I liave by miany Years Experience ob-J 
ferved, that it is very agreeable to the Cuftom, Prudence, 
and Juftice of this Houie, to debate all things very well 
before a Qpeftion is put, but efpecially of great Impor- 
tance. It hath formerly been thought a great thing, and 
hard to be born by fome Princes, that any thing relating 
to the Prerogative of the Crown (hould be debated any • 
where but in the Privy Council; and I have obferved,thac 
former Parliaments have done it with a great deal of Ten« 
^ernefs. And if fo, well may a Billt}iat tends to the al- 
deration pf the Succcffion, pretend to the right of having a 
iaW and fair Debate, which I hope this 3<)lcnMi AjTembly 
win not deny. Many being to take their Refolutions 
from it in as great a Point as ever was debated in a Hpufe 
of Commons, for which we (hall be anfwerable to our 
own Confciences, as well as to our King and Country; 
It is thefe great Confiderations make me trouble you at 
this time, otherwife I might happily have been filent, be« 
caufe t am one of thofe that have been (hot at by Wind- 
Guns, which have prejudiced my Reputation ; and there- 
fpre until I fhould have had an Opportunity to vindicate 
my felf, and to (hew that lam an Enemy both to Popery 
and Arbitrary Government ; I was more inclined to have 
been filent, and (hould not have troubled yoi;, if !ehe 
Natyre of this ^ufinefs bad not laid on me a more than 
ordinary Compiilfion. I do not dodbt but every one that 
fits here, is willing to take notice of what Argi^ments may 
be offer*d*^ro or cow, it being the only way to pafs a right 
Judgment in ^his Matter, which is very ncceflary, becaule 
what Refolution you may take upon this Debate, will 
be examin'd not only within His Majefties Dombions, 
but by moft Princes and Politicians in Europe. And there- 
fore that you ground your Refoliirion on luch folid Rea- 
Ibn, that may endure the Teft of a plenary Examination, 
will be very neceflTary for the fecaring the Credit of this 
Houfe, of vvhich I know you are very Tender,.

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SiTy I tnuft confefs I am very much againft the bfing* 

ing in of this Bill ; for I think it a very unfortunate thing, 

that whereas His Majefty hath prohibited but one thing 

only, that we (hould fo foon fall upon it. I do not fee 

there is any Caufe, why wc (hould fear Popery fo much, 

as coinake us run into iuch an Extream. We are afflired 

there can be no Danger during His Majefties Life, fo upon 

an impartial Examination, we (hall find there can be no 

great reafon to fear it after His Death, though the Duke 

fhould out*live and fucceed him, and be of that Religion. 

Have we not had great Experience of his Love for this 

Nation ? Hath he not always fquared his Actions by the 

exadleft Rules of Juftice and Moderation ? Is there not a 

poiSibility of being of the Church, and not of the Court 

oflfeme ? Hath he not bred up his Children in the Pro- 

teftant Religion ; and (hewediia great Refpedk for all Per- 

ions of that Profeffion ? Would it not be a dangerous thing 

for him (I mean in point of Intereft) to offer at any fuch 

alteration of the Religion, eftabli(h'd by Law ? Can any 

Man imagine that it can be attempted without great ha- 

2ard of utterly deftroying both Himfelf and his Family ? 

And can fo indifcreet an Attempt be expeded from a 

Prince, lo abounding in Prudence and Wifdom ? fiuc 

though we (hould refolve to have no Moderation in our 

Proceedings againft PapUts, yet I hope we (hall hate fome 

for our (elve& V. It cannot hm imagined that fuch a Latif 

W// hind all here in Enrland, any in Scotland ; and it is 

difputed whether it will oe binding in Ireland ; fo that in 

probability it will not only divide us amongft our felves, 

but the Three Kingdoms one from the other^ and occafion 

a miferable Civil War« For it cannot be imagined, that 

the Duke will fubmit to it. And to difinherit him for his 

Religion, is not only to acft according to the Popi(h Prin* 

- ciples, but to cive caufe for a War with all the Catholick 

f Princes in Europe ; and that muft occafion a ftanding Ar- 

I my, from whom there will be more danger of Popery 

and Arbitrary Government, than from a Popi(h SucceflTor, 

or a Popi(h King. Sir, It is very agreeable to the weight 

of the Matter, and the ufual Proceedings of this Houfe, 

that this Bufinefs (hould be fully debated ; and therefore I 

humbly move you it may be in a Committee. 

Sir Richard Grahem made a long Difcourfe, (hewing the 
Dangers and Miferies of a Civil War, by a large Account 
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bf tbofc between Torl^ and Lancafter, That this Bill, if it 
(ho^Id pafsy would lay a Foundation for fuch another. 
That it would not be binding either to Scotiand or Ireland^ 
and fo confequently occafion a Clivifion between the Three 
Kingdoms, which had formerly been the occafion of Wars 
and Miferies, as well as our own Divifions amongft our 
felves, Then^ gave an Hiftorical Account, to make out 
how fatal Dividons had proved to other Nations, and in* 
ftanced in Tbeodqfius^ and others. That he thought it ab- 
folutely neceflary, if this Bill mu^ be brought in, to pre* 
vent a Civil War, that the Succeflfor (hould be named^ 
which would need a great deal of Confideration ; and if 
to debate Bufinefs of fmaller Imporunce, it is ufual for 
the Houfe to refolve it felf into a Committee, how could 
it be anfwered, that it Ihould not be done in a Bufinefs of 
fb great Importance, that fo JSxpedients might be oflFered 
and debated with more Freedom and Satisfa(3:ion than it 
was pofTible they could be in the Houfe* 

Mr. SpeakfT. 

Sir iVtlliam Poultney* Sir, I am of Opinion, that Ex- 
fedients in Polhiclis zrt MkQ Mount ebankrtricks in Phyfick^^ 
as the one does feldom good to Bodies Natural, fo not the 
other to Bodies Politick. Government is a weighty thing, 
and cannot be fuppprted nor prefervcd but by fuch Pillarj 
as have neither Flaws nor Cracks, and placed on a fure 
iFoundation. And I am afraid, that all Expedients will 
be found to have far different ([Qualifications. I cannot 
forefee how the excluding of one Perfon,who hath a Right 
x,o the Succeflion depending upon Contingencies, upon fuch 
an Account as^this islhould occafion a Civil War, but rather 
do think there is a great deal more Danger , not only of a Civil 
War, but of our Religion and Liberty top, if we (hould not 
do it, and fo have a Popifli King. For I do believe, that fuch 
a King would foon have a Popi(h Council. For if there 
be Eleven to Seven now for the Intereft of a Popifli Suc- 
ceffor, what may you not expedt when yoti have a Popifti 
King ? And Jhould you 'nop then foon have Popi/h Judges, 
Jujiicesy Deputy^Lieutsnants, Commnnders dt Sea and Land, 
nay^ and Popi/h Bf/hopt too- For if there be none put int9 
any of thefe Places noxPy that are for ading againfl a Po^ 
fifh SucceJJor, well may v* expeB that none floall be put in 
then J but what are for a Popi/h K^ng, And therefore 1 am 
aftoni(h*d to hear any Man, that pretends to be a Prote- 
&suit, argue^ that in fuch a Cafe we need not fear Pope- 

tyi 



iy '; for it is indeed to argue for Popery^ and muft pro^ 
ceed firotn an Opinion cbat the Froteftanc Incereft is very 
low, and not able to bear up longer againft Popery j or 
elfe that Proceftants are very Credulous and Inconfiderate; 
and may be brought to deftroy thencifelves with their owa 
Hands. Muft our Religibn and Liberty have no Security 
but what depends on the Virtues and Goodnefs of a Pricce^ 
who will be in Subjedlion to the Pope, and probably in- 
fiixenced by none but Jefuits and fuch Creatures ? Will ic- 
feem ftrange that fuch a Prince (hould compofe bis Privy 
Council ot Perfons inclined to that Religion ; or that he 
fhoald imploy any others as Judges, Juftices, Sheriffs, or 
Comnnanders in any Place of Tmft either at Land or Sea? 
And can we think that by the many Endeavours which 
lyill be ufed, that the common People will not be debauch- 
ed , and either be mif-Ieady or made indifierent in a little 
while ? Is it not in the Power of the King to nominate his 
Couttcellors, Judges, Sheriflfs, Commanders at Sea and 
Land ? Andean it be imagined that he will not uke care 
to notninate fuch as (hall be for his turn ? Certainly, Sir, 
no Man can imagin that the Proteftant Religion can long 
be'preferved under fuch a King, but fuch asctannot or 
will not fee at a diftance what a change fuch a Scheme of 
Government will foon produce, and how likely it is that 
it win be fet up and pra^fed, if ever we ihould have a 
Popifh King. And as I do think that our Religion ctfi 
never be fecured without this Bill, fo I do not fear that ic 
will occafion any Civil War, or any Divifion between this 
Kingdom, Scotland, or Ireland"^ but rather, I beiievc it will 
be a means to reconcile the Proteftant Intereft, and to fet- 
tle the Government upon fuch a Bottona as will prove In- 
vincible. In ScDpland, the major Part of the People hate 
Popery as weU as we, and fo do the Proteftants in Ireland^ 
and therefore certainly it wilibe their Imereft to joyn wich 
us againft a common Enemy, and nor to divide. And 
whereas it hath been fuggefttd, that this Bill will ingage 
us in a War againft ali €atholick Princes, I look upon it 
as a Bugbear, and do believe that we (hall gain many 
•Friends by being fettled, as we may by having this Bill j 
becMufc then we may he formidable to our Enemies^ and 
ferviceable to our Allies ; but never without it. And, Sir, 
this is not to difinherit a Man for his I^eligion, hut becau/e 
be bath rendered himfelf uncaf Me to Govern us, according tq 
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$air Laws J which, whether it proceed from hit I^ligiotf, &f 

iny thing elfe^ it M one to us. His being uncapable, is 
the ground for onr Proceedings, having' no other way col 
preferve our felves. Upon the whole matter I do con* 
elude, that a Popllh King and a Proteftant Religion are 
irreconcileable, and h^e no reafon to fear a Civil War, 
< (b long as we have i La^^ for our Defence, and a Pro- 
teftant King CQ head us; which we cannot exped, without 
piaffing fome fuch Bill as this under Efebate. And there- 
fbre I humbly move you it may be brought in. 
Mr. Speakp"* . ♦ 

Daniel Finch. Sir, The Bufinefs you are debating is of 
fo high a Nature, that I cannot tell how to (peak to tc 
without Fear and Trembling. To go about co alter the 
SuccefSon of the Crown, muft be of great concernment 
to all Englifh Men, and therefore ought to ^t tonlidered 
with a great deal of Deliberation, for which the Juftice^ 
Prudence, and Ufage of this Houfe calls aloud, there 
never having been any Bufinefs debated in this Houfe, in 
which fo much Care was required. Sir, I am unfatisfied 
tvith my felf^ how we tzn in Tuftice pafs any fuch Bill as 
is propofed ; for I never he^rd of any Law^ which made 
an Opinion in Religion a Caufe to be difpofleft of Right; 
in former Times it was not fo, though there were Princes 
and Emperors that were Apoftates. And Qiieen Elis^aietb 
would not allow of putting any luch thing in Pradice, but 
rather chofe to proceed againft Mary Qjieen of Scots, ac- 
cording to the fettled Laws of the Nation. ^This Nadoa 
bath been fo Unfortunate aj to cut off one King already^ 
let us have a care bow we cut off the Righto? another. 
There is a poffibility that the Duke may returri to the 
Proteftant Religion, let us not exclude him frotn fuch 
Temptations' as may be convenient to reduce him. Biit 
whatever (hould be your Refoltirion at laft, I humbly con* 
ccive there can be no Reafon given, why a Bufihefs of 
this weight (hou^d not be debated in a Committee, before 
you Vote the bringing in of the Bill, that fd the Validity 
of fuch other Expedients as may be Jpropofed, may be ez^ 
amin'd, and the Reafons for anc( agUpft this Bill be di« 
gefted as they ought to be. Ho^ ^|l we otherwife an- 
fwer it to His Majefty, who hach ii^^red you every tiling 
but this ? If there were a Motion made for a Bill to give 
Money, would it not probably be debated in a Committee ; * 
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by this Bill we are going to give away the Right of a 
Crown, which I take to" be more than Money ; and 
therefore Ihuhibly inove you that it may be further debat-^ 
cd in a Committee. 

Mr, Sfeak^Yy 

Hugh Bofcawen. Have not the Papifts always proceed- 
ed againft the Proteftancs with a Barbarity furmounting 
the worft of Heathens ? And muft we be fo diighty care- 
ful how we proceed to hinder them from ruling over us, 
as that we muft ftumble at every Straw, and be afraid 
of every Bu(h ? A Man that is in an Houfe that is on 
Fire, will leap out at a ^indovv> rather than' be burnt. 
I do admire how any Perfon^ that doth know with what 
Treachery and Inhumanity the l^apifts behaved themfelves 
in the Maffacres of Piedmont, Paris, and Ireland ^ their 
Cruelties in Queen Marys Days, lately on Sir Edmund-' 
iury Godfrey, and what they had defigned againft the 
Ring, and all of us, can offer any thing to delay^ much 
more to hinder, what is (o precifely neceflary for the 
Good of the King and Kingdom; efpecially feeing in this 
we fliall do nothing, biit vyhat may be juftified by many 
Laws and Prcfidents. And if there were none, of which 
I know there are a great many that are liable to no Ob- 
ie(ftion 5 yet I take it, That the Law of feature, and Self* 
frefervationy would- afford us fufficient Arguments. I think 
the Sun is not more vifible at Noon-day, than that thd 
Papifts have a Defign to extirpate our Religion ; and that 
they have dofie great tfiings in order thereto, even now 
M^hue we live under the Government of a Prof^ftant 
King, by fome invifible Power that hath ftrangely adled 
its Part in Favour pf that Intereft, in all our Councils and 
Refolutious in A£Fairs of greateft Importance ; and it is as 
plain that this isfo; becaufe there is a Popifh Succeffori 
and that thdr Intereft will never decline as lopg as there is 
fuch a Succeffor, and the Hopes of a Popijh King. And 
now that by the watchful Providence of God, thefe 
things hav^ been made fo plain to us; is it not ftrange, 
that any Man (hould go about to perfwade us to be (a 
ncgle^ful and inconfiderare, as to fit ftill and look on, 
•wki'e the Papifts are putting their Chains about our Arms, 
and Ropes about our Necks? which muft be the Confe- 
cjuence of permitting a Popifh King to afcend the Throne ; 
againft which there can be no Taw to f^cure usb\mV\^^. 



In Edward iht Sixth, and Qtieen Mary, and Quern Blis(4^ 
tefh*sDzy^, was not the Religion of the Prince, the Re ' 
ligion of the Nation i Did not moft of the Privy Coun- 
cellors, and great Minifters ot State, and fome Bifliops too^ 
change with the Times ? Is it not cuftomary for great 
Men to infinuate and flauer their Princes, by being of 
their Religion ? On what inuft we ground our Hopes of 
Security, in fuch a Cafe ? On nothing, Sir, but on a Civil 
War, which fuch a Prince muft certainly occafion. But 
I do not fear it from this Bill, but rather think it the only 
Way to prevent it; not doubting but that there mil be 
People enough that voill give Obedience to it, Juffieient to 
execute the Law on fuch a4 may be refra&ory, if any, 
which can only be Pafifls, and fuch as may be Pofijhly af- 
fe8ed. The Obje(3:ions as to a Civil War, and Difooedience 
to this Law, may as well be made againft any other fe- 
vere Law that we may attempt to make againft Papifts ; 
and moft we therefore let them all alone ? I hope we (hall 
not be fo inconfiderate ; but as we have difcovered that 
their Weapons are near our Throats, fo that wc (hall 
not acquiefce in any thing lefs than what may iecure us ; 
that fo, if poffible, we may not fall into the Hands of 
fuch a bloody^ oiercilefs People ; which muft infallibly be 
the Conlequence of having a Pofi/h King. 

And, Sir, as we have much to fay for the having of this 
Bill 5 fo for not having our Time loft by going into a 
Committee at this Time about it. When the Bill is 
brought in, there will be Time enough to hear of other 
Expedients, if any Member will then offer any; of which 
they will now have Time to confider, that fo they may 
be offered particularly, and not only in general. For ic 
do^h not confift with the Gravity of the Houfe, that they 
Ihould be put out of the Method they are moft inclined 
to, without good Caufe. I am afraid there can be no 
Expedients offered in this Cafe, that can be fufficient ; un- 
lefs fuch as may (hake the Throne as to aH future Kings. 
And I hope we (hall, be cautious how we enter into any 
fnch Debate ; for if you ftiould, you may be furc your E- 
nemies will take Advantage thereof. And therefore I am 
rather for the Bill. 

Mr. Sp:nksyj 

Mr. John Trenchard. Sir, Have not Poftjh Kings, as well 
in other Countries as here, always brought in a Pofifl^ 
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fteligtOD t And have vqc any Realbn to fuppofe the likt 
will noc happen here, if ever we fhoold have a Ring of 
that Religion ? Have we noc Undeniable l^roof* chat cb6 
great thing defigned, by endeavouring at a Popi/h King, is 
the rooting OQt of Herefy out of thefe Three Nations^ And 
is not ^pme and f ranee ingaged to give their Affiftance 
therein, as well as the great Parties at Home, not only of 
profeft Pdpifii, bat ot feme who profefs themfelves Pro- 
teftantSy but are fo 'but in Mafquerade ? And do they not 
lay, that they have fo clenched and rivetted their Int6- 
reft, as that God nor Man cannot orevenc their accom- 
plilhing their Defign^ And (hall we dc (o indi&reet as to 
let it creep on thus upon us, and not endeavoiir to remedy 
our fches? Let it never be iaid of this Houfi tf Commonij^ 
chat they were fo ftupified or negligent of their Duty to 
their Country $ or (o indifierent in their Religion, ot 
tre(ervation of their Liberties, as to forget fo great a 
Con<:ern. If when we have done what we can, we ffiould 
be conquer'd by Force, or deceiv'd by JTuch little Arts and 
iTricks as may be ufed, a patient Sabnii£Son to God's Pro^ 
vidence muft follow. But to b€ the Occa^n of otir own 
Deftrudion, by being fupine and incohfiderate, will nevet 
be anfwer*d to Poftericy. 

He then juftii^d the LegaKty of the Bill, by a long 
Catalogue of Prefidents; making otic, that tKe'Stic^ 
teffion of the Crown had |peen oftentimes altered by 
Adi of Parliament upon lefs Occafions than this ; and 
concluded with a Motion for bringing in of the BilL' 
Refolvedy Thd^ a Bill be Vrougbt in, to difaBle the Dul^e 
rf York to inherit the Imperial Crown cf this Upalm^ 
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The j^h of November, idSo. 

A Bit t^ difdbte James Duke of York, to inherit the 
Imperial Crorvns 9/ England and Ireland, and the Do^ 
minions thereunto belonging, iftas read tbS fitft Time* 
Mr. Speaks, 
Sir L. Jenkins. I have fpent much of my. Time in ftu< 
dying the Lav^s of this Land ; and I pretend to know 
Ibmechin^ of the Laws di Foreign Countries^ as well as q€ 
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our own : And I have, upon this Occafion, well confider- 
ed of them ; but cannot find how we can juftify the 
pafUng of this Bill, rather much againft ir. 

Firjif I think it is contrary to natural Juftice, that wc 
Ihould proceed to Condemnation, not only before Con- 
vi(Skion, but before we have heard the Party, or examined 
any Witneffcs about him; I am fure none in his Defence. 
And to do this, by making a new Law oh Purpofe, when 
you have old Laws in being, that have appointed a Pu- 
nilhment to his Crime, I humbly conceive, is very fevere ; 
and contrary to the ufual Proceedings of this Houfe, and 
the Birth-right of every Englijhman. 

Secondly y I think it is contrary to the Principles of our 
Religion, that we (hould difpoifefs a Man of his Right, 
becaufe he di6Fcrs in Point of Faith. For it is not agreed 
by all, that Dominion is founded in Grace. For my part, 
I think there is more of Popery in this Bill, than tKere can 
poffibly be in the Nation without it ; for none but Papifis^ 
and Fifth-Monarchy-men^* did ever go about to difinherit 
Men for tbeiJr Religion. 

Thirdly, I am of Opinion, that the Kings of England 
have their Right from God alone ; and that no Power on 
Earth can deprive them of it. And I hope this Houfe wUl 
not attempt to do any thing, which is% precifely contra- 
ry, not only to the Law of God, but tlxe Law of the 
Land too. For if this Bill (hould pafs, it would change 
the EfTence of the Monarchy, and make the Crown E-* 
}edive. For by the fame Reafon that this Parliament 
may difinherit this Prince fof his Religion ; other Pariia- 
tnents may dilinherit another, upon lome other Pretence 
which they may fuggcftj and (o confequently, by fuch 
Exclufions, eledl whom they pleafe. > 

Fcunhly, U i$ againft the Oath of Allegiance, taken in 
its own Senfe, without Jefuitical Evafions. For by bind- 
ing all Perfons to the King, his Heirs and Succeff rs, 
the Duke, as prefumpiive Heir, muft be underftood. Arili 
I am of Opnion, it cannot be difpenfed withal. Sir, I 
will be very cautious how I difpute the Power of Parlia- 
ments. I know the Legiilarive Power is very great, and 
it ought to be fo. But yet I am of Opinion, that Parlia- 
ments cannot difinherit the Heir of the Crbwn ; and that 
if fuch an Ad fliouid pafs, it -would be invalid in it (elf. 
Aud therefore I hope it will not feem ftrange^ that I 

Ihould 
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fhoaM oStr my Judgment againft this Bill^ wbildit is in 
Debate ; in which I think I do that which is my Dttcyf^ 
as ^ Member of this Houfe. . 

Henry the Fourth of France was a Protcftant, his People 
moft PapiftSf who ufed fome Endeavours to prevent his 
coming to the Crown ; but when they found they were 
not like ^o perfet^ their Qqfign, without occafioning a 
Civil War, they Jefiftedj^ conciuding, that a Civil War 
would prpbaUy bring on tb^Oi.more Mtfery^ than a Ki^g 
•f a different ^eligion^ and^ die];efore fubmicted. 5iV, I 
hope we (hall not permit our Paflion to guide us inRead 
of Reafon; and therefore I humbly move you (O throw 
out the Bill. . ^ 

Mr.Speal^r, 

^alpb\ Montague, Sir, The Honourable Memter that 
fpoke laCt, jnay underftand very jmuch of the, Laws of 
other Countries, and Foreign Atfairs; but I am apt to 
think, not ipuch of the Laws of; this Nation ; or elfe he 
would not argue, that this is ^V^pfh Bill, whcait. is the 
only thing that can fave this King arid Kingdom, a|^d the 
Proteftant Religion; whicli 1 hope will never come to 
ijiac Extremity, as to need any thing that is Pofijh to fave 
it. For my Part, I am fo far from thinking that this Bill is 
fo unanfwerable, . as hath been argued, that 1 think thi<; 
Houfe of Commons will get as much Credit by pafling of 
this Bill, as that in 1 66o did, by paiUng that which brought 
Home the King* ^or as the one refiored him ; fo the other 
may freferve Wiw^and nothing lefs. And therefore, I think. 
Sir, you.pught not to delay j:he giving it a fecond Reading, 
but appoint a fpeedy Day for it. . 
Mr. Spealfer, 

Mr. John tinnden. Sir, I do not underftand how it can 
be conftrued, becaule we go about to difinherit ihe Duke, 
that therefore* it muft be for his Religion. For my part, 
I dp approve of the Bill ; but it is becaufe thePpinions 
and Priociples of the Papiflj tend to the Alteration of the 
Government and Religion of this Nation ; and the intro- 
ducing^ inftcad thereof, of Superftition and Idolatry, and .a 
Foreign Arbitrary Power : If it were not for thati I am 
apt to think, the Duke's being a Papift would not be 
thought a fufficient Caufe for this Houfe to fpcnd Time 
about this Bill. And I cannot fee the Danger of reduc- 
ing th^ Government to be Ele'dive by i^-^ iot \MVv^^o>aJA 
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we prefiime that any thing but the like Caufe, (houldl 
have the like EflfeA > Though the Succejpon of the Crovm 
hath been. formerly often changed by ABs of Parliaments 
yet hitherto it bnth not made the Crown EleBive ; why 
muft we fear it now ? Neither can I apprehend, that the 
paffing of this Bill is contrary to natural Juftice ; becaufe 
we have not heard what the Duke hath to fay for himfelf« 
The PrefiUents that might be offer*d to make out, that 
the Parliaments haVe, when they thou^t good, condemn- 
ed Perfons by Bill, are numerous, and without any hear- 
injg too. But if there were none, to doubt the Power 
ofthe Legillative Authority of the Nation in that, or a- 
ny other Cafe, is to fpppoic fuch a Weaknefs in our Co- 
vernmeot, fo inconfiftent with the Prudence of our An- 
ceftors, and common Reafon, as cannot well be imagined. 
And I do not think we are going about to do any fucb 
ftran^e thing neither, but what would be done in other 
Countries upon the like Occafion ; but do believe, that if 
iht Daufhin of France^ or Infant of Spain^ were Prote- 
ftants,*and had^ for nearic Years together, endeavoured 
the fetting up of another. Intereft and Religion, contrary 
to the Intereft of thofe Kings^ and the Catholick Reli^ 
gion ; efpecially if fuch Endeavours had been accompa- 
nied with fuch Succefs as here, and thofe Nations had 
been fo often, by fuch Means, reduced fo near to 
Ruine, as we have been, by Divilions, Tolerations, Burn- 
ings, Plots, and Sham-plots at Home, and by Wars and 
Foreign Alliances, over-ruled in their Favour Abroad'; 
but that they would have been more impatient than we 
have been for this Remedy, And for my own part, I 
cannot but admire more at the long Delay there hath been 
in feeking out a Remedy againft this great Evil, fhan at our, 
offering *at this Bill. For, notwithftandmg what hatR 
been (iid, I cannot think our Danger fo remote or uncer- 
tain, as foftie would fuppofe it. Can the ^ing be fafe^ 
as iong as the Papifts l(novp that there is nothing but his Life 
ft and s in their iVay^ of having a KJ^g ^o their Mind? 
which is the only thing they want, to go on with their Defigns, 
oHdtoaccompli/hthetrExpe&ations, Will it then be an 
eafy thing to withftand fuch an iiirag'd, barbarous People t 
The more falfe and unreafonable their Religion is, the 
more Cruelty will be lieceflary to eftablilh it. Can it be 
imagined vit (hall not pay' feverely, for having flied fo 
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much Blood of their Mtrtyrs, zs they call them, and for 
luring enjoyM their holy Churcb^Land (6 long? or chat they 
will not do all that they (hail think neceflary, to fecure an 
entire and quiet Pofleffion to themfelves ? For my own 
pare, I cannot imagine that the Pride of thofe Charcb-men 
will be fatisfied with any thing le(s, than an utter Ruine 
and Extirpation of vl$ and our Pofterities. And / think 
that nothing can lave us but this Ex^lufion-Bill ; and 
therefore I humbly move you to appo'mt a fpeedy Day for 
a fecond Reading.

3ir Hithard Temple made feveral Objections againft the 
Tenour of the Bill, as not anfwering the Intention of the 
Houfe; (hewing how (if not altered) it would occafion 
an Interregnum^ and that the Claufe for limiting the Ex- 
clu(ion to the Per Ion of the Duke only, was not well 
drawn. 

Mr. Speaker^ 

Sir L. Jenkins. In my humble Opinion, the Body and 
whole Tenour of this Bill carrieth ^ith it a great Refle- 
ction on the whole Englifh Nation. For to mppofe that 
one Perfon is able to turn us about to Popery y is to fup- 
pofe that we are either very imprudent, or irrciolut or 
that we have no j^reat Love, but are rather very indifFe- 
rent in our Religion. And if we may thus diiinboric 
the prefumptive Heir, not only the Royal Family, but 
the whole Nation, will be fubjed, by fuch a Prefident, to 
many Inconveniencies. For by the fame Reafons the like 31 
may be done hereafter upon any other Pretence. For, Sir, 
though we know that tnis Houfe is comp&fed of Perfons 
that have a. great Veneration for the Hoyal Family ; yet 
we know not v^hat may happen hereafter : But if fome 
fuch Bill as this muft pafs; / humbly conceive ih^te v& ^ 
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great Neceflity of naming a Succejfer] and not leave that 
in Difpute, left 4in Interregnum^ or Civil War, happen 
thereupon. ' 

Mr. Speaker^ 
Henry Booth,E{q; Sir^ Becaufe fam of Opinion, that no- 
thing can, at this Time, be (o prejudicial to thcProteftanc 
Jntereft, as to be -at a ftand, or go backward with this 
Bill ; therefore I ftiQuld bcf forry to fee that \ye (hould en- 
ter upon aiiy Debate, of clogging it with any thing that 
may occafion any Dehy, There may be more Difficulty 
in agreeing about the Provifo's and Declarations that will 
be neceflary in naming a SucceiTor, than to agree about 
the Bill it felf. And we cannot make the Law plainer than 
_j^ is in that Cafe. We intend by this Bill nothing but an £x- 
clufion of James Duke of Torf(^y as the only Expedient 
that can help us in the Exigency the Nation lies under ;* 
and it being intended only as an Expedient in reference to 
him only; and that the Bill (hall have Bothing in it that 
can relate to, or 'prejudice- the next of Kin; I do not. fee 
how there arifeth from that any Difficulty more than there 
•was before, as^o the Succeflion. And therefore, Sir^ let 
us net confound the Bill with needlcfs Additions. I con- 
fefs, 5/r, I am one of thoCe .that am .in Pain until this Bill 
be paft. For the King bath his Breach in^ his Noftrils, as 
well as other Men ; and although we have all much Rea- 
fon to pray for his long Life, fo to fear it too : And no- 
thing can tend fo much to the fecuring of his Life, as thc^ 
Eaffing of this Bill; nor ours after his. For how (hall we 
e able to defend our felves againft Popery without it ?

Mr. John Bajfet. Sir, This Petition branches it fclf, 
Tirfi, Againft the Bill that' is here afoor, for wearing of 
Woollen; Secondly, Againft the Importation of Foreign 
Silks from France : And Thirdly, Againft the Eafi-lndia 
Company. As to the two Firfi Particulars, I Ihall defire 
Leave to fpeak my Mind, when the Bufinefs comes to be 
debated in the Committee to which you may think good 
to refer it. But as to the r^xVd Branchy againft the Eafi^ 

fndia 
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India Company, I defire to be heard a litcle at this Time; 
for. 5fr, it will be in vain for you to Ipend your Time ia 
epaeavouring to raife the Price of Wool, or to advantage 
the Trade 9f the Nation any Way, unle& you do, m the 
firft Place, make fome Regulation for the Eaft^IndU 
Trade, For not only the Silkr^eaversy but moft of the 
other Trades of this Nation, are prejudiced by the Con- 
ftunption of Goods manufa<^ured in the Eaft-buUa, and 
brought hither: For a great many of them are not only 
Ipenc here, inftead of our own ManufaAuries, but abroad 
in other Parts, to which Hve fend them. They do us ^a 
lane Prejudice, which muft, in the End, be the DeflU^ 
dion of our Manufacftury Trade, both at Home and A« 
broad, if not looked after ; and the more likely, becanfe 
the People in the India are fuch Slaves, as to work for lefs 
tfaana'Penya Day; whereas ours here will not woik 
wider a Shilling ; and they have all Materials alfo very 
(tafonable, and are thereby enabled to make their Goods 
fo cheap, as it ^ill be itnpoflSble for our People here to 
contend with them. And therefore, becaufe the laid 
Tradt hath abundantly encreafed of late Years, that we 
may not enrich the Indians^ and impoveri(h our own 
People, I humbly move you, that this Petition may be 
itferfed to fome Committee that may take panicular Care 
of it. 

Mr. Sfedker, 
Mr. John Parki^urji. Sir, The Navigation to the £417?- 
India bebg, by the Induftry and long Experience of our 
Seamen, rendred as fafe and fecure as to any Country 
adjacent ; and th^ Trade increafed to a great Proportion, 
by fuch a dangerous Way as the Exportation of our Bui* 
lion, aiid Importation of abundance of Manufa&ured 
Goods, and fuperfluous Commodities ^ and carried on by 
a few Men incorporated, who have made it their Bufinefs, 
by ^ Ways imaginable, to fecure the Advantages thereof 
to themfelves, and their Pofterities, i\ot permitting the 
People In general to come in for any Share ; I humbly 
conceive it may not be unfeafonable to give you a flidr^ 
Scheme of that Trade ; and to make fome Remarks, a$ 
well on the Tr^de, as the prefent Management thereof | 
it being fettled in a Company, by Virtue of a Charter^ 
trahted 1657, and confirmed by his Majefty, foon after 
JisReftaijration. . 
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Sir, Ic is well knpwn what Advantage redounds to thii 
Nation, by the Confumption of our Manufadiures. Abroad 
and at Home ; and how 6ur Fore^fathers have always diC- 
couraced fuch Trades as tended to the Hmdraipe thereof,. 
By me beft Computation that can be made, we n»w 
fpend in this Kingdom per Annum to the Value of x or 
306000/. Worth of Goods manufacStured in the Eafl- 
India : What Parr thereof are fpent inftead of our Stuff, 
Serges, Cheyneys, and other Goods, I leave to every Man*s: 
Judgment, that hath obferved how" their FcrfiAn Sllks^ 
Bengalis, printed and painted CalUcpes, and other Sorts, 
'^^M^ufed for Beds, Hanging of Rooms, and Veftmepts of 
an forts* And thefe Goods from cbeJn^iV, do not only! 
Kinder the Expence of our Wogllen Goods, by ferving in- 
ftead of them here ; but alfo by hindring the Confom-r. 
Stion of them In other Parts too^ to. which we^» export ' 
lem 9 and by obftruAing the Expence . of Linen and^ 
Silks, which we formerly purchafed from our Neighbour- 
Nations, in Return of ourManufafiures. For wben.th4c" 
mutual Conveniency of taking of their .Goods in return, 
of ours failed, it is found by Eipcrience, that our Trad^- 
in our Manufadures is failed alfo: And, Sir, this is not, 
only at prefent % great, but a grovving Hindranoe to the; 
Expence of our wQoUen Goods ; for, ^s it bath bcea ob^, 
ferved to you, being i\xt Indians do work for lefs than j^ 
Peny a Day, and are not without Materials at cheapo 
Rates, we may jrathcr tremble tOkthiok» than eafily caiiji- 
latc, what thisTrade may in Timcf amount to ; and m'ay con?r 
dude. That it inuft certainly end in eipploying and enrich-^ 
Jug the People in, the India, and impovcri{hing of our o>/v.nl"' 
' But, Sir, this is hot all : Thi$. Trade is carried on 5y 
^e Exportation of 5 or 6^00000 /. ' per Annum in Bullion^ 
which is fo ufeful a Commodity, 51s oiight not to be tx^\ 
ported in fo great a Quantity, efpecrally feeing the Ex- 
ponation thereof; for this Trade Kach increaied ip (bnie 
Years from 206000 t. ' per Annuin^^ to ^00000 /. fer An*\ 
ftum: For it* mav in'crcafe to' Millions, to the Difcou-.- 
ragement of the Exportation of the Produces of our 
Country ; upon which the Mainteharice of our Poor, and 
Rent of Land, depends. Whereas by the Exportation of 
fo much Bullion, no' immediate Advantage redounds to 
the Nation; and th6ugh it is nifually affirm'd, Th^t thq 
, Trade brings back to the Nation as much Money as it

exports, yet upon an Inquiry ic will be found a Miftake2 
And I think every Nation, but efpecially this, (which is 
fo well ftored with other Commoaicies for Trade) ought 
to be very jealous of a Trade carried on by the Expor- 
tation of their Gold andSiver, and to be very careful how 
to allow it, it being dangerous to niake that, which is the 
Standaid of Trade, Merchandife it felf. 

And as theie Objedions arife againft the Trade it felf, 
fo there are others againft the prefent Management, of 
which the People do complain as a great Grievance ; and 
I humbly conceive, not without good Caufe. For the 
equal diftribution of Liberties and Privileges among the 
People, which is one of the Excellencies of the Govern- 
' mcor, is by this Company highly infringed, a very few of 
the People being permitted to have any (hare in this Trade, 
duragh it be now increaied to near one quarter part of 
the Trade of the Nation ; the Company finding ic more 
for their particular Advantage to take up from 6 to 700000/. 
00 a common Seal, to carry on their Trade, than to en- 
large their Stock 5 thereby reaping to themfelves not only 
the Gains which they make on their own Money, but of 
the Treafure of the Nation ; allowing to them that lend. 
Four or Five fet cent, and dividing amongft themfelves 
what they pleafe, which now, within thele laik 12 ot 15 
Months, hath been 90 per cent. And upon an exat^ In- 
quiry it will be found, that this Stock is fo ingrofled, that 
about Ten or Twelve Men have the abfolure Manage- 
ment, and that about Forty divide the major Pare of the 
Gains, which this laft Year hath been to feme one Man 
10, to 6thers loooo/. apiece. So that here i!^ the cer- 
tain Efled); of a Monopoly, to enrich fbmc few, and im« 
poveriih many. 

It's true, there is fuch a thing as buying and felling of 
Come fmall Shares in the Stccks fcmetimes, if any Man 

I will give 300 /. in Money for 100 /. Stock ; but this a- 
mounis to no more than the exchanging the Interefl: of 
yflAn Dqc for Thomas i^ow^, and can be no ways ferviceable 
to bring in more Stock or People into the Trade, and 
therefore not to fatisfy the Complaint of the Nation. 

Sir, That you may the better apprehend how unreafo- 

nablc it is that this great Trade (hould be thus con- 

fin'd to the Advantage offo few Perfons, exciufive to all 

' others, under the Penalty of Muldts, Fines, Seilures^ and 



other extraordinary Proreedings. I befeech you. Sir, to 
caft your Thoughts on this great Body here by you, and 
the reft of the Corporations of this Nation, who moft live 
by Trade* and confider how many Thouiands, if not 
Millions, there are, whofe Lot Providence hath caft oM 
Trade for their Livdihoods ; and then, I am apt to be-* 
lieve, it will appear very ftrange that fo great a Trade 
flionld be fo limiited/ If Three fuch Charters more (houid 
be granted, what Ihould the major Part of the People do 
for Maintenance ? Sir, The Birth-right of every Englif^ 
man is always tenderly confidered in this Place :«By this 
Company the Birth-right of many Thoufands is prejudiced, 
and may well deferve a ferious Confideration ; and there- 
fore, and becaufe this Company, by having the Command 
, 6f the Treafure of the Nation, cannot be controlled by 
any lefs Power than that of a Houfe of Commons, this 
Bufinefs comes, as I humbly conceive^ naturally befine 
you. 

Bur, Sir, there is one thing more in the Management of 
this Trade worthy your Confideration : The great Dan^ 
ger which may refdr, as well to Private Perfons as to the 
Publick, by taking up fuch an immenfe Treafure on a 
common Seal. Sir, we all know what happened fome 
Years fince by the Bankers takine up fuch great Sums on 
their private Seals, how it proved a Temptation for xh,t 
committing of a great Violation on the SubjeAs Property^ 
which in all probability preceeding Parliaments would 
have prevented, if they had forefeen ; though I hope there 
is no Danger that the like will ever be done again ; yer^ 
Sir, you nlay do well to fecure it, either by making fonle 
Vote, ifnotaLaw, to prevent it. And I am the more 
forward to move you herein ; becaufe I have heard, fince 
I had the Honour to (it within thele Walls, that in the 
late Long Parliament there were Members who, by Voting 
for Money, got Shares to tbemfelves. I have a good Opi- 
nion of chefe Gentlemen that at prefent have the Manage* 
m^nt of the Trade, but if a few fuch Perfons as I have 
mentioned (hould fucceed them, with the fame Privilege 
that thefe have, of taking up what Money they pleafe oh 
a common Seal, to what Danger might the Treafure of 
this Nation be reduced, and how might it not be difpofed 
of, by Dividends, Loans, or other ways ?

the ocner Reafons alledged, I hope you wffi cake this A& 
fair incb your fpeedy Confideraoon, chat fo (bme Reme* 
dies may be applied hereto* 

Mr. Spe4kfrt 

Mr. Hilliam Lov^. Sir, by the account which hath 
been given yon of the BafiJndia Trade, I doubc not but 
you are fenfible, how t)ut will in time ruin a great part of 
the Trade of our Manufafftures^ if not prevented. The 
tdfi'lndid Company have been very Induftrious to promote 
their own Trade, but therein have given a great blow to 
the Trade of the Nation. The Indiam knew little of dy-* 
ing Goods, or ordering them, fo as to be fit for our Euro' 
fun-Markpts, until the Company lent from hence Englijhm 
mm to reach them, which I am afraid this Nation will 
liave Caufe to repent hereafter. For the cheapnefs of 
Wages and Materials in the Indiei^ muft enable the In^ 
turns to afford their manufa(^red Goods cheaper than any 
we can make here ; and therefore it is probable the Trade 
will increafe prodigioufly ; which may be z good Motive 
for you to take into your Confideration that part of it, in 
whkn the confumption of our Mannfadures is concern'd. 
They have already fpoil*d the Ifalian and Flanders Trade, 
with their SilkSf and Callicoes ; now they will endeavour 
to fpoil the Turl^s Trade, by bringing abundance of raw 
Silk from the Indies. So that ere long we /hall have no need 
•f having Silkjrom Turkey ; and if not, I am Jure wejhall 
mt ie aUe to fend any Cloths or other Goods there. And it 
; cannot be expeded, that the Indians (hould grow weary df 
exchanging their manufa<^red Goods for our Gold and 
Khrer, nor the Company of the great Gains they make 
by their Trade ; and therefore unlefs prevented by your 
Care, the Trade will go on to your Prejudice ; the Com- 
pany having been Induftrious to fecure themfelves againft 
all other Attempts, by New-years-gifts, imploying of fome 
Mens Money at Intereft, and getting others into the Com- 
pany, and then chufing them of the Committee, though 
they underftand no more of the Trade, than I do of Phy- 
fick ; alfo naming of Ships by great Mens Names is made 
nfe of for the faid purpole, and Oaths which they impofe 
on all Petfons they imploy in any Buiinefs of Importance^ 
fo that there is no ordinary way left to reach them. There- 

. fote^ 
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fore, Sir, I hoDc you will refer the Bufinefs to (bme Com- 
mittee that may make you a fpeedy Report. 

Refolved, That the /aid Petition be rrferred to thi grand

MT:John HtwpJefi, Sir, I cannot but obfervc, that 
His Majefty in His Speech mad« to us at the opening of 
this Seffioo, recommended to us the Examination of the 
Plot, and thc*making Laws for the Security of the Protc* 
ftant Rcligipn, which is not yet above Twenty Days ago. 
And tbetefore'it is very ftrange, in my Opinion, tnat wc 
(hould fo foon receive another Meflage to the fame pur- 
pofe , ef^ccially confidering how we have fpent our rime 
ever fined onr Meeting, in that Which we have reafon to 
think tends as much to the preventing of topery, as any 
thing wc could invent.

ff^llUm Hartoord. Sir, I arh well cohteht to uhder- 
ftand that part of the Speech, which recommends to Us a 
fpeedy fexaminaticin of the Plot, 'to proceed from His Ma- 
fifties Goodnefs, on a fuppofition that he is how m6re fen- 
fible than i^ver^ of the .Danger His Perfon and Governinenc 
is in by Papilte. And I hope it is from that, and not 
from any other: reafon, that He hath been pleafed to fend' 
Us this Meilage fo foon after His Speech, notwichftanding 
our Eadeavours as to the Plot and Popery^ But, Sif^ 
what I am moft concerned at, is the latter part of the 
Speech, that about the Succeiiion^ for it looks like the 
Difficulty that was put upon the t/raeliui, of making Bricks 
^tbou$ S0Pd», For feeing ail the Dijcoveries about the Plot 
makfi it charh outy that It at Centers in the Dukf «/ York, 
and tbdt ail their Hopes is derhtd from a Popijh Succejfor, 
and e^efeHiation of a Pofifls KJngy hoiP can we Jo any thing 
that ean^ be EffeEludl in purfuance of the firfi part of that 
Propq/kion, mthout contradiSing tbi latter^ it being impoj^ 
'jMetoficure the Pretejiant J^igiou under fuch Limitations f 
Howevtr; Sir, I hope that none of chefe things will put 
the \Aotk but of that l*etvfper and Moderation which be- 
comes this Place ; for4 hope that at laft His Majefty will 
cither Convince us, or b^ advifed by us, that fo we may 
come to a fair underftandin^, and this Seifion have a hap- 
py Conclufion. Let uS be careful not to give our Ene- 
fiaies any juft Advantage to liiifreprelcnt Us : And then I 
hope all vvill do well at laft^ maugre all the Endeavours 
of odr Back-friends. That we do Vote thait we will pro- 
teed to Tryal of foiiie of the Lords, and appoint a Com- 
liiittee to draw up an Addrefs in Ahfwer to this Meffage, 
upon th^ Debate of the Houfc, is, I COticcive, what is 
necetfary at this tinie: 
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Silas Titus. Sir^ His Majefties Meflage is a tack Re- 
prebenfion of this Houfe, tor not having done their Duty 
as to the Plot and Pof ery. And as well by this Meflage, 
as by His Speech at the opening of the Seffion, He doth now 
feem much concerned^ that the Examination of the Plot, 
and the fecuring of the Nation againft the danger pf Po- 
f>ery, hath been fo long deferr'd ; for my part, I think He 
bath a great deal of reafon for what He (aith, and I am 
glad to hear it. For I hope He is now truly fenfible what 
ftrange Advice He followed in diflblving the laft Parlia- 
menc^, and fo often proroguing this; and tnat He will now 

Srmit the Parliament to Sit, until they have done their 
ucy in that partictilar. fiut. Sir, though His Majefty 
may now be very fenfible of the Mifcarriages there have 
.been in the management of this Bufinefs already, yet I 
think we may not do amifs (feeing His Majeity hath given 
U5 this occafion) to particularia^ to Him, how the Exa- 
mination of the Plot, and the fecuring us againft Popery, 
harh been prevented. Sir, Was not the late Long Par- 
liament, after the Plot broke out, in a fiir way to have 
tryed the Lords, and to have examined the Plot to the 
bottom ? And did not the Diflblutbn of them fruftrate all 
their Proceedings ? Did not the next Parliament fall upon 
the fame Subjeift, and were they not advanced very &r 
towards it? And did not the Prorogation and Diflblution 
come, and make all Void ? Hath this Parliament, though 
called to meet the 17th of O^^er was Twelve Months, 
ever (ate till now? And have they not ever fince their meet- 
ing impIoy*d moft of their time about the Plot and Popery I 
And can their lie any juft Complaints againft us ? The 
Truth is, Sir, it is plain to me, thac if this Meflage pro- 
ceeds from His Majd^^s own Judgment, as I hope it doth ; 
(for how can it be prefum'd that His Majefty Ihould not 
fee how we proceed againft the Plot and Popery as well 
as every body elfe) or if it proceed from fuch Counfel, as 
do really intend we (hould do fomething againft Popery, 
then we may be permitted to (it until We have done fome« 
thing for the Security of our Religion, and Good of our 
Country ; but on the other fide, if this Meflage do pro- 
ceed from the fame Counfel that adviled the Diflblutions 
of the laft Parliaments, and many Prorogations of this, 
then live may uke it as a cleat Discovery that there are 

Perfons 
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PerioiB at Work to reprefent us III to {he King, and to find 
feme Pretence fer our Diflblucion, ts may pafs with the 
People ; and fucb I take to be Enemies both to the King 
and Kingdom, and therefore hope you will take a time to 
find them out, and proceed againft them as they deferve. 
In the mean dme, I fecond the Motion that hath been 
made, for a Committee to draw up an Anfwer to this 
Addrefs, md for malting a Vote in order to Tvy my Lord 
Stdfford. 

Mr. Speaker^ 

Sir Francis fPtnmngton. Sir, Though I know that we 
are under an Obligation from Duty to make a good Con* 
ftm&ion of all His Majefties Speeches and MeiTagcs to 
dib Houfe, yet becaufe they generally do proceed from 
fome Advice and Coijinfel taken on fuch Occafions, there- 
fore I think we may without' Ofifence, when any thing is 
irrecondieable in them, attribute it to the Minifters ; tho' 
all that which is good, and agreeable to that Wiluom and 
Prudence which is inherent in His Majefty, ought to be 
attributed to Himfelf 9 and, as the Cafe ftands with us, I 
thmk only from Him can it proceed. What is faid in this 
Mfllage, that neither His Majefty nor the People can be 
fatisfied, unlefs we expedite fucb Matters as relate to the 
Plot,^ I believe it proceeds from His Majefties own Genius^ 
it being fo agreeable to that Love which He hath, always 
profefs'd for the Proteftant Religion; but that tacit Im- 
putation,* that we have negleded the Examination of the 
Plot, and Proceedings againft Popery, appears to nve like 
a kind of Infatuation in thoie Minifters that advifed it. 
For, Sir, is there any thipg more obvious, than that this 
Parliament have fpent moft of their time in Matters re- 
ladng to the Plot and Popery, and to make fuch Laws as 
niay prevent the coming in of Popery upon us ? And 
did not both the laft Parliaments do the fame, from thje 
time the Plot broke out? And if I may take Ae liberty 
to Prophefie, I am apt to think, that the nexr, and the 
nexr, will proceed in the fame Steps, until fuch Laws be 
made as are precifcly neceiTary for the hindering of Popery 
from coming in upon us : And I pray God it may not be 
a Caufe why we (hall have no Parliaments to Sit and hSt 
for a while. But, Sir, as this is plain, fo to our Qrief it 
i^, that there are thofe about the King, in great Power, 
ihat are againft the Examination of the Plot to the bottom,

^r majcing Laws ag^nft Popery. Hath not this appeared 
by the great Endeavours that have been iifcd to ttme the 
Plot ; the menacing and difcouraging of the true^WitneC- 
fes, and fctting up and encouraging of falfc ones ? I mean^ 
by the great Power that accompanied thofe. Endeavours ; 
but above all, by the great Authority and Intereft which 
that Party have (hewed in the Diflfolution of the laft Two 
parliaments, (though as to the firft I heartily forgive them) 
and the many Prorogations of this. And muft they now^ 
nfter they haveftcpp'd orfm^therd aU Proceedings that ten4ed 
Ih deflroy Popery for above Two Tears, findfdHlt i^hat we have 
not brought all to PerfeBion in Two ff^eel^t t Sir, This looks 
like fuch a profound piece of Policy, as that of killing 
Juftice Ge^/^rtf;. But lam not forry that their Politicks 
jrun io low. Such a pretence as this can only pafs with 
iPerfons that have a qiind to be deceived. I wiil never 
doubt the Prudence of the major Part of the Nation in this 
Particular, who know that the ^lonnprofecution of thf 
Plot is the great Grievance which the Nation Groans un*- 
der ; and the making of f^ch Laws as may fecure us a- 
gaintt Popery, the greateft reafon they have fo longed for 
a Parliament, and adventured fo much, as fome did, in pe- 
titioning for one. And, Sir, I think, that accordingly this 
Houfe have not hcea wanting to do their Duty therein ; 
Und therefore do believe, that fuch Reprefentations to His 
Mijefty are made by fuch as aim at the dettrudion of 
Parliaments, and bringing in of Pcpery. But the better 
to prevent their taking any fiich Advantage for the future, 
I could wifli that we may not ipend more Mornings about 
jr/yfc' Cattle, nor Eafl-India Trade, until the Bufinefs of 
the Plot and Popery be more off our Haiids. But in order 
TO fatisfy His Majefty of out Obedience to His Commands,^

Sir^ This great Bufioe(s cannot be too 
well conGdered, before you come to a final Refolution 
therein. I will not now offer you any prpdencial Argument 
againft this Bill ; b^caufe I did offer ieveral at the laft 
Reading. But, 5fV,,I would defire you to confider, that 
l^s Prince is Brother to our prefent King, and Spq to oar

<)emnation. Sjir, I know it is ufual for this Houfe to pniu 
cced in Affairs o(Iefs Importance, wi^ all tl^e CalmneCk 

' JuftlceJ 
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JafticeyaAd Prudence, that can be imagined ;.and therefom 
I hope you will be careful bow you deviace from xhoSc 
MealnieSy in a Bofinefs of this Nature • I would once laore 
temember you, that there are Laws already for the Punifli- 
ment of the Crimes he is accuied of; and therefore hum* 
Uy conceive, you ought not to chaftiie him, by making a 
new Law; eipecially with that Severity, which is, by this 
KB, now intended, before any Hearing. 

Sirp For my part, I have uken the Oaih of Allegiance, 
and thtnk.my felf therein bound to him, as Heir, until it 
rieafe God that his Majefty have Chiklren, I know of no 
rower on Earth, that can difpence with my Oath; and 
therefore I cnniiot (fo much as by being filent) give my 
Coofent to this Bill, left I therein wrong my Confcience ; 
teeing I have the Honour to be a Member of this Houfe« 

I do not doubt but moft here Imve a great Efteem for 
the Church of Englatut^ as Members thereof: I could wilh 
they would confider what a great Blow this Bill will give 
to our Religion, and to our Church. - To difinherit a Prince

. Larance Hide. Sir, Although k bvh been (did.fthat 

no good Proteftant can fpeak againft this Bill ; yet. Sir, I 

cannot forbear to offer fome Q|HeJ9:ions againik it. I do 

not know thatany of the Kinc^sMtirderers Were condemn- 

ed without being heard ; and muft we deal thus with the 

Brother of .^our King ? It is fuch'a fevere Way of Proceed* 

ing, that I. think we cannot anfwtr it to the World ; and 

therefore it would confift much better with the Juftice of 

the Houfe, to Impeach hfliri, and Try bim^ in a Fohaial 

Way; and then cut off hisHeadV'iftiu^deferve it.

S» TVIMUm Jimes. ' Sir, I am very unfit to fpeak in this 
Ha^e, being a Member bat of Yefterday ; but I will ra< 
ther adventure to dra^r a Cenfure on my felf, than be 
watmtifg^to fervc my Countiy (feeing they have called me 
hither) in a BufineU of fo great Importance, I think, as 
grtara!5"ever was debated in an Honfe of Commons. I 
cantnily affirm, that I'h^ a great Refpe(^-fer the Ehike 
or Tori^; and therefore^ as well as for the Prefervation of 
the PrtKeftant Religioii, I am for phis Bill. For t uke ic 
for granted, Iha irismfoffiHe^hat a P^fift /hould come 
Ho tbeJPoffeJJion dHd'^'&t Bmjoyment ef this Cr§wn^ withtmi 
wadif^ tl^ugh M Sea''^ Blood, and oecajhmng fucb d iVdr 
il mdjffor ottghp lA^i^, JhiU^ the Mmarchieat Government 
tf this Nation, ana theretj' not only endanger' himfelf, hut 
Ids Children too. For no Man can foreiee what may be. 
Ae End of fuch a War, nor what Miferies it may bring on 
the Nation: But, in all Probability, it may prove the 
deepeft Tragedy that ever was acfted on this great Theatre* 
For 'K- cannot be imagined, that the great Body <f Prote-* 
jiants which are in this Nation^ will tamefy fabmit to ehi 
Popifh Toak.^ which they mil in Time fee muft he tbeConfe* 
fueneJref fuhmitting to a Popifls KJng, without fome ftrug^ 
fling^. And Wars^ begun upon the Score of Religion, are 
generally attended with more fatal and bloody Confequences 
dian other Wars ; and this . may exceed all others that e- 
Tcr yet were mad^. And I fee no Way to prevent ic, but by 
pafiSng this Bill, which, To long as it excludes only him, 
and fccures the Crown to his Children, is, I think, (as the 
Cafe ftands) the greateft Kindnefs we can do him. 

Sir, I do mnth admire to hear fome Honourable and 
Learned Members fay, That this Bill is againtt Natural 
Juftice, becaufe it condemns a Man before he is heard ; 
abd that it is too fevere a Condemnation ^ that it is ^%^vcv^ 
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the Oath of AU^iaocCy and Principles of pur Rdigipn ] 
that it iivill be a Scandal^co 6ar Chilrch, to exclade a Man 
of his Right, for his Opinion inReligiond chat ic is a 
IjLy^ that wiU bt void in it (elf^ and thaPthere are a Loyal 
Party which will never obey it; that it will make the 
Grown Ekc^ve, and occafion a Civil War ; and that the 
Prm/i, as to the Duke*s Children, is riot ftrong enbogb, 
becaufe the Word prefumpiive Heir is left out. 

Sir, The firft Objetftion, I think, is a great 'Miftakei 
for this Bill is not intended as a CanJemnaiion to the Du^ 
h\itaSeetirity to our f elves ; and is fo far from being agaiitft 
Natural Juftice» that the pacing of it is agreeMe to thi 
vety Foundation^ not only of natural Juflice^ but natural He^ 
ligutn too ; the Safety of the Kjng and KJngdom defending 
tbereoui which, according to the H^es of Juftice and ^ligion. 
We are bound to ufe our Endeavours so freferve^ before any one 
Mans Inter ^^ That about thtOath of Allegiance, I do a 
little admire at; for it is the firft Tinne J ever heard that 
Oath pleaded in Favour of Pofery.- I have oftentimes had 
Occafion to fcan the Meaning of chat Oath, but never 
found it extended to the Succeflbr during the King's Life ; 
and therefore no need of any Difpeniation in that Point., 
And I cannot underftand, how it can be any Scandal as to 
our Church or Religion^ if by Church be meant mr Prote^ 
ftant Church. Can our Church, or Churchmen, be fcan-^ 
dalized^ becaufe we endeavour to fecure our felves againft 
Popery, by all lawful Means? I rathej? thinly the very 
Suppolition an high . Reflexion op our Church-men, as 
renaring them willing to let in Popery, ^hjch I ^m con- 
fident they are not. As to what is faid. That the Law 
will be void in it felf ; and that there will be a Loyal 
Party that will never obey it; and that it will occafion a 
Civil War. I muft confels, thefe are ftrange Arguments 
to me I'For, to doubt that the Legijlative Fewer of the Na- 
tion^ KJ^S* l^ds^ and Commons^ cannot mak? Laws that 
fhai bind any, or at the Subjeas of this Nation^ is iofufpofe 
there is fuch a PVeaknefs in the Government, asmujl infallibly 
occafion its ^uine. And therefore I am of Opinion, that 
what Laws you make iYi this Ca(e, will carry as much 
Right and Strength with them, not only novv, but after 
the King's Death, as any Law whatfoever* And how 
then can there be a loyaL Party that will not acquiefce 
therein, unle(s the Word Loyal have fome oihe^ Significa- 
tion 
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tkM) tbin 1 know of .^ I take it to be a Diftindlion that can 
only be given to fuch as obey Laws | and, I think, we 
' need not doubt, but if once this Law were pafs'd, fhere 
tpould be Proteftants enough, ^whofe Interefi u will he to de* 
ftnd it, that would ccmfel an Obedience to it. And w^ 
have much more Rea(on t» .fear a Civil War without it, 
than with it ; For if we can get this Bill, we may be thereby 
fo united, and enabled to defend our felves, as that the Po* 
pifli Party fnay never have the Confidence to attempt us ; but 
without it we fhall not be in any Capacity to defend our 
felves s which, above all Things, may encourage a Civil War. 
As to the Prwifo, for (ecuring the Right to the Duke's Chil* 
icchp \i it be. not ftrong enough, I am ready to give my Vote 
it flioold be Wronger; but< I take it to be as full and comprcr 
henfive as can be made ; at leaft, I uke the leaving out the 
Words, frefumftive Heir to the Crtmi, to b^ no Objedion 
^ainft it ; for there is no fuch Word in our Law-Books, 
nor no fuch Term in 7i;f4ting of the Succeffion; and 
therefore I hope you willi>e careful how you make a Pre^ 
fident in that Cafe. 
And, Sir, as I do not find- there is any Weight in the 
^ Arguments that have been made againft this Bill ; fo I 
think, that if the Prefervation of our King, our Govern* 
ment, our Lives, and our Religion, be Things of Mo« 
tnen^ that the^t is much to be faid for ir. For although 
tbe Malignity of Men, cannot deface His Majefty's 
Goodnefs; yet by affifting the Popifh Fadion, they have 
Spoilt the beautiful Face ef the beft Government in the 
World ; by breaking that good Correfpondence that there 
ought to be between the King and his People ; by divid- 
ing us in Points of Religion ; and by being the Caufe of 
joft Tealoufies and Fears. By which His Majefty is re- 
duced CO Rrc?t DiiScuIties and Trouble, in the Admini. 
toitipn of His Regal Authority ; and the Credit, Peace, 
and Trancjuillity of the Nation almoft irrevocably loft. 
As to all which, the Art of Man cannot find out apy Re- 
medy, as long as there is a Popifti SucceiTor, and the Fears 
of a Popifti King; and thercrore I humbly move you this 
Bill may pafs. 
Mr. Speaker^ 
Sir Francis pyinnington. Sir, The Arguments that have 
been ufed againft this B.ll, may be very excellent to In B m 
into a fatal Security, hypo [J effing us with Opinions ^ that there 
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is m need of taking fo mtich Care about Popery ; ir that we 
ought not to offofe it ; or that it ml be to^to Purfofoy hecaufe 
we have no Power to hinder it. But I do not fee what 
Weight they have in them, grounded on any other Con- 
fideration, to hinder the paffing of this Bill. Rather, foir 
the fame Reafon, that (uch Arguments as thefe, are here 
offered againft this Bill, aodfuch Endeavours ufed abroad 
to reconcile the People to have a better Opinion of Pofery 
than formerly, I think we ought to be the more zealous for 
this Bill; becaufe nothing can give a greater Encourage- 
ment and Aflifttnce to Poperj^, than the Growth of fuch 
Opinions; nor prevent their Defign, who arc induftrious 
to infufc them, than the pafling. of this Bill. Whoever 
will confider how this Monarchy hath declined in Gran- 
deur, Honouf , and Reputation abroad, by the Deftrudtion 
of our Navy in 1666. and the little Appearance we have 
ever fitice made, of being able to be formidable at Sea ; 
but above all, our Minifters double-dealing in the making 
of Alliances, or performing of them, f in order to keep up 
our Inrereft with France,) How from being Umpire to all 
this Part of the World, according to that Advantage which 
we have by our Scituation, we are become the defpica- 
bleft Nation in Europe. How the Government is weak- 
ned at Home,' not only by Fears and JealouGes, but by 
the Debaucheries and Divifions which have been promoted 
amongft our People ; hoW narrowly we efcaped Ruine 
when the City of London was burnt, as well as when the 
Toleration came oiir, and the Army was at BlackrHeath ; 
as lately by the horrid Plot, if it had not been difcovercd; 
how there is nothing ftands between us and Death, but 
the King's Life ; and how all thefe Dangers, paft and 
prefent, do arife 'from Popery • And how impoflible it is 
It Ihould be otherwife, as long as there is a Popifh Suc- 
cefTor, may juftly admire there (hould be any Arguments 
offered in this Place, to leflen cur Care for preventing the 
Growth and Power of Popery. I cannot tell how thefe Learn-^ 
ed Members undcrjiand Natural Jujiice; but I am of that 
Opinion, That Self-prefervation^ and the Prefervation of our 
Heligion^ and the Life of our Kjttg, by all lawful iVayi^ is vf- 
ry agreeable to Natural Jujiice. And I do admire to hear 
fuch a ConftruAion made of the Oath of Allegiance, that 
it binds all Perfons to the next Heir, as well as to the King. 
For it is a moit dangerous Maxim, and may be of iU Con* 

fejuence^ 
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fefuence] if ever the next Heir of the Crown fhouli make s 
I^etelion^ for he may thereby challenge Allegiance from the 
People, as well at tbi Kjng ; which might be of pernicious 
03n{eqaence. And I do not fee wherein ocir Church or 
Religion can be fcandalized by this Bill, For we do not 
iifinherit this Prince for his Heligicnf but to fave our ewn ; 
tnd to prevent the manifeft Huine of the Nation. And 
therefore I think it is a Kindnels to the Church, above all 
A&s whatfoVer ; bccaufe the only Way to preferve it ; f 
mean, the Proteftant Church. And tho(e Objections that 
have been made againft the Lawfalnefs and Validity of this 
hSt, do not weigh with me; but, not withftandihg what; 
bath been faid, do believe it will be as good in Law, if 
once it be paft, and will be as well obferved too, as any Aft 
whacfoever. The King hath his Right from God, and, as 
Supreme, is accountable to none ; his Perfon (acred, and, by 
our Laws, can do no Wrong. If wefhould give all thefe CL^a- 
lifications. toaSucceflbr,as hath been, in (ome Meafure, in& 
nuated, it jwouldmake aftrange Confofion in the Govern^ 
ment. Life it felf, to which a Man hath as much Right, as any 
Sacceflbr can pretend to have to the Crown, is taken away 
upon fome Forfeitures for the publick good. And as there 
may be a Forfeiture of Life, fo there may be a Forfeiture 
of a Right to the SucceiSon. And to doubt that there is not 
an anlimited, nncontroulable Power refiding fomewhere 
in all Governments, to remedy the Exigencies that may 
happen, h to fnppoft there is fuch a Weaknefs in this, or 
anyjocher Government, as that it muft fall when a power- 
fill Fadion (hall endeavour ir. In this Nation, this Power 
is in the King, Lords, and Commons; and I hope they 
will make ufe of ic to preferve the Government upon this 
Occafion. And I do not doubt, but if the Bill pafs, all will 
obey it heartily, that wi(h well to the Proteftant Religion. 
I am a&aid, fome Minifters of State place their Safety in 
common Ruin; or otherwife, the fettling of this AflFair would 
not have been fo long delayed and oppofed, as it hath beeni 
Hath there not been contrived and praAifed, and is there 
not ftill threatncd, the greateft and certaineft Ruine to this 
Nation, by this Bu(incfsof the Duke, that ever was yet 
projedcd; and muft we be more ftupified th'an our Ancc- 
ftors ? Doth not the kA of the Thiitecnth of Queen £//- 
;{4fo;A,makcitTreafon for any one to fay, That the Parlia- 
ment cannot alter the SucceiSon ? And in Hcnrj iVi^EljrJotV s 
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Timeji was not the Right of Succeffion changed, and ifC^ 
changed by Ad of Parliament ? He then inftanced feveral 
Prefid^ntSy bow the SuccefCon had been fetded and alte-i 
red by Adks of Parliament, finc^ H^Biam the Conqueror's 
TimCf aod concluded w^th a Motion fpr th^ pamng of 
the Bill." ' ^ . . - 

Mr. Spedkfir^ 
Coiotiel tegg, SiVf It is nay Misfbrnine to lie uodei; 
^he Dirreputation of being a Papift; but have now an 
Opportunity of (hewing Dny felt otherwife, in declaring 
that I am againft this Bill ; for I think there is none but 
Papifts that are of Opinion, that a Man may be difinberited 
for his Religion. I have alfo an Oppprtunity to (hew my 
Duty to my Mafter, in declaring, that thoie Reproaches 
which have ben wfk upon fciDp, are, in my Opinion, very 
unjuft j becaufe I believe, he abhors the Thoughts of dor 
ing thofe A(^ions that Have been imputed to him ^ and 
therefore do think it very hard, that becaufe ne may dif- 
fer with us in poinds of Rej^igion, that therelbte his Kepii* 
ration (hould thus be called in Queftion in this Mou([e. 
Sir, I cannot enter into a Difpute with that wprthy Mem- 
ber that fpoke laft,as to the Prefidents be hath mentioned ^ 
becaufe I know he is very learned in the Law ; and the 
Underftanding of fuch things belong more particularly to 
fuch as have had that Education ; but I humbly otkt it ta 
the ConGderation of this Houfe, Whether or no, if our. 
Englifh Hil^ories be true, moft of thofe Prefidents were, 
fiot accompanied with Blood and Mifery? And I am of 
ppinion, that if this difiaherj^ting Bill (houl^d pafs, it will 
not have better Succefs, I canpot doubt, but that this 
Jlonfe is for keeping Yip the Monarchical Government of 
this Nation. We all know, how the Balance haih 
been altered by Menry the Seventh^ leaning the Peersj 
and HemyWit Eighths deftroyipg the Church, and l?y the 
Sale of the C<*own- Lands. I ^ray, S/r, let us have a car^ 
how we give a greater Blow than ^11 this, by making the 
Crown ^iecaive. ' The King loft his Father by one Re- 
bellion, I know this Hpufe would not willingly be the 
Caufq of lofipg hisBrorbetr by another; wliich I am afraid, 
thisBill,if it Ibould pa(s. Will occafion hereafter; efpecially 
if we nanje no SucceflTor ; for which I am then^pre for-. 
r^, becaufe! do not lyaow for, whom to draw my Sword. 
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r Mr* 5/f4i^fr, 

SirH. CspeL Sir, I do obferve, tiid atti glad co fee it, thai 
all tbac have fpoken in this Bufinefs, fro or c^^ feein co agree, 
thac we biigKt to do all we can co preferve the t)re(enc Got 
vemmenc, ind prevent a Civil War ; but we differ about 
the Wa^ : ^Some think, thatr this Bill is the only Way ; 
and others are of a 'contrary Opinion, I cannot tell for what 
good Reafon. For there Deing nothing intended by this 
fiiU, burtbeEzdufion of the Duke only, in order to pre- 
vent the great Danger we lie under, by reafon of his* 
great Influence at t^urt at prefent ; and chofe we fear, if 
^ver a Popijh King ftiould alcend the Throne. There be- 
ing nothing in the Bill th^t tends iny Ways to prejudice 
the next Heir^ it cahnot> in my poor Opihion, weaked, 
much lefs tend to alter the prefent Government, or be any 
Prejudice to the Royal Family, more than in the Exdu- 
ton of this one Perlon intended by the Bill. From whoni 
diere can be no Fear of a Civil War ; unlefs we fliould 
imagikie, that the People of this Nation, when they have ^ 
Law, upon the Obfervatioh ^nd Execution whereof, thei^ 
Lives, Liberies, and Religion depend, ihey Ihould be fo 
great Brutes as not to valiie themfelves thereon ; but rather 
embrace a blind, fuperftitidus Religion, ind fubinit to all 
the Slavery imaginable. We may as well think that, after 
the King'sl>eceare, the People will be willing to fuBmit 
to the Government, and pretended Authority of the Pope 
Uipfelf, though they (hould be never fo well able to de- 
fend themfelves. The worthy Member that fpoke laft^ 
did in a Manner affirm, that ail the Precedents that have 
been mentioned, as to the fettling of the Succeflion of tho 
Crown, by A£t of Parlianient, have been accompaniea 
with Blood. If he would but take the Pains to perufe 
the Hiftbries of England^ I think he ■ would be of 

another Opinibn. fiUt I am fure, ^ none ever equalized thei 
fcon Reign of Queen Mdrj. The Barbarities which were^ 
ezercifed in her Reign, by Fire and Faggot, may be put 
into the Balance with all the Inc6nveniencies,that eve( 
tappened by ahy Exclufion- Ad. Bur, Sir, if it M been 
lb, which I utterly deny^it would not have (ignified much 
^S to our Cafe ; for ih thofe Day;? Matter of. Right was, 
always fo confounded, (I mean, as to'^.thc Underttanding 
of the PeopH!) by the many Arguments that were impos'a. 
ifl Chem by eadi Party, that h^itber point of Right, nor an^ 
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Confideraticn, as to any thing of Intcreft, came fairly be- 
fore thetn. WhetUer A. or B. (hould be King, was their 
only Queftion, without being loaden with any Difficulties ; 
as to which the comnnon and major part of the People in 
thofe Days, might probably be very indificrent. And yet, 
5<>, upon a full Examination k will be found, thacmoft 
of thofe Ads of Parliament, touching the Succeflion, had 
the ESeft they were de6gned for ; and did ferve as Expe- 
dieftts, to prevent thofe Mifcrics which were fieared, and 
were the Occafion of them. But, Sir^ the Cafe will be 
now much otherwife, if ever you (houlcf be fo unfortunate, 
as that the Duke (hould out-live the King, and you fliould 
come to try the Strength of this Exclufion-Bill: For the 
Queftion in this Cafe will not be only whether A. which 
is excluded ; or B. which is the next Heir, (hall, accord- 
ing to this h&j be King ; but whether it fhaU h d Pafifi\ 
cr 4 Erotefiant. Upon which it will plainly appear, the 
Safety of their Eitates, Lives, and Religion, doth depend. 
5/r, I have heard and read of ftrange things done by Pofijh 
Miracles; and I muft confefs. Sir, I have feen much of it, 
even 4imongfi many that pretend to be good Pr^fteJUfUSf fince 
the Plot brake out ; I meanf ap to their believing any thing 
againjl Popery, If (bme fuch Omnipotent Power (hould 
hereafter over, rule in fuch a Conjundion, haply this Bill, 
if it fhoutd pafs into an A(%, may be flighted and negledl- 
ed ; but otherwife, I humbly conceive, it cannot be pre- 
fumed, that the Proteftants (hould omit to make ufe of 
it, to fave thcmfelves from Popery and Slavery^ whicl^ 
would be the Confequence thereof; and thereby not only 
prevent a Civil War, but fupport the Government E(ka- 
bli(hedinthe Right Line. The Truth is, 5/r, the moft 
material Obfervation that I can make of the Arguments 
againft this Bill is, that it is thought too good for us ; and 
fiat it may probably be effectual for tbefccuring of the Pro- 
teflant Religion. And I am afraid, S/r,that this is the fatal 
Con(id€ration that hath prevailed with foaie, to advife the 
King not to grant it. If we confider how all other Laws, 
which have been hitherto made again(t the Duke^ have 
been defeated ; we may, with fome Reafon, fear the like 
Succefs of all others that (hall be made ; unlefs you can 
do fomething that may tend to changing of rfie Inteoelt • 
which can never be done without this Bill. We have a 
great many old Laws jigainfk Papifii ; but I did never hear 

that 
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that any thing was done, by Virtue of them, that ever pre- 
judiced the Duke ; it was once attempted by a Prefent- 
ment made by a Grand-Jury; the Succefs was, that a 
known material Law of the Land muft be broken, by an 
extrtjudicial Difcharge of the Jury, rather than the Law 
againft him fliould have any £ffe<^. There was a Law, 
not long fince made, obliging all Perfons that held or ex- 
ecuted any Office, to take the TranfubftantUtim Teft : It 
is true, the Dul^ was fo brave-fpiriced, as not to diiTemble, 
and take the TeSt ; though haply was eameftly preft with 
a Difpenfation. Yet hath not that Law had any EffeA, 
in favour of the Proteftant Religion ; f9r though the Dukf 
hath not fince aded in his Offices by fa'imielf ; he put in, 
as his Deputies, Perfons of fo much Gratitude, as have.in 
all things followed his Diredions.; fo that, as to himfelf, 
the k& hath not proved of any Force. There was another 
k8t lately made, which was intended chiefly againft him ; 
llinean, that of excluding Fapifts from fitting in either 
Houfe; there he got himfelf fairly excepted by Name. 
Now we would fecure our Religion by another Bill againft 
him ; I find it meets with Oppofition here ; what it may 
meet with elfewhere, I cannoAell. But lijucb be his ^im^- 
9r under 4 Protefbmt KJ^g > ^^^^ ^"^y ^^ ^ot juftly fear^ 
if be (hould ame to he I^ng himfelf i I think, nothing leis 
than Pepery^ Mifery, and Slavery ; from which we can 
never be faved but by haviag this Bill: And therefore Ihum*^ 
Uy move you, that this Bill may pafs. 
Mr. Speal^f 
Daniel Finch. Sir, I will not fay that Ads of Parliament 
cannot difpofe of the Succeffion ; becaufe it was made 
Treafon, by a Statute in the I'^tb of Eli:(abetb, which I 
do not remember was ever repealed; But I will deny, 
that the Kings of BngUnd rule by Virtue of any Statute* 
Law, as wasfuggefted; for their Right is by fo ancient a 
Prelcription, as th^t it may juftly be Uid, to be from God 
alone ; and that no Power on Earth ought to difpute it. 
And I am of Opinion, that the Succeflion of the Crown is 
infeparably annexed to l^roximity of Blood ; and therefore 
am not yet altered in my Opinion, that if this Bill (hould 
pafs into a Law, it would be in it felf invalid. Which, with 
what hath been already faid, that we cannot in Juftice an- 
fwer the infltding ot this fevere Condemnation without 
hearing the Pany concerned ; and the Improbability of 
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ever-attaining this Bill, doth very much weigh' with me 
fcr my Opinion againft this Bill. But, Sir^ l think there 
are many Doubts arife from the penning of the Bill 1( 
the Princefs of Orange (hould come to the Crown, during 
the Duke's Life ; and the Duke (hculd afterwards have a 
Son ; muft that Son lofe his Right for ever ? I fee no Pro- 
vifion made by this kOi to fave his Right ; and may not 
that occafion as g^reat a Civil War, between his Genera- 
tion and the Princels's Children, as ever happened between 
1RyI{^ and Lancafter ; and*, 5iV, I am ftiil unlatisfied, as to 
that Provifi about the Dukes Children, that it is not 
made as it ought to be ; * and I am afraid, that in the 
whole Matter we are gratifying France^ and the Pspifti 
too, by laying a Stumbling-block of Divifion, even a- 
mongft Ptoteftants themfelves, and giving fo great an Oc- 
caficn for a Civil War ; which I hope you will endea- 
vour to prevent, by throwing out this Bill. 

Air. Speaker^ . 

Mr, John Trenchard. Sir, I have hearkned to the Ob- 
jedions that have been made againft this Bill, which have 
not convinced me, that we want either a juft Cauie, or a 
legal Power, for the making ot this Bill. If the Popi/h Inte* 
teft be grovpn too Rrotig for the Proteftantf then any of thefe 
Arguments may jerve ; /w Force and Povter wiO fupfly the 
DefeB of them. Otherwifel think they have been io fully 
anfwered, as that there is no Need more (hould be (aid 
about this Mattery but I am forty to fee, that the Prote- 
ftant Religion, and our Lives and Liberties, muft have no- 
thing to depend on, but the Continuance of the King s 
life, an J the good Nature of the Popiih Party afterward* » 
And this, after fuch Demonftration as we have of the 
Intereft of that Party in France^ Scotland, and Ireland, as 
well as here ; and after a full Detection of the Growth 
of that Intereft, by means of the Duke's ; and of the En-* 
deavours that are ufed to poflefs the Proteftants, with fe- 
veral Opinions that will tend very much to the ftrengthen* 
ing of it; and a clear Difcovery, that the Plot, in Favour 
of Popery^ goeth on as much as o^er. It hath cteated in 
me an Opinion, that Popery is too ftrong to be fub4ued 
by Laws 5 and that, after this King's Life, the Proteftant 
Helsgion muft either be overcome by Popery, or defend it felf 
by the Sword. At leaft, I believe, that this is the Defign of 
Ifome Men now abouc the Kings but I hope be win at 
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lift hearken to the Advice of his Parliamenr, and prevent 
the Nation from falling into fo miferable a Condition; 
The Obje&ion made about the Duke's Son, if he Ihould 
have any 9 after either of bis Daughters have uken ' 
Poffeffion of the Government, may^ in fome Meafure, be 
made againft the Courfe of Succeflion obferved in all 
Kingdoms : If a* King die, leaving a Queen, the next. 
Heir is prefently proclaimed, to prevent an IfUerre£num { 
though there be a Poflibilicy of the Qneen*s being with 
Child, to whom the i^ght fliould, in the firft Place, be- 
long. If any fuch (hovud be born, fuch a Settlement as 
is defigned by this Bill, may deftroy the French and P»fi/h 
htereft, but can never be a Gratification to them. Our 
Anceftors, upon many Occaiions, fettled and changed the 
Succeflion ; ^ of which he gave many Inftances; and con- 
cluded for the Bill.

J/is Majejiy^s Meffage about Tangier was uad. 

HIS Majefty did^ in bis Speech as the efening tf $hii 
Seffion^ defire the Advice and Affifianeif of His Pdrlia* 
mens, in I(eUtion to Tangier: The Condition and InUfot" 
unee of the Place obliges His Majefty to fut ttis Hmfe in 
niind again^ that he relies upon them far the Support of it ; 
whone whieh is cannot be much longer preferved,. His Ma- 
jefty doth therefore very eamejlly recommend Tangier again 
fothe due and fpeedy Care and Confideration of this Houje. 

Mr* Speaker^ 
Sir H^lliam Jones. Sir, I am very forry that the Bufi- 
ncfs of Supply for Tangier is now moved ^ becaufe I take 
it to be a Place of great Importance; and that as well for 
the Honour of the Nation, as Benefit of Trade, it ought 
to be preferved. But, 5/r, we have now things of greater 
Imporunce to look after, of fo preffing a Nature, and of 
fo dangerous Confequence, if delay 'd, that we cannot an* 
fwcr, either to our King or our Country, the preferring 
this before it. It is a Duty incumbent on us^ tofecure things 
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at HnmCf on which our AS depends ; before x»e enter intB tm 
Expenee of Time about Jecurinw things Abrcai. If an Ene- 
my were bur coming co invade us, itmighc be proper to 
fortify Dover-Caftle^ Portfmouth^ or Plimouth^ or any of 
our Pore-Towns : But if an Enemy were adfcually landed, 
ic woald be more proper to ftrengchcn London^ or other In- 
land Cities or Towns, I am afraid, Sir/chis* is toomnch 
bur Cife ; I am afraid we have got an Enemy within our 
Bowels, and a great one too ; and that ic is high Time to 
make Preparation to oppofe him. We have been already 
carelels and inconfiderate too long ; and (hall we now go 
about Tangier^ inltead of continuitig our Endeavours a^ 
bout that ? Tangier may be of great Importance to Trade; 
bur, I am afraid, hath not been lb managed, as to be any 
Secuiicy to the Froteftant Religion. The Portugites^e^ 
when th^y delivered it up, did covenant to have one Popi/b 
Church remain there, for the Conveniency of fome Priefts 
and Fryers, and others of that Nation, that were permit- 
ted to ftay there; but it waa then agreed, That their Mor- 
tality fhouid not be (upplied, that lo, afiier the Deceafe of 
thofe Perfons, the faid Popijh Church might be demoliflied/ 
or converted to a Proteftant Ufe. But I am well informed, 
that it h Ah been otherwife managed ; and chat the Papifts 
thet-e are now more than ever. And was not my Lord 
BfUjiJis, now a Prifoner in the Tower for the Plot, Gover^ 
nour of Tangier? And, I think, fome others of that Reli- 
gion ; if not, 1 am fure the Soldiers, sundihm Commanders, are 
moit of that ftelig^ion: Which makes meconclnde,itisai^siii 
of Nu^ferjf for Popi/h Soldiers; and haply for that Heafon, as 
much as for the Advantage of Trade, may the Advice given Hit 
TAijefty, in reference to Tangier, proceed. But, Sir, there 
i^ another Coniidcration, which will make the Debate of 
Tangier improper at this Time ; it muft end in Money, 
and not a little Sum neither, enough to raife an Army; 
which^ although in Time I doubt not but this Houfe will 
be willing to advance, as fat as His Majefty's Occafions, 
(hall require ; yet I think, Sir, we are not ready for it as 
yet. We muft be better fatisfied into whofe Hands it will 
go ; whether to fuch Perfons as are for the Popijh Intereft, 
.cr Proteftant; that fo we may not be afraid, that, inflead 
of g'^ng to the Support of Tangier, it (hould be employed 
to the DeftruAion of the Prctellant Religion. When 
thefc things have been looked into, and fecured, then it 
will be Time to take Care of Tangier, and of all other 
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His Majefties Dominions. In the mean time, our Duty 
binds us to give his Majefty all the Satisfadion we can^ 
as to our Proceedings ; and therefore I humbly move you» 
that a Committee may be appointed to draw up an Ad- 
diefs for that purpofe. 

Mr. Speaker, 

Lardnce Hide. Sir, Every one that knows how advan- 
tageoufly Tdugier is fituated, to command the greateft Tho^ 
low-fare of Commerce in the World, and how by the Ad« 
fancage of the Mold^it is like to prove an excellent Recep* 
cade for our Merchant-Ships, to further and fecure them 
ia their trading Voyages into the Snuigbts ; and for our 
Men of War, when they may be employed in thofe Parts^ 
to check or oppofe the Turksf or other Enemies ; how Ad. 
vanrageous it is for carrying on a Trade with Spain in Cafes 
of Extremity ; and what hopes we have of opening a Trade 
into Barbary that way 5 I fay, every one that will confider 
thefe things, will, I fuppofe, have reafon to conclude, that 
it is a Place of great Importance, and not to be flighted* 
And J cannot believe that it is any Nurfery for Popifh Sol"» 
dierSy as hath been argued ; for it is well known under 
what a Regulation our Soldiers are, not only here in Eng* 
knd, but in Ireland too, of taking fuch Oaths and Tefts as 
fecures them to be Proteflams. And therefore I am con« 
fident they were not Papifls when th^y went hence, or from 
IreUndi and /have not heard there is any fuch Converfion 
made among them there, nor do believe there are fb many 
loftruments there for that Work. If this Bu(ine6 come 
bdPore you unfeafonably at this time, it is becaufe the Ne* 
ceffity of the Affair requires hafte : For, either t||is Houfe 
smft fpeedily give fome Aififtance for Tangier^ or elfe it 
will be loft. For the Moors are come down with fuch « 
mighty Army, and his Majefty hath been at fo great an £x« 
pence already, that he is not able of himfelf to do more to 
<^ofe them. And this fudden Danger could not by any 
means have been forefeen ; for the Motions of the Moors 
with their Armies are not like thofe of Europe^ but mofe 
quick and fudden; and their Defignsand Confultarions out 
of the reach of any Difcovery by Intelligence, before put 
in Execution. This Notice is more fealonable now, than 
it would have been after the Place had been loft, which, • f 
am afraid, will be the ^next News, if fomething be riot 
done by this Houfe to relieve iu And therefore I humbly 
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move yott to think of fome efiedual way to relieve it for 
tbe prefenty and fecure it for the future, againft the like 
Atteoipts. 
Mr. Speaker^ 

Mr. John Hampden. Sir, Among the raft of the Regi- 
ments that have been fent to Tangier^ t think there is tny 
IjOt&oi Dumbarton Si haply that Air might have changed 
them, but J am fure they were look'd upon as rank PapifU 
aQ the while they were here, and, J believe, in Ireland 
too. I have heard that one Argument that was lately given 
elfewherc againft a Bill which we pafs'd in this Houfe was; 
that the Duke had all the Papifts* in England ready for his 
Afliftance ; that his particular Friends had the Command 
of all the Places of Strength in this Nation; that he had an 
Army of Twenty Two Thoufand Men in Scotland at his 
Command ; that in Ireland the Papifts were fix to one for 
the Proteftants ; and that moft of the Princes of Chriften- 
dom were Cotnbined for his Affiftance; add to this, that 
the Government of Tangier is alfoat his Command, and, 1 
think, we (hall have no great reafon to give Money as yet; 
Jam very well fatisfied. Sir, that we ought, and muft put 
9, Truft in the King, an Argument miich tifed in former 
. Parliaments, I do admire hath been fo long forgotten in 
this. I am fenfible too, that this Nation cannot be Happy, 
unlefs there be fuch ar^ Underftanding between the King 
and his People, as that Money may be given. But, Sir, 
if the things J have repeated be true, •«s /am afraid they 
are, how (hall we be fure, that what Money we givej 
(hall ever go to the King ? May it not be interceded by tbe. 
mighty Fo^er we have been fpeaking tff May it not be a 
great Tempcacton for carrying on the Plat, efpeciaUy as to 
that part of it that refers to his Sacred Life ? if there were 
no ether Reafon to be given but this, why we cannot at 
this tittle give Money, I thinks it enough: For there. i$ a 
ferfeH Contradi&ion between the Kjn^4 Interefii and the 
Dukes Intereft ; and until we fee abouc the King, Perfons 
lefs engaged for the Duke's Intereft, we cahnQt anfwer the 
^giving of Money ; and /humbly moye you, thiat (he Com* 
mittee may make this Confideration part of their Ad-^ 
drefs. 

Mr. Speaker, 

fi^iUiam Hartoord. Sir, My Lord BcUafis hath not only 
been Governour oi Tangier, but of Hull too i and what at 
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Place is chat to be cntrufted with a Papift, I refer to your 
Confideracion. And he was not only always in Places of 
great Truft, but in fo great a Power, that none of the 
Laws of this Land could ever reach him. Only upon 
breaking out of the Plot, he was committed to the Timer ; 
but now that he is there, he hath fo much Power, (he or 
hh Friends for him) as that he ha(h all the Liberty he can 
there defire ; and funher Proceedings againft him are 
l^epc ofiF by Prqrogations and Diffolutions of Parliaments. 
By which the Evidence of the moft material Witnefles, as 
to the Plot, is loft^ and gre^t Etideavours have not been 
wanting to corrupjc or defame the reft. By which it is 
plain,; though he be in the Ttmery yet his Intereft is not 
much aba^d ; infomucti, as many believe, that the Duke's 
Intereft, and Popery, is in a great MeaAire canied on, 
npon Confultations held with hitp, and fome of the reft 
id the Tower. At leaft this is certain, th^t they know all 
Secrets of State as foon as any Perfons without^ And 
therefore I think we are not yet ripe to give Money for 
Tangier. And, Sir, I am of Opinion, that Tangier is z^ 
Nuncry for Popifli Soldiers ; amongft the reft, I tbin^ 
Cifpeain Tom is there^ who was to have headed the Affren- 
tifes JtAutiny in (^ondon, and if I be not mifinformed^ a Caft^ 
too for that infet^ded esfiinent Service. \&^hen we are aiTu* 
red that we fl^all have ^ good Proteftaxit Govemour and 
Qarrifon in Tangier, then I (hall heartily give my Vote for 
I^oney for it ; but I am afraid that will never he,«until 
we are fure of a good Protedant Succeflbr at home. Sir, 
I lee that new Dangers ftart up daily, and that the Poplfli 
intereft is ftrong enough to bid defiance to the Proteftants, 
the Power and Merits of the Duke being magnified fre* 
qjjently above the King's^ How to prevent the growth oi 
it,. I do not know ; all that we can db at this time is, to 
appoint a CoQ^mittee to.dtaw up an Addrefs (as hath been 
moved]!^ to r^prefent things fairly to the King, and pray> 
Sir, let it be drawn with that Duty and Humilicy as be- 
comes Subje(fts, IfHt with that Truth and Plainncfi as be^ 
comes a true Englifli Moufe of Commons. 

Mr. Spealur^ 

Edward Dmng Efq; Sir, I anri very fenfible of the Dan- 
ger of Popery, and I am forry to f^ee that our Danger is 
^w greater, than it was Sevcn« Days ago ; feeing we are 
npt like to have thofe Laws to Cccure us, which we bo^ed 
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for 5 and therefore I am not for entering into any Debate 
about Money. But, Sir, feeing that Tangier is a Place of 
fo great Importance, and in fo great Diitrefs, and feeing 
his Majefty hath fo heartily and earneftly recommended 
it to the Cai'e of this Houfe, as well by this Meflage, as by 
bis Speech at the opening of this Parliament ; I hntnbjy 
conceive you will do well to order, chat a true Account 
be brought in of the State o( Tangier, that fo it may be in 
a readinefi to be confidered at a more leifure time, when 
you have found out, and are alTured, that you (hall have 
lome Expedients to fecure you from Popery, that may fa- 
tisfy this Houfe inftead of the Ezclufion Bill. Some fuch 
order may fatisfy the World, that we were making all the 
. bafte we could to fupply it, that fo the lofs of it (in cafe 
it (hould fo happen) may not be imputed to this Houfe* 
And I make nb doubt bu« there may be fome way found 
out, fo to lodge and appropriate the Money, as that it may 
be fecure for that ufe ; and therefore I humbly move yoo 
that you would order, that an Account of the State and 
Condition of Tangier may be brought in. 

Mr. Speakgr, 

Col. Birch. Sir, I could wifli our Fears and Jealoufies 
were either fo inconfiderable, or fo well over, as chat we 
were ripe to confider the State of Tangier^ and into whofe 
Hands to lodge Money for it. But if our Bill be mifcar- 
ried, and the Po^^refand Strength of the Duke's Party be 
as I have heard, I think we ought in the firft place to con- 
fider, whether we have any thing to give or no. And if 
we find we have not, or that it is in great Jeopardy, I think 
we ought firft to fecure that a little better, before We treat 
of fecufingTtfii^iVr. I confefs the Arguments that I hear 
bave been uied elfewhere againft our Bill,'havea littk 
ftartled me. For how I fee why all the Laws made a- 
gainft the Duk^ have proved Inefiedhial ; and that, not- 
wirhftanding all the Endeavours of Parliament, he hath 
had the Adminiftration of all A&irs, not only in England 
tLTid Scotland;' bwt I think in Irf//f«J too, (if we believe the 
Irijh Witnefles,) even fince the breaking out of the Plot : 
Even becaufe the Duke and the Popi(h Inten|^ are, I am 
afraid, ftrong enough for the King and the rroteftant Ih- 
tereft. And if fo, I think we may take it for granted, 
that we have not any thing of our own ; for I conclude, if 
Popery come in, not only the Church- Lands, but all the 
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Llnds we b«ve^ will be Uctk enough for them ; for they 
will never want a good, holy, fancftified, religious pretence, 
to uke *them from us : Rather than fail, I doubt not but 
that they will be able convincingly to make out, that we 
are Baftards, or that they have a Right Jure divino ; to 
wbicb there can be no Oppofition.^ 

Sir, I think we cannot Anfwer to God nor Man the 
giving of Money, until there be a great Reformation all 
over the Nyion, as to Perfons in Truft and Command. 
Not but that there arc very worthy Men iff fevcrai Places ;. 
hot I atn afraid, no where, without being over-rower'd 
by fuch who are for the Duke's Intereft : And for my parr, 
I defire to fpeak plain, I cannot mak? any DiJiinBion be^ 
tween the Dukes Intereft and the Pofifh Intereft. If there 
be any Body that can fplit that Hair, . I wiih he would do 
die Houfe that Service ; for I take it to be a material Point, 
and fit to be agreed fome way. And if it be fo. Sir, can 
we give Money, as long as there are Eleven to Seven in 
fome Places certainly known, and all in others, and in 
Places of great Importance too ? 

Sir, I am very fenfible that this Seffion can never be 
foccefsfol, nor the Nation happy, unlefs welcome to have 
(o fkir an underftanding with his Majefty, as that we may 
firecly give him Money ; which, feeing it cannot be done 
with any Security to the Kif'g or his Government, as long 
as the great Affairs of this Nation are thus influenced, that 
there may be no juft Caufe of having any Imputation lye 
at our Door, I agree in the Motions that have been made 
* for an Addrefs, and defire it may be drawn very full and 
jJain. . • • 

Mr. Speaker, 

George Verncn$ Sir,* I am much afraid of Tangier^ but 
. more of a Pofifh Succejfor, By the one we Hjay lolfe fome- 
diing of Trade ; but by the other, our Religion, afid' all 
we nave, fkands in panger. And therefore, until we are 
iecm^d as to that, for my own Part, I do not think my felf 
coocem'd in any thing elfe. Sir, For thefe Two Years laft 
wft, there hath been talk of Expedients to fecure us againft 
ro^ry y I believe it was only to quiet our Thoughts, while 
Popery fteals on upon us. For we are fo far from having 
any Expedients brought to Perfedion, to fecure us againlt 
Popery, that all Endeavours go on as much as everKo bring 
in Popery : Parlianients kept 6ff j the Witneffes as to the 
' • ^-'-i . . ^ ' *' ' ■ ' ' ■ ' ^ •• Plots,- 
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Plors, both Mngti/h and Irijh, abuled and confumed ; tbc 
Church-naen let up co labour (or a Profecucion of che Dif- 
fenters, in order to divide yet more the Proteftant Inte- 
rcft ; and falfe Witneffes, in Favour of Popery, coimte^ 
ivinced and encouraged. 

Sir, Thefe are ftrange Expedients againft Popery ; Ibe^ 
gin to be perfwaded, that our Cafe is very delperaee^ and 
that the Popilh Party themfelves cannot contrive any thing 
for us that ^yiU look like an Expedient : Foj^ I nuke no 
doubt, but the whole Cabal of Jefiits have been at wofk 
about iCy and that they would have (pawn'd ioaiething, if 
it had been poffible, before novir^ But I believe it is found 
to be very diflicult to find out any thing that will look 
like an Expedient, and yet not prove fo : And therefore 
i^w chey ^re plainly can^ring on chofe things that mu&, be 
prqfecuted in order to eftablifh Popery, in Cafe the ex- 
pedlation of Expedients (hould not fonger lull the People 
afleep : The ridiculing of the Plot, the Divifions between 
our Church-men and DillenterSy and the Dangg: orlncon-. 
fiftency of Parliaments with a monarchical Government^ 
Which things will deferve a longer Debate, when youfliall 
think good to appoint a Day for them. But, ia the meaa 
time, we cannot give Money without endangering the Re- 
ligion and Government of the Nation. But t;hat we may 
always (hew to his Ma^efties Meflages, that Refpecft which 
is due to them, aod» ifpo^ble, fatisfy hina, that ourRe« 
ibhuions are grounded on true Rfafoo, let a Comoiittee 
be appointed to draw up an Addrefs, upon the Debate of 
the Houfe. 

Mr. Speaker, 

Silas Titus. Sir, I think that no body (hould move you 
to take fhe State of Tangier into.your Confideration at this 
time, without an Apology : For, if we Ihouid be per«« 
fwaded thereto, we may be refle^ed en, as Nero was, fer 
being flayini on his Fiddle when Rome was on ¥ire% Whea 
we are in uich Danger to have our Throats cut from with- 
in, to what purpofe will it be to fpend our time about fe^. 
curing things abroad ? Efpecially when we plainly fee, ijt 
cannot be e{fe(fl:ed by any Supplies, without encreaCing oup. 
Fears and Dangers of our DeftrtK^ion. Is npt all England 
in danger to be loft ? Let us fecure the Ship, before we 
difpofe of the Cabbins. When we are fecure againff a 
Popifli Succe0br, and the fear of having a P6pi(h King^ 
! • . chen 
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then ir will be time to think of Tangier : Fpr, as the Power 
of a Popi(h Succeilbr hath lately appeared in the Oppo' 
fition made to our Bill, fo, I make no doubt but it will 
appear in the Management of our Money too, if we Ihould 
^ve any. When the Stomach is clean, what Food a Man 

I takes turns to Nutriment, and pfeferves the Life and 
I Strength of the Body ; but when the Stomach is foul, Food 
turns CO Humour and Deftru<%ion. Sir, fo it is with the 
Body Politick : When the King (hall be pleafed to remove 
from him fuch as give him ill Advice, and are againft the 
Proteftant Intereft, that fo we may hav^ rcafon to prefume, 
diat the Money will be employed for our Good, then I 
hope we (hall be ready to (hew our Duty, in giving as 
much Money as his Occafions (hall require ; otherwife I 
am afraid we may beferved as we have been formerly. I 
rememterwhen iiooooo /. was given for building of Shipf^ 
and not one Ship built ; and above Two Millions given to 
fufport the Trifle League^ and then it was prefently employed 
far the beal^ing of it; when 1200060/. was given for an 
ABud ti^ar with Fryice; when at the fame time we were un» 
der all the Obligations for Peace, and fo continued. Sir, 
Tfaefe are fuch material Mementoes, as we ought never to 
forget, until we have more cau(e to look forwards, and 
dot backwards ; which I pray God we may have very fpee^ 
dily, and then I (hall be ready to join in giving of Money, 
and b^ very well content to forget all that is paft. But as 
yet I think our Condition is not (b happy, but rathfcr fear 
die Manageinent of our Afiairs is very much out of order : 
for though we had never more Treajurersjet never lefo Money ) 
never more Admirals^ yet never a wnrjfe Fleet ; and though 
never more Coutifelloursp yet never lefs Safety, Of which I 
hope his Majefty is, or will be fen(ible. For it cannot be 
imagined, that(^eing be hath fo much care for Tangier , he 
Ihomd want any for the Nation. That we may do our 
Duty, in giving him the beft Advice we can, let us give 
him the Grounds and Reafons of our Proceedings by an 
Addrefs, as hath been moved. 

Mr. Speal^er, 

Lord ^Jfel. If ever there (hould happen in this Nation 
any fuch Change, as that Ifhould not have Liberty to live a 
proteftant^ I am refolved to die one ; and therefore would 
not willingly have the Hands of our Enemies (trengthned;^ 
a^ Ifuppote chey would be^ if we Iheuld give Money while 
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we are fare it mtifl: go to the Hands of the Dake*s Crea- 
tures. Doth not the Duke's Intereft endanger the King*^ 
Life ? And are not our Lives and Fortunes in danger to be 
fwailowed up by his Power ? And (hall we yet make him 
ftronger, by putting Money into their Hands ? No, Sir, 
they are too (trong already ^ but whenever bisMajefty (hall 
be pleafed to free us of the Danger ofaPopi(h oucceflbr, 
and remove from his Council and Places of Truft, all thofe 
that are for his Intereft, (becaufe there can be no Diftin- 
dtion made between the Duke's Intereft and Popilh,) then. 
Sir, I will conclude, that what Money we. (half give, will 
be difpofed of according to his Majefti^s own Royal Plea- 
fure,and for the true Proteftant InterelL And I (hall be ready 
to give all I have in the World, if his Majefty (hould have 
occafion for it ; but in the mean time I pray. Sir, let us not 
endeavour to deftroy our felves by our own Hands. If we 
may not be fo happy as to better the Condition of the hk- 
tion, I pray, Sir, 'jet us not make it worfe. And until the 
King (hall be pleafe4 to give us Incburagement to exprefs 
our Duty and Loyalty to him by giving him Money, let us 
doit by. making an Addrefs. 

Mr. Speaker^ 

Mr. iVilUanh Lenthai Sir, I have reafon to have feme 
knowlege of Tangier^ having been there my felf, and con- 
vers'd all my Life-time with Per fens that have gone up and 
down the Straights^ and been there many times, but I can- 
not agree with thofe worthy Members that make it a Place 
of fo great Importance. That we (hall ever thereby open 
a Trade with the Moors is a mere Chimera i they will not 
have any Trade with us. All th? hopes we can have of 
any Advantage from it, is from the Mold^ if it (hould be 
finifhcd. But I am afraid we have fcen the beft of it, and 
thit it will hardly ever be brought to more Perfedlion than 
it is. Bur, Sir, if it (hould, in a dme of Peace with Spain^ 
it will be of little ufe to us ; for the Bay of Cadis is upon 
feveral Accounts fo much more convenient for Ships to ftop 
at, that it will always be preferred. For they w ill not nly 
have a fafe riding, but the Merchant Ships great Advan- 
tages, made by Fraight or Sales of Goods, which gene- 
rally happens in that Port, and of good Company, whether 
going up or down the Straights. Our Men of War do 
not there want Conveniencies to Careen, or other Necef^ 
(ar^es, and will be then more ready to do the Nation Ser- 
vice, 
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vice, by convoying Ships, than at Tangier, as alfo to carry 
00 che Money Trade. But it is true, chac in a time of 
a War with Spiin^ it would be very Serviceable to as. 
But if it moft coft looooo/. fer Annum, and if a War 
with Spain be not like to happen one Year in Twenty, I 
am of Opinion that the ceruin Charge will amount co no 
more than the uncertain Inconveniency, and therefore that 
we need not be fo extreamly concern'd for it, 

Mr. Speaker, 

Thomas Lucy. Sir, I (hould no^ have concerned my felf 
ifi this Debate, but that 1 differ from that worthy Member 
that fpoke laft. For I think it would be a great Blow, not 
o^y to the Honour, but to the Trade of the Nation, if 
Tangier fliould be loft. For it will alwavs be Serviceable, 
as well for our Men of War to refort to for Provifions, and 
to be dean d, in order to check the Rapine of the Turl^s, 
or oppofe other Enemies, as for the ProteAion of our Mer^ 
chant- men. In time of Peace with Spain, it will (if we 
have Enemies) be better to have Two Ports than one ; in 
nme of War with Spain, much better have this than none: 
And even in the time of Peace, it muft be Serviceable 
Bpon many Occafions, becaufe of its Scitiution on the Bar^ 
iary Side, as I take It, and Cadis on the Chrifttan Shore, 
and both near the Straights-Moupb, the greateft PafTage for 
Ships in the World. And by parting with it, we may 
not only be prejudiced for want of the Conveniency of ir, 
btt by the great Inconveniencies that may arife, by falling 
into the Hands of the Wrench, Turks, Moors, or Spaniards^ 
And therefore I think the Charge of maintaining it muft 
not be confidered in this Cafe, and it is not fo much, but 
that if we could once fall into the way offending good Go- 
vernors there, that would mind the promoting of Trade, 
haply the gains that might be levied thereon, would in 
fome time prove fuffici^nt to maintain the Garrifon. And 
if we fliould now part with it, we (hould lofe the Two 
Minions we have laid out on the Mold, which I think may 
alio be worth our Confideration* Sir, 1 do well remem- 
ber what a Cry there was in this Nation, upon the delivery 
up of Dunkirk, to the French ; I believe if Tangier (hould 
be delivered up, there would be more, andl think not with- 
out Caufe too. For I am afraid, that when ever we may 
have a War with France^ we (hall find that he bath al^ 
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ready too many Locks upon us in the Straights^ feeing he 
is fo Formidable at Sea. And I think if ic were for no o- 
ther reafon but to fecure the Place out of his Hands, wc 
ought to keep the Poffeffion of this Place. 

Mr. SpcnkfT^ ^ 

L. y. Sir, By the Difcourfe which the worthy Mem- 
ber made which fpoke laft, I hope you are fully facisfied 
thar Tangier is a Place of gr^at Importance, and you (pay 
conclude that his Majefty is clearly of that Opinion, or 
el(c it is not likely, that after he had recommended it to yoa 
in his Speech, he would now fo foon have minded you of 
it again by his Mefifage. And being fo, I h/}pe this Houfe 
will not have the lofs of it lye at their Doors, which I cake 
for granted will be the Pate thereof, if fome Supply' be 
not given for its Support fpeedily. For his Majef):ies Re- 
venue will not bear the advancing of more Money cowards 
it, the great Supplies lately fent, having been very Charge* 
able '; and yet there muft be an additional Supply, and 
chat a confiderable one too, ere long, to make up the Gar- 
rifon Four Thoufand Men, or elfe che'^Governour Writes * 
he cannot be in a Pofture to defend che Town, the Army 
of the Moors is fo potent. 

Sir, I have heard che many Reafons chac have been 
given, why Money cannot be at prefent advanced, I can- 
not fay, without being much concerned to hear the Mini- 
fters fo arraigned, and I think without Caufe ; For I be- 
lieve there are none about his Majefty but what are very 
good Proteftants, and wiUing co do all they can for that 
Intereft : Which I hope, upon a further Consideration, will 
not be found to be in fuch apparent Danger. But if cbere 
be any ching.amifs, which in the Management of fo great 
Affairs, under fuch Difficulties as the Nation hath lacdy 
ftruggled under, may poflibly be, lam confident the lou 
of Tangier will no way Remedy it ; but, on che contrary, 
che giving of Money for the Support of Tangier, being his 
Majefty doth fo earneftly defire ir, is, I think, the only 
way of this Houfe to gain a good Opinion with his Ma* 
jefty, and to obtain what they defire ; and therefore I hope 
you will take it into your Confideration.

Sir. F. IV. Sir, My Apprehenfionsas to the Sute of the 
Nation, and Danger of Popery, are no way abated bf 

what this Honourable Member hath faid i and therefore I 

think: 
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think the BuGnefs of Tanj^ier looks coo licde for thi$ Day's, 
Dabare. Efpecially if we confider how the B^ll^upon v hich 
all our Hopes were grounded, as to the Security of our Re- 
ligion, hath been ufed by the Lords, thrown out without 
(b much as a. Conference, whereas they do not ufually do 
fo, with Bills, that relate to fome little Trade. It is ft ranee, 
that after they have fo often declared the Danger of Po- 
pery, and aPopifliPIot, They will neither receive any^medjf 
from uSf fior fropofe any to us. But rather, on the contrary, 
be (b Induftrious to blaft all our Endeavours that tend that 
way ; well may we be afraid of cur Religion, If the Fa- 
thers of the Church mS joyn^ it being agaivft the only means 
tbdf can fave it. Thefe are frelhlnftarces of the mighty 
Power and Influence of a Popifli Sncceffor ; what may we 
ttj^A from them if we (bou!d have a Popifli Kiog ? I 
think. Sir, if there were no other rcafon, it is enough to 
make us cautious how we give Money ; and take fuch n^ 
tice of in our Addrefs as may be convenient. 

Mr. Speaker^ 

Sir fV. T. Sir, This Debate hath more of weight in it, 
than the Bufinefs of Tangier, I think. As Affairs now 
ftand, the moft part of Chriftendom is concerned in it, I 
am fure all the Proteftants. And therefore I hope your 
Patience will hold out, to have the whole Circumftances of 
it. fairly examined ; For the Arguments that have been of- 
fered in the Confideration of this Meffage, have inlarged 
the Debate further than was at firll intended, and have 
brought the whole State of the Nation in fome Mealure 
before you, inftend of that one particular Bufinefs of Tan* 
{iV; fothat now whaa ReTolveyou make will be a Dif- 
cavcry of your Inclinations, not only as to what you intend 
to do as to a Supply for Tangier^ but as to giving Money 
for Alliances, and all other Occafions, upon which Refult 
the good or bad Succefs of this Parliament doth depend. 
As to Tangier y I do agree with that worthy Member that 
fpoke before, (though many are of a different Opinion) that 
it is not of any great ufe to us iipon the account of any Ad- 
vantage we (hall make by it But however, I think it is very 
well worth our keeping, becaufe of the Difadvanrages we 
Ihould receive by it, if itlhould fall into the Hands either 
of the Turkj, or Spaniard, but efpecially the French ; who 
will not only be thereby enabled to fetter us, as to our 
Trade in the Levant^ bur ro curb al(o all other Nations 
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whatfoevcrj and be fuch an Addition to the too great Power 
he hath acquired, both by Sea and Land already, that I 
am of Opinion we ought to be very cautious how wc 
weaken the Security we now have, that it (hall not fall into 
his Hands. But if the Mold and the Town coujd be blo^n 
into the Air ; or otherwife reduced into i|s iSrft Chaos, I 
think, confidering the Charge it will cofk keeping, England 
would not be much the wprfe for it ; but to move you to 
confider any thing about that, at this time, cannot be pro- 
per^ becaufe the Moors have fb befieged it, than the firfli 
thing that muft be done, whether in order to keep it, or 
deftroy it, is, to beat them oifF, by fome fpeedy Supplies 
which muft be prefently. Jent, or elfe the Towd, according 
to the beft Information come from thence, is like to be loft. 
And, Sir, I think this fingle Confideratiofi may be Per- 
faafive to move you to give fome fuch Supply as may be 
precifely neceflary for the Defence and Protp Aion of this 
Place. A fmall Sftm of Money, in comparifon of what 
this Houfe hath formerly given, may be fuficient to fatisfy 
his Majefties Expectation, and fecure the Place too. 
Bur I muft confefs, Sir, it is not the Confideration of Tan* 
gier that makes me prefs you to it ; but the deplorable E- 
ftate of the Proteftants abroad. Sir, I have had the Honour 
to ferve his Majefty in fome publick Imployments, and by 
that means may be a little noore fenfible of the State of Af- 
fairs in Reference to our Neighbours, than others may be, 
having not only had the Advantage of Information, but 
was under a ^3ecefficy of \ifing my beft Endeavours to get 
a true Account of them. Sir, I am confident the Eyes 9/ 
all Europe are upon thii Parliameih ; and not only the Pro* 
teflants abroad, but m%ny Cat-jolick^ Countries, (ti^hojiand in 
Fehr of the Power of France) do thinks themfelves as much con*. 
cerned in the Succefs of this Parliament, as this Houfe, and, 
vpiB be as much perplexed to hear any ill News thereof This, 
Sir, as well as the Neceffities of our AflFairs at home, makes 
me trouble you at this time, to defire you to be careful 
what you do, that we may not occafion in his Majefty any 
Diflike to this Houfe, Whatever you do as to the Bufinefs 
of Money for Tangier, I pray, Sir, let there be no Notice 
taken in your Addrefs, of the Lords having caft out your 
Bill ; for we have no reafon to think the King was any ways 
concern'd therein. To throw out a Bill of fo gfeat Import 
ranee, without a Coafcrence, was, in my humble Opinion, 
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very ftraqge, and contrary to the ufual Proceedings of that 
Houfe. But pray, Sir, let it lie at their Doors that did ir, 
for the King could not be concerned in a Parliamentary way. 
For by this Means we may obviate all Mifunderftandings 
with his MMkfty about this Affair, and, I hope, create in 
him a good Opinion of this Houfe, upon which the Wel- 
fare not only of this Nation, but ot Europe, doth much de- 
pend. 

Sir, His Majefty in his Meflage puts you in mind of 
giving Advice as well as Money, I think if we make that 
Ixpreffion the ground of our Addrefs, we may naturally 
graft very good things thereon, efpecially what may con • 
ducc to the prefervation of a fair Correfpondcnce. Sir, 
Though a Kjng alone cannot fav^ a K^n^dom^ jet a, Kjng 
atone can do very much to ^in it^ and though Parliaments 
alone canmt fave this Kjn^^om^ yet 'Parliaments alone may 
do much to Huin it. And therefore we canppc. ,be too 
Circumfpedl in what we do. It is our Fortune to fit here 
in a critical tipae, when not only the Affairs of ihjis:Nation, 
but the Proteftant Relieion abroad, need our Contmuance, 
and for the fame reafon we may juftly fear that there are 
thofe who endeavour to contrive the putting off^this Par- 
liament. I pray, Sir, let us not give them any Advantage, 
and then I doubt not but his Majefties Care and Goodnefs 
will at laft overcome all Difficulties, and bring this Seffion 
to a happy Conclufion. 

Mr. Speaker^ 

B. D. Sir, I think his Majefty may eafily fend Succour 
to Tangier without any great Charge. Here are Three or 
Four Regiments of Soldiers about this Town, which do 
rather burr, than good to the Nation ; and therefore may 
very well be fpared ; and then that Money which pays 
them now here, may pay them there, and fo I (uppofe there 
will be no need of Money, (aveonly for their Tranfpor- 
cation. 

Mr. Speaker, 

P. Sir, This Bufinefs hath been fo long and fairly deba- 
te^, as that I think it is high time you Ihould come to a 
Queftion, and put the Bufinefs off your Hands. I hope 
there will be great Care taken in drawing this Addrefi, that 
fo our Enemies may not have any ground to reprefentus as 
a ftubborn Parliament, that have no Intention to give Mo- 
ney upon any Terms whatfoever. I. chink, Sir, we may be 
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plain with bis Majefty,and give him asfuU Affurance as ever 
any Houfe of Commons did, that when we have ihofc 
things granted, which arc unavoidably neceflary for the 
pretervarion of our Religion^ that we will freely and hear- 
tily give Mcney for the Supply of his OccaGons ; and I 
cannot but hope, that fuch fair Proceedings will occafion a 
happy Iflue to this Parliament. For it cannot be doubted, 
but that the King is very fenfible, That he. owes more to bis 
People in general^ than to any one Man^ be he Broiher, or 
any other Illation ; and that he cannot^ mthout much trottBle 
jtt himfelf^ becaufe of his Coronation-Oath^ longer permit that 
our Laws and J^ligion fhouldbe i^fuch imminent Danger* 
And therefore 1 hope that we (hall hot only have a fair Gor- 
refpondency continued, but alfo a gracious Compliancy in 
what we have defired for the efledual Security of our Reli 
gion, and therefore would' defire you to put the Qp^ftion

the Lani^ they have traBifed upon Feople if aU Hankf and 
Sualities^ and gained over divers to their Heligion ; fome

/(r^Miniiters of England were made Injlruments toprefs upon 
that State, the Acceptance of one Demand, among others, 
from the French King, for procuring their Peace with hm, 
that they fhould admit the publick Exercife of the Roman 
Catbolick Hfligien in the United Provinces ; the Churches 
there to be divided ^ and the Romifli Friefts maintained out 
of the pttblick, Revenue. 

At Home, if Tour Majefty did at any Time, by. the Advice 
of your Privy Council^ or of your Two Hviifes of Parliament, 
Command the Laws to be put in Execution againfi. the Fa* 
pifts, even from thence -they gained Advantage to their Party^ 
while the Edge of thofe Laws was turned againft Froteftant 
Dijfenters; and the Papifts efcaped, in a Manner, untouched. 
The A3 of Partiament, enjoining a Teft to be taken by all

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ftrfmt Mdmittei info Any ftiblkk,Offiee\ ^ni intended for a 
Security againji Fdfifts coming into Emflcyment^ hadfo little 
EffeB^ that, either by a Di^enfation obtained from Rome; 
they fubmitted to thofe Teftsj and held their Offices themf elves i 
or tbofe put in their Places were fo favourable to the fame 
hitere/lSf that Popery it felf rather gained, than loft Ground 
fasee that A&. 

' tut that their Bufinefs in Hand might yet more fpeedily 
knifirongly proceed, at length a Popifh Secretary (fince Exe* 
euted for his Treafons) takes upon him to fet afoot, aid 
maintain Cerrefpondences at Rome, ^ {particularly with a 
Native SubjeB of your Majeftys, promoted to be a Cardinal) 
and in the Courts of other Foreign Princes, ( to ufe their own 
form of Speech) for thefubduing that pe^ilent Herefy, which 
has fo long domineered over this Northern iVorU ; that is, to 
toot the Proteflant ^ligion out of England ; and thereby to, 
inakf Way the more eafily to do the fame in other ProteJianP 
toufitries. 

Towards the doing of this great TVork^t (as Mr. Coleman 
was pleafed to cat it) Jtfiiits (the mofi dangerous of all the 
Popifh Orders, to the Lives and Eftates of Princes) were di'^' 
finbuted to the feveral PrecinRs within this i^ngdom, and 
bold joint Councils with thofe of the fame Order in all Neigh^-^ 
bmr Popifh Countries - Out of thefe Councils and Correfpon^ 
4/encies was hatched that damnable and heUifh Plot, by the 
Jibed Providence of Almizhty God, brought to Light above 
Two Tears fince, but ftiu threatnin^ us j wherein Traytors, 
impatient of longer Deli^, reckoning the prolonging of Tour 
Sadred Majeftys Life, {which God long prefer ve) as the great 
C^acle in the Way to the Confummation of their Hopes ; 
and having in their ProfpeSt a profelyted Prince, immediately 
tofiicceed in the Throne of thefe KJngdoms, rejfolved to begin 
their PVork^with the Affajfmation of Tour lAajejiy, to carry it 
on with armed Force, to deftroy Tour Proteflant SubjeBs in 
England ; to execute a fecond Maffacre in Irelal^d ; ' and fo 
with Eafe to arrive at the SuppreJJion of our B^ligion, and the 
Subverfion of the Government. 

When this accurfed Conspiracy began to be difcovered, they 
began the fmothering it up with the barbarous Murther of a 
Jufiieeof the Peace, within one of Tour Majeflys own Palaces, 
who had taken fome Examinations concerning it, 

Amidfl thefe DiftraBions and Fears, Popifh Officer^, for the 
Command of Forces^ were allowed upon the Muflers by fpe<^idl' 
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Orders (fiirrepthiouflf ohained from Tout Majejiy) \ hui 
counterfigned by a Secretary ofState^ without ever faffing un- 
der the Tefts frefcribed by the aforementioned A^ of Parlid" 
tnent. In like Manner^ abcve Fifty new Commiffions were 
granted about the fame Time to known Papijls^ befides a great 
lumber of defperate Popifh Officers^ though out of Command, 
yet entertained at Half-pay, When in the next Parliament 
the Houfe of Commons were prepared to bring to a legal Trial, 
the principal Confpirators in this Plot^ that Parliament was 
firfi prorogued, and then dijfolved. The Interval between the 
Calling and fitting of this Parliament was fo long^ that now 
they conceive Hopes cf covering all their paft Crimes ^ and gain" 
ing a feafonable Time and Advantages ofpra&ijing them more 
effe&ually. 

PPitncJfes ai^e attempted to be corrupted; and not only 
Prcmifes of Inward, but of the Favour of Tour Majefty's 
Br other 9 made the Motives to their Compliance ! Divers of the 
mojl confiderable of Tour Majefty's Protejiant Subje^s have 
Crimes of the higheft feature forged againfi them ; the Charge 
to be fupported by Subornation and Perjury, that they may be 
dejircyed by Forms of Law a^nd Jujiice, 

4 Prejfintmeni hin^ prepared for a Grand-Jury c/Middlc- 
fex, againfi Tour Majfft/s Jaid Brother, the Duke of Y^rk, 
(under whvfe Countenance all the reft fheiter themf elves) the 
Grand-Jury were, in an unheardof, and unprefidentcd^ a.id i7- 
legal Manner, difcharged ; and that with fo much Hajlc and 
Fear, leafi they fhould finifh that Prcfencnncrit, that the} were 
prevented from delivering many other Indidlments by them at 
that Time found againfi other Pcpi/h t^cufants: Becaufe a 
Pamphlet came forth tVeekiy^ called : The Weekly Packet of 
Advice from ^me j which expofes Popery, (as it deferves) as 
ridiculous to the People ; a new and arbitrary B^le r.f Court 
was made in Tour Majefty's Court of King's Be/ich, ( rather 
like a Star'Chamber, than a Court of Law) That the fame 
fhould not, for the future, be printed by any Ptrf-^n whatfo* 
ever. 

We acknowledge Tur M^jcfi/j Grace and Care in ijfuing 
forth divers Proclamations fince the Dlfcovery of the Plot, 
for the banifhing Papifis from about this great City, and I^e-', 
fidence of Tour Klajeftys Courts and the Parliament ; but with 
Trouble of Mind do We humbly infc m Tour Mujefty, That,

Sir TViUdm Q I R, The Prcfcrvation of the Govcrnmint 
Jones. O in general, as well as our particular Safe- 
ties, have a Dependance upon the Matter that is now be- 
. fore you$ in which there are fo many Mifcarriages fo com- 
plicatedy as there arifeth fome Difficulty how to examine 
them. I cannot but obferve, how the Proclamation is 
here agdfin mentioned ; by which you may conclude, there 
lieth a great Weight on the Peoples Right to petition by 
means thereof ; and th^t the beft Way to remove it is, to 
fiqfl out the Advifers and Contrivers of that Proclamation, 
in order to proceed againft them according to their Deferts. 
Without which, what you have done in averting the 
Right of Petitioning, will remain with fome dbubt ; and 
thofe that advifed the proclaiming to the People, that it is 
feditious to petition the King, without that Chaftifement 
they deferve. And therefore I humbly conceive, you will 
do well to confider of it as foon as you can. It is not 
ftrange, that the ProcUmatim fliall be made ufe of with 
Country Gentlemen^ to get Abhorrers tO' petitioning; fee- 
ing the Judges themfelves have made Ufe of it to that 
Purpofe : They fhould have kpown, that though a ProclamO' 
tion might be of great Vfe, to intimate the Obfervation of a 
Larp ; yet that it hud never been ujed inftead of a Law. But yet 
I do not admire fo much at this, as I do at the Uifcbarge of 
the Grand-Jury^ before they had finifh'd their Prefentments. 
Ittendsfo much to the Suhverjjon of the Bftablijhed Laws of 
this Land^ that I dare fronounce^ that all the Laws you have 
already^ and all that you can make^ wilt Jignify nothing 4- 
gahji any great Man^ unlefs you can remedy it for the future. 
I obferve, there were two Reafons why this Grand-Jury 
were fo extrajudicially difcharged ; one, becaufe they 
would otherwife have prefented the Duke of Tork^ for a 
Papift; the other, becaufe they prefented a Petition to be 
delivered to the King, for the Sitting of the Parliament; 
which they faid it was not their Bulinels to deliver. T(io' 
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I cannot bnt obferve, how, upon other Occafions, they 
did receive Petitions, and delivered them to the Kicf | 
and all the Difference wasy that thofe Fetithns fo delivered^ 
were dgainft Sinings of Parliament t* The Truth is, I can- 
not much condemn them for it; for ^f they were guiliy 
of fuch Crimes as the Witnefles have this Day given yoii 
hiformation of, I think they had no Reafon to farther reci^ 
tions for the Sitting of a P^liament. But, Sir, this Bufi*' 
nefs'will need a further Information; and therefore I hum* 
bly pray it may be refened to a Committee. 
Mr. Speaker, 
Sir F. fV. Sir, I think we are come to the old Times 
again, TVhen the Judges fretended they bad a B^e of Govern^ 
mentf as wet as a Hule of Law ; and that they have aded ac- 
cordingly. If they did never read Magna Charta, I think they; 
are not fit to be Judges ; if they have read Magna Cbarea^ 
and do thus fo contrary, they deferve a fcvere Chafti&« 
ment. To difchargc Grand-Juries, of purpofe to difappoint 
them of making their Prefentments, is to deprive the Subi- 
jeft of the greateft Benefit and Security the law hach pro- 
vided for them. If the Judges, inftead of a^ing hp 
LaWf foaU he aBed by their own Ambition ; and endeavoured 
get Promotions^ rather by wor/hipping the rifing Sun, than 
h doing JufticOf this Nation will foon be reduced to a mi- 
terable Condition. Suppofe that after the Dilcharge of 
this Grand- Jury, fome Perfon had offered to prefent.fomc 
Murther, Trealon, or other capital Crime, for want of the 
Grand Jury there woiuld have been a Failure of Juftice: 
As Faults committed by Judges are of more dangerous 
Confequence than others to the Publick ; fo there do not 
want Frecedents of feverer Chaftifements for them, than 
for others, I humbly move you, firft, to pafs a Vote upon 
this Bufinefs, of difcharging Grand-Juries ; and then to 
appoint a Committee to examine the Mifcarriages of the 
Judges'in iVeJlminfter-HaB, and to report the fame with all 
Speed to you.

W. S. Sir, The Bufintfs of this Debate is a great Inftance 
of our fick and languiihing Condition. As our Ships, 
Forts, and Caftles, are for fecunng us from the Danger of 
our Enemies from Abroad ; fo our Laws from our Ene- 
mies at Home ; and if committed to fuch Perfons as will 
.turn their Strength upon us, are equally dangerous. Sir, 
H^e aB kpow how the Government of Scotland hath been qtdti 
altered fince His Majeft/s B^ftauration^ by fom* Laws modi 
there ^ pray let us have a Care that ours be not altered^ by th^ 
corrupt Proceedings of Judges^ leafi we be reduced to the fame 
weak. Condition of defending our Jeives againft Popery and 
Arbitrary Government here^ that they are there. If JudceS 
can thus prevent the Penalties of the Law, by difcharging 
Grand-Junes before they have made their Prefentments, 
and can make Laws by their Rules of Court, 1 think the 
Government may foon be fubverted 5 and therefore that it 
is high Time for this Houfe to (peak with thofe Gentlemen.

His Majefty's moft Gracious Speech to both Houfes 
of Parliament, on Wednefday the i^th of De- 
cemher^ 1680. 

My Lords <ind Gentlemen, 

AT the Opening of this Parliament, T did acquaint you 
mti the Alllihcps I haii made with Spain and Holland, 
AS the bcjl Meafures that could be taken for the Safety of 
England, and the ^p^fe of Chnftendom. 

Jjut I told you vpitbal, that if your Pr tend fhip became un» 
fafe to- trujh to, i: xoculdnot he wondred at, if Our Neighbours 
fhvuld begin to tike new J^foiut ions ^ and perhaps Juch as 
might be fatal to Vs. 

I mufi novp tell you, That our Allies cannot but fee how little 
hts been done fince this Meeting, to encourage their Depen* 
diince upon Vs ; And I find by them, that unUfs ff^c can le fo 
united at Home, as to mnke Our Alliance valuable to them^ 
it will not be p'^ffible to hinder them from feckjng fome other 
J^fuge-y and makjng fuch nexy Friendfhips as will not be con^ 
fiftent with our Safety. Confider, that a Neglecl of this OppOf 
t unity is never to be repaired. 

. I did likfwife lay the garter plainly before you, touching 
the Eft ate and Condition of Tangier. I muji now tell you 
az'iin. That if that Place be thought worth the ksepi?jg, you 
mufi tak^e fuch Confideration of it, that it may be Jpeedily 
fuf^lied ; it being impcffible for me to preferve it, an Ex pence 
fo far above my Power, 

t did pnmife you the fulleji SatisfaEiion your Hearts could 
wijh, for the Security of the Protcflant Religion ; and to con* 
cur with you in any l\^medlcs, which might conlifi with pre- 
ferving the Succefjion of the Crown in its due and legal Courfe 
of Defccnt : I do again, with the fame l{^feiVAtions, renevv 
the fane Promifcs to pu.

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jind being thus ready ^ on mj Part, to do all that can reafin" 
ahij be expetiid from me ; Ijhould be glad to l{now from you^ 
as foon as may be^ how far I (hall be affifted byyou^ and what 
it is you de/ire from Me» 

Mr. Speaker, 
W. G. Sir, I would willingly move you to appoint a 
Day to confider of his Majefty's Speech now made to 
ioth Houfes ; becaufe it is according to the ufual Methods 
of Parliameht j and I Ihould be fdSrry to (ee this Houfc 
(hew lefs Refpeft to His Majefty's Speeches, than former 
bare done. Bat upon hearing it now read, I do conclude, 
that it will be to little purpoie to appoint a Day for the 
Confideration of it; becaufe every Paragraph or it tends 
Money, unlefs that about fectiring Religion, if it may 
)e fo underftood, notwithftanding the Refervation in it a-^ 
)OUt the SucceiSon. We have already endeavoured, \}y 
everal Addreffes we have made, to aflure His Majefty of 
3ur Loyalty and Readinefs to promote whatever may tend 
his Happinefs and Greatnefs ; and that when we are' 
ecured of our Religion, we will readily give Money i 
Are can do no more than confirm the fame, after we have 
ronfidered this Speech. We having not yet had any Encou* 
"agement to give Money ; we have made feveral Addreffes 
or Relief of fome Grievances the People lie under ^ but 
lath any one of them been granted ? We have finiftied one 
iiU againft Popery ; but what Succefs hath it had elfe* 
vbere? thrown out as haftily as if it had carried a Fire- 
)all with it* And yet now it feems, thei'e is nothing to be 
lone but giving of Money; as if all our Complaints were 
;ranced, the Proteftant Religion fecured, and nothing 
vanting to fatisfy the People. Sir, I think the Complaints 
fthe Nation, as to the Danger of Popery, are fo greats 
nd fo reafonably grounded, as that it cannot be expected 
liey fliould longer be fatisfied with Words or Pretences; 
ecaufe w&have niet with many Difappoifttmeiits, cfpecial- 
f after giving of Money. And therefore confidering the 
efperate Cafe we are in, it will not be convenient we 
lould go that Way now ; but keep our Money until we 
ave got Laws. Which, I think, is the beft Service we can 
thofe who lent us here, as the Cale ftands. For thefe 
Leafons> I think, we had beft adjourn the Confiderations 
f this Speech to fome other Time .

S.'T. Sir, We have been longjealouf that there are 
Pepple chat endeavour to create a Mifunderftanding be* 
tween His Ma jefty and this Houfe, which it is our Bufi^ 
ncfs to prevent.

How theDo^rine of the Church is void 
of idolatrous, fuperftitious Opinions; and the Government 
of Tyranny, or abfolute Dominion: I cannot but admire 
that there (hould be any Body amobgft our felves, that 

ihould- 



Aould aim at aiiy Alceratioii, and be the Occafion of this 
Day's I>ebace. But, Sir, it is too evident that fuch there 
are ; and that they have made a great Advance to effect 
their Defign, by many Contrivances which they have pur- 
fued for a long Courfe Of Years, according to^he Rclults 
and Confultations held by Jefuits for that purpofe : But a- 
bovc all, by converting to their Religion James Duke of 
lir^, the prefumptive Heir of the Crown; and by engag- 
ing him to efpoufe their Intereft with that Zeal and Fer- 
vency, which u(ually attends new Converts ; efpecially 
when fo great a Glory is propofed, as the rooting out of a 
fefiilent Herefy out of three Nations^ and the faving of fo 
many Souls as would depend thereon. The fad EffeA 
of this Converfion we have felt for many Years, it having 
had the fame Operations in our Body politick, as fome 
lorts of lingring Poyfon hath in Bodies natural ; made us 
fick and confumptive, by infe&ing and corrupting all the 
Food and Phyfick, which hath been applied in order to 
reduce us to Popery and Slavery, worfe than Death it fclf. 
From this fatal A(St, the Declination of the Grandeur of this 
Monarchy may be dated ; and to the Conlequences thereof, 
its abfolute Ruine (if not timely prevented) will be hereafter 
attributed. This being our Cafe, I could not but admire 
to fee this Houfe fo long coming to confidcr this weighty 
Point ; infomuch, that I began to perfwade my felf, that 
either our Dangers were not (o great as our Difcourles, 
upon fome other Occafions, had reprefented them ; or that 
we were not in good Earneft to endeavour any Redrefs* 
It is true, when we confider what ill Fortune we have had 
with our Bill, lately fent up to the Houle of Lords, in hav- 
ing it thrown out in fuch a Hear, without fo much as a 
Conference, (though whenever they (hall confider of it in 
cool Blood, they wiH find there can be no other Way to 
fecure the Proteftant Religion) we may with fome Reafon 
be difcouraged. But I hope, Sir, that feeing our Country 
have thought us worthy to be their Reprefentatives, we (hall 
not be fo eafily daunted in what fo nearly concerns cbem ; 
but be as indefatigable in finding out Ways for our Prc- 
fervation, as our Enemies are to find out Means for our De- 
ftru(ftion; hoping we (hall not meet always fobad Snccefs in 
the Houfe of Lords: For though the too mnchKJndnefs of fome 
Men^ who pretended to be for the BiB, but underhand made 
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4 Pdrty againjl it, did this Time oferate asfdtdttjf as EnnUtjf 
difguifed in Frientijhip ufeth to do ; yet I hope that in ano- 
ther Occafion we may have better Succefs; not doubting 
but a great many Lords, when they are perfwaded that 
they (hall not be able to find out any other Way (as I bear 
they begin to defpair they (hall) to fecure the Proteftant 
Beligion, that they will join with us in the fame, or fome 
other Bill to the fame purpofe; Efpecially my good Lords the 
Bilhops, who cannot be prefumed to have made Peace with 
J{pme, but to be ready to die for the Prote(lant Religion j 
and therefore, doubtlefs, will not long ftick at joining in a 
Bill to fave it. But feeing that, according to the Courfe 
of Pailiament§, we are not like to bring this to a Trial for 
a long Time, I am of Opinion, we had bed try fomething 
elfe; and altho* I know not what other Adt can be made 
to ferve in(tead of that, but will either prove too weak, or 
tooftrong; yet feeing we ^re put upon it, we muft try, 
that fo we may not be represented as (tubborn. And there; 
fore humbly m.ove you, that a Bill may be brought in for 
the A(rociaiioa of all His Majefty's Prote{tant SubjeAs. 

jRi M. Sir, Great Things are expected from this Day's 
Debate; and we cculd not well have entredinto it fooner: 
it now comes more feafonable than it would have donebci- 
fore, becaufe of the Opportunities we have had to feel 
the Pulfe of Affairs, (ince the Beginning of the Seflion ; and 
the Time we have fpent in afferting the right of petition*^ 
ing, by which the Effence of Parliaments, and the Foun- 
dation of the Peoples Liberties were (truck at. And the 
Trial of my Lord Stajfird^znA the Difinhcriting Bill, could 
not poffibly have been avoided. And as our Labour hath 
net been loft in all; fo I hope that at laft we (hall have 
fome Benefit of that fpent about the Succeflion-Bil]. For 
as it was faid at the pafFing of the Bill, that there were a 
Loyal Party that would never acquiefce in it; fo I do be- 
lieve, there is a true Prote(tant Party that will never 
acquiefce in any thing lefs, than what may be fufficient 
for the Security of their Religion ; which, I am apt to 
believe, will end in that Bill, But in the mean Tin:>e, 
,that we may (hew that we are not Humouri(ts, let us try 
what Strength vve can mufter up to oppofe thefe great Enef 
ipies by fome other Laws; as when a Hcufe is on Fire, 
we make ufe^ of Buckets and Jubs for cafling of Water, 

un- 
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until the great Engines can be got. But I would move you 
to be cautious what you do ; tor I am afraid that the De- 
fign of putting you upon finding out Expedients, is not in 
order to have -hy thing done that may be effcdlually againft 
^ofcry ; but in order to have you offer at fometbing cliat may 
purchale'a Difrepute on the Houfe; and give y^ur Ene- 
mies an Advantage to purfue their D.^figns of breaking us, 
by alledging, that you aim at Laws that will overturn the 
Government. For my part, I am fully perfwaded, that this 
is the Defign of ihofe that have put the KJng lo often to 
declare againft altering the SuccrJJio??, and to rec^ninerid 
other Ways; and that offer at what you will, if it be any 
thing that is like to prove ftrong enough to fecu'e us againft 
Pofery, that you wilj fee the Houfe put off before it comes 
to any Perfecfti^n ; and that in Time it will be made ufe 
of to arraign the Proceedings of Parliament, and to per- 
fwade the People, that this Hotfe did attempt to alter the 
Government by fuch and fuch Bills j and fo by Dw^grees 
poflefsthe People, that P4////7wi^«// are either dangerous^ or 
inconfiftcnt with the Governments that, if poffible, they may^ 
be well content to be without them. Sir, I am afraid that 
the Popi(h Party are more ferious in thi$ Sefign, thm we 
are aware of ; and that, next to the great Endeavours ihey 
have ufed for many Years ro keep up our Divifi )ns, in 
points of Religion^ the next great Artifice which they de- 
pend on is, the infuiing into tlxe Peorle the Difl^kes of 
Parliaments 'y for they well know, ihztPopsry can never'be 
eftablidied in this Nation, as long as Parliaments are per- 
mitted to iic and a<£l:. Therefore, rhough I know it is 
below a Houfe of Commons o mind every little Difcourfe ; 
yet I think, if we conclude, that this powerful Pany, a- 
mongft their many Defigns, have this for one, that we 
ought to countermine it as much as we can. We cannot 
well comprehend what a iiill of AfTociauon will be be- 
foreJt be driwn up, nor whac Difficulties may be found 
in the coniriving of it 5 and therefore I think no g- eat De- 
bate will be neceflary about ir, before fuch a Bill be 
brought in. And I believe it will he found more likely 
' to be ferviccable, in Cafe the Pnpifls be banilhed ; and 
therefore I conceive, A Bill for Bans/JjtncnP of all the con^ 
fiderable Papljls out of England, may be very ncceXary; 
And if at the fame Time that we endeavour 10 fecurs; our 
felves againft P fcrj^ wc do not alfo do fomethi g to pre 
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vent ArhitraryTowery it will be' to little Purpole; for the 
cne will be lure to haVfc a Hand to bring in the ctbcir'; 
'and I think nothing can prevent that, or rather both, bet- 
ter than frequent P^rlikments. And therefore I humbly 
move you, that ^ Biil pr fecurtnv frequent Parliaments 
may be taken into your Confideration. / 

Sir G[. H. Sir, I think you are well advifed, thit the 
"Way t0 fecurc'our f elves effedually a^ainft Popery y is to 
f ecu re ourfelvesalfoagaiiift Arbitrary Government 5 and tbak 
|he having of fvequem Parliaments is the beft Way to fecure 
both ; an^ therefore, Sir, I think you may do well to move 
the Hoitft, that a Committee be appointed to infpedl what 
old Laws there are, for enforcing the fitting of frequent Par* 
lianientsi that if they IhouJd be foUnd deficient, fomi 
new Laws may be made for that piirpofe. I do agree, 
that a Bill for Bani/hing out of England the mof confiderable 
Pafiflsy^ may do well ; bfit I hope, Sir, that it you baaifli 
ifhe Men^ you will batlilh fome iVomen too ; for I do be- 
lieve, that feme of that Sex have bpen great Inflrumenta, 
^n bringing about our Ruine : And if in Time you would 
confider, how to prevent the B^jal Family s marrying Popifh 
PPomen^ it would be of great Security for hereafter. For 
I am of Opihion, that the late Hyeen Mothers Zeal for 
her Religion, was not only a great Occafion (amongft ma- 
ny others) of the Miferies that befel us in 41 ; but the 
great Caufe of all our Miferies now, by perverting the Dukf 
from his ^h'gion, as is reported ; and may realbnably be 
believed, if we conclude, that (he had that motherly Care 
for theSalvation of her Children, as other Mothers ufually 
have; fcr, according to her Opinion, it was not to b^ 
obtained out of the Pale of that Church : And no Man 
can doubt, but that the Proteftant Interefkhath been much 

|>re]udiccd, by His Majejiy's nUarrying a Ptincefs of tb^t I{e^ 
igicn: For we have plainly feen, lince the Difcovery of 
the Plot, how fome of the nx)ft material Jefuits^ and Po- 
pifh InftrumenLs have iheltered ihemfelves under her /^JjTrf/ 
ProtcB'ion ; and how they have helped to cirry on the PJot', 
being fo impudent, as to pretend they had her Patronage, 
and by abufing her Altihodty ; but more efpecially, by- 
fht Duke s marrying the Princefs of Modena; becaufe of 
her n^ar Relation to the Popes and Cardinals. All which 
Was plainly forefcen by that Parliament, which tntt a little 
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before that Marriage in 1671* and therefore they made an 
Addrefs td His Majefly, reprefemn|( the faid ill Confcquen- 
ces; defiring him net to permit it, because it would t^cid 
to the Dcftru&ion of the Proteftant B^Ugion. But thcic 
Endeavours were defeated by that Pany, as we. may guels, 
feeing we find fo much ufe of her Name in Coleman's Letters^ 
for well might they who have over«ruled in fo many^ 
great Affairs, as hath been inftanced in this Houfe, have an 
Influence alio in this, -that fo that Party might not wane 
fo ufeful an Inftmment in fo great a Station ^ and fo the 
Parliament* sjiddrefs mifcarried ; but that they had either a 
good Judgment, or prophctick Spirit, I hope will never' 
miicarry, but remain upon Record. And unlefs you do 
believe, that thele Ladies are lefs compafQonate than o« 
ihers ufualJy are, how can it be otherwife, their Principles 
confidered ? But, Sir, I will nor trouble you farther about 
it; but fuppofe it may be worth your Confideration in 
due Time. In the interim, I agree /or the Bill if Baniflo^ 
ment and AJpcciation too, 

TV. H. Sir, It is not to be doubted, but that Popety 
and Arbitrary Government are fo near of Kin, as cannot be 
feparated ; and therefor# if we deftroy the one, we n.eed 
not fear the Deftru&ion of the other. Before cur late 
piiferable Wars, P^j^^ry was more in Mafquerade, and Arbi^^ 
iroTf Power ; the Loans y Monopolies y and Shi f -Money ^ vnot^ 
invifible; now Popery is more vifible, excepting in the 
Bufinefs of the Exchequer^ which amounting to above One 
Million of Money, we may not admire we have not heard 
of more great Things of that Kind 5 fince efpecially, be- 
ing we know how averfe the King is to hearken to fuch 
Advice ; but our Fears of Popery are the ftronger, be- ' 
eanfeof the Px>pi/h Succejfor ; and therefore I cannot but 
commend the Policy of thofe, who are tender in ufing Ar^ 
hitrary Proceedings at this Time, left the Fears and Jealou- 
fies that might ariib from both together, (hould prove into,* 
Icrable. 

' I muft confefi, Sir, I am at a great Lofs what to oi{er 
to your Confideration in this Matter; for oyr Danger is 
not only froth the Strength of the Popifti Party, bur from 
the Weaknefs of the Proteftants, by Reafon of the Ani- 
mofities which they fow ambngft us, not only in points^ 
of Religion, but of Intereft too. For of late t{iey - have 
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not been content with carrying on the Defign of dividing 
the Church-men and Fanaticks, but by arraigning the loft 
Parliament as Omnipotent and Dangerous, for going about ta 
difinherit the Dul{e. They endeavour to divide the People 
in their Opinirns as to Parliaments, and to render them 
incompatable wiih the Government, that fo if poffible they 
may keep the Proteftant Incereft divided, and w- rk them 
todeftroy themfe'ves, by engaging Party aga.nlt Pany, in 
hopes at lafi to hdve but one Party to deal with, ana tj h^vs 
an Opportunity of gaining the weakeft to their fide by affu* 
ranees of Liberty of Confi:iencef orotherways^ which muft cer- 
tainly be the conlequence of fuch a Conteft. And al- 
though I am very unwilling to deiraA from the Merits ei 
our Church-men, for whom I have a great Veneration ; 
yet I cannot but obferve, how that ever fince the Tryal of 
. Wakeman was over, but more about the time of the Presby^ 
terian-plot, how they preached up (efpecially in publicly AJfem-^ 
blies) the danger of Fanatickj to be more than of Paplfts j and 
that to difinherit the Duke was againft the Law of God. 
"Which faid Opinions, if they fhould be imbibed by the 
People, what will your Affociation-biU fignify, or any o- 
ther Law you can m ike againj§ Popery ? Sir, I do not 
mention thefe things to you without a great deal of rcjiret; 
for I am well known to be a true Friend of the Church* 
and have (when I was thought worthy to be in Cemmii- 
fion) expreft my felf a fevere Enemy to Fanaticilm. But 
however, I cannot but obferve this ftrangc contradi^ftion 
of pretending to keep out Popery, and yet at the fame time 
to endeavour to divide the Proteftant Inteicft, andtorc- 
ferve a Right to make a Papift King, I mult confefs t am 
more diftraded from the ill Confequences I fear from fuch / 
Contrivances as thefe, than from the ftrcngth of the Pa- 
pifts thcmfelves. They will certain!) go on with their In- 
tereft, a^ long as they are fecure of fuch Auxiliaries, Thefe 
things muft be confiJered in the drawing of your Bill, that 
fo the Rcinedy you propofe may be propottir nable to your 
Difeafc. For an Acil of Affociation may be feveral ways 
evaded by l^ich Opinions as thpe, if they (houid grow a* 
tnongft the Pepple ; and it will be an irreparable Blow to 
the Proteftant Intercft to accept of fuch an Expedient, if 
it ihould prove Ineffecflual. And thcreiore it ought to be 
fo drawn, as may provide f«r all the contrivances of that 
Party : For, Sir^ Icunnot imagine that ever P fe,y will at- 
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temp^ to tame into this "Nation hare- face J, but do expeB that 
the Detign will always be carried on^ as hitherto, undrr fame 
'Difgutfe^ either by a Toleration in favour of tender Confci- 
ences, or in the Name of Church-men, or a Loyal Parry, for 
4be Defence of the Church or Government, xvh-'ch fme Presby^ 
teriap'plot would much conduce, and he an excellent Pretence 
for raifing of an Army, and afprehendivg or difarming iffuch 
Ferfons as are m^ft likely to cfp.fe that Inter eft, I muft con- 
fekf Sir, I have not very well digefted what I have faid to 
you on this Subjeifk ; but unlefs you can change the Intc- 
reft at Court, and remove thofe Counfellors that are fo 
much for the Duke, t think you may juftly fear all chefe 
Stratagems, and that it will be impoffible to contrive any 
Affociation-bill that can provide againft them. And there- 
fore, that we may not fpend our time in vain, I would 
Jiumbly move you, Sir, to go on with the Bill of Banifli- 
joaenc, which is moft likely to do you fome Service. Ac 
fcaft, bv it we (hall fee, whether any thing will be granted 
aga\nft Papifts or no : For this purpofe it will be necefTary, 
ilvat the Houfe be moyed-, that the Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgefles, be commanded to bring in a Lift of ail the moft 
confiderable Papifts in England, in order to banifti the moft 
notoi:ious. 

y. B. Sir, I retaih a good Opinion of an Aflociation- 
hill, notWithftanding what hath been faid, as to the Weaki-. 
nefs it may receive from our unhappy Divifions in Points 
of Religion and Intereft, too much promoted by fome o^ 
our Clergy. For, Sir, when I confider how the Laudean 
Principles^ as to raifing of Money withcut Parliaments in the 
Ute times, infeBed mcft of our Clergy, fo as that they not 
in'y preached up the Kjngh alfolute Authority over Mens 
hoperties, but branded with the Title of Babels, and con- 
divined to Hell thofe that offered to a^gue againft it : I do 
conclude^ that is is uj^ulfor one or two Bifh'ops, to give Mea* 
fures or DireBions to the reft of the Bifhopj, and they to the 
Clergy of their Jeveral Dioccjfes : And that therefore the 
Clergy derive the Politicks generally frcm one or two Bifhops 
in fome great Station. Yet, Sir, when I remember how 
after fome little time many of the Clergy fell off, and 
would not follow fuch Inftrudlions ; and how the PeopJd 
foon' excufed themfelvcs from following their Advice iri 
fuch Politicks^ and would no: freely pay illegal Taxes^ ^ 
■■• ■ ' ^ ■ no:-» 
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nocwicbftanding all their EndeavoursJ I atxi apt to think^ 
Sir, that as the People were nor long then milled, (o as ^o 
fubmic to lofe their Property ; fo they will not now, to any 
thing that (hall tend to the lofing o/ their Religion and 
Property both. They will foon difcover what is their In- 
tereft, and how true Intereft will not tye. I have often 
told you within thefe Walls, they will foon appjrehend 
that Popery will bring in Slavery, and reduce them not 
only to an idolatrous, fuperftitious Religion, but to wear 
Woodden-lhoes like the French^ and to eat Herbs like the 
Spaniardf becaufe they will foon know that they (hall not 
be long Mafters of any thing they have : And however 
they may be perfwaded for a while, I am confident they 
will at laft confult how to fave their Bacon. They will 
difcern that the Clergy may be good Divines^ but not (b 
good Folhicidns ; und that there may be fame difference in 
Foint of Intereft hetxQeen them and the Clergy ^ becaufe Clergy* 
men mty be in a foffibility of being advanced by Popery if they 
fubmit ; but the Laity under a probability of lofing at, mt* 
withftanding aU Submiffions. Sir, I do not trouble you with 
this Difcpurfe out of a Fear thai our Clergy will not (hew 
themfelvcs good Proteflbants ; fori have that Veneration for 
them, and Opinion of theni, as to believe that many of the 
Bithops and Clergy too, would aflS^on die for the Prote- 
ftanc Religion as any Perfons in the Nation, But I am 
Jealoiis th^ there is fome over- amng Power got in among fi 
them^ fomething anfwerabie to that of a Popijh Succeffor in 
the State ; by whofe means thofe Bills were fo eafily paft 
in the late Long Parlianrient, under a Pretence thajt they 
were for the Prelervation of the Prote(tant Religon,'ii^i&fci^ 
the Commons then founds and any Perfqn that wil now fer^^ 
tkfe them may find, would irtfallibly have brought in Popery. 
^nd how, (ince the Ploc, the Danger of Fanapicks b cried 
up more thaii that of the ^apifts ; and bow tender they 
^re in the ^oinc of a Bopilh Succeflbr,or joyning in any thing 
th^t is againft him. But though theie things mat^e me 
Jealous there is fome body that mifleads them now in mat* 
ters relating to Eopery, as fotmerly in things relai;ing to 
j^roperty ; yet I am of Opinion that they will ere long fee, 
that to ftand up for the InterelV of a Popifti SucceflTor, to 
have a Popifh King, to weaken the Proteftant Intereft, and 
/peak iU of Parliaments, is not the right way to preferv^ 



tbe Proteftant Religion $ but t plain Concradidion and an 
Invention of Jefuits. And cbereforey Sir, I am for going 
on with cbe Aflbciation Bill ; for I will never doubt, that 
the true Intereft of the Nation, in fo great a Concern as 
this, will long be baffled by fuch Projedlors. And there- 
fore it is my Defire, that the Houfe may be moved to ap- 
point a Committee to draw up a Bill for that purpofe. 

Sir fV. H Sir, I think you have been well mov^d, as 
well for the Aflbciation Bill as the Baniftiing Bill. By the 
one, you will fend your Enemies out of the Country 5 by 
the other, be in a good Condition to keep, them out, which 
may go a great way to fecure us. 

Sir F. t{. Sir J. H. and Mr. L. G. for the Banifliing 

Bill. 

Sir N. C. Sir, I am not againft any of thefe Bills, be- 

caufe they may be all convenient for the prefent Occaiion ; 

but if any Man think that thefe Bills will do without the 

Succeffion Bill, I believe they will find themCelves miftaken. 

For thefe Bills will fignify nothing, unlefs you can remove 

iour Popilh Succeflbr, and your Popifli Intereft. Thefe 
iiUs will not reach your Papifts in Mafjuerade^ who mi 
certainly continue at long as there is a Popifh SucceJfoTy and 
make your Banifliing Sill, and Aflbciation Bill too, as in- 
cfFe<%ual as • white Paper. Let fuch as I could Name to 
you, have the Command of the Sea-ports, (as I fuppofe 
they will, without my naming them) and in the Lieute- 
nancy, and Commiflion of the Peace, and when the prefent 
Heat is over, let the Papifts come back when they will, 
diey will have no Caufe to doubt having a kind Reception. 
For you muft not expe(fl to have plain ruflick^Country Gen^ 
tUmen in fuch Commands, hvitvoeU bred Courtiers^ and fome 
food eafy credulous Gentleman that will foon be perfwaded 
there is no Danger in Popery ; and then of what ufe will 
your BaniQiing or Aflbciation Bill be? As long as the Duk^ 
bath fo many Friends at Court, (between whofe Intereft 
and Popery I cannot hear there is any Diftindlion) I think 
no Laws that we can make againft Popery will do us any 
good, becAufe all the Laws we have already^ have done us none. 
For the fame Ans and Power that hath hitherto defeated 
all your other Laws, will alfo defeat what you are now 
about. And therefore, Sir^ I am of Opinion we are not 
yow a(3^ng like the true Phyjicians of cfae Nation, but like 
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Mountebanks. For the moft we (hall ht able to do thi!^ 
way, is to patch and plafter up our Sores, and have them 
hereafter break out incurable upon us. But if you are re- 
folved to go on with thefe Bills that have been propofed, 
I will not offer to oppole the Senfe of the Committee, but 
would move you, (that we may not forget, or lofc in the 
Crowd, that whioi at laft, I believe, muft be purfued, i^ 
ever you will do any thing for your Religion) that in the 
firftf^are you pals a Vote, That it is the Opinion of this 
Commit pee ^ that as long as the Papifts have anjf hopes oftht 
Dul{e 4 York's fucceeding the Kjng, that the King's Perfon, 
the Proteftant ^etigiony and the Lives and Liberties of the 
People f are in apparent Danger. 

S. T. Sir, I have read that a great Minifter of State of 
Spain, gave ihi'> fliort Advice to a Friend of his that was 
coming Ambalfador into England ; that he Ihould not al- 
ways aim at the beft. I think it may be convenient for uf 
to follow cliat Advice ; for if we (hould not havcfome- 
thing for our Sjcuricy, before we get the beft, I am afraid 
it may happen co us, as it did to a Man whofe Houfe was 
bcfet with Thieves, he was fo long arming his Servants, 
and app'jincing them their diftin^ Quarters, that the 
Thieves broke in, and caught them all unprovided. I pray 
God it may noc be our Cafe ; though I am very (enfible 
that none of rhclc Bills can effeAually do our Bufinefs ; for 
nothing can ftcure us againft this Party, but being free of 
their Principles as well as of their Perfons ; which I con- 
clude will always remain in fome Perfons amongft us, noc- 
withftanding your bani(hing of Papifts, as long as there is 
a Popilh Succeflor. For I remember what a great Man 
of S^vedeland rold me, that all Laws they could make, had 
never any EHFcdt againft them, until they not only bani/hed 
them eut rf their Country y but fecured the Government in the 
Hand of Princs of their own B^ligion ; And I am afraid, 
that nc»thing Ids than the fame way wi'l ever do our Bu- 
finefs here. For it is not (o much tHe Number of the Pa- 
pifts as their Principles, and the danger of their getting 
the Government into their Hands, which we know they 
have been long aiming at, that may j'jftly be feared, in 
which I am perfwaded they will be fo reftlefs, as that we 
(hall never be fecure againft them, unlefs wc can banifh 
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their principles from Court, as vpcA as the People out of th^ 
Qountrjf. 

Sir F. IV. Sir, What my good Friend that fpoke laft 
hath faid, that we (hould get fomeching, and not lofe all, 
by aiming (o earneftly at the bcft, is very well, if we were 
like to get any thing initead of it, that (hall have the ap* 
pearance pf being ferviceable in this Cafe : But I have feen 
old Parliament-men miftaken fome times, and I am afraid 
that he will fooner fee this Parliament diffolved, than any 
thing granted that (hall be macerial againft Popery. And that 
the mentioning of thefe BiUs fhaU afterwards arife in Judg^ 
ment againji you; however, I think we mu(t adventure. 
What this Aflbciacion Bill may be^I cannot tell, until it be 
drawn ; but I fee no Oppofition made to any of thG(e Bills 
that have been propofed ; and I believe there is much Bu- 
finefs yet behind tor this Day, and that you will do well 
to husband your time, and put this Bufinefs out of your 
Hands by putting the Queftions. 

Sir J^. T. Sir, You have been very well moved for the 
bringing in of fuch Bills as may tend as much to the Secu- 
rity of the Proteftant Religion as any that can be olSered, 
That of Banifhment will certainly go a great way to de- 
ftroy, not only their Power, but their Intereft and Princi- 
pics too, and be a great diQieartning to their Party abroad. 
That Intereft will not then have fo,many Engines to work 
with here, as now they have. And the Bill of AJfociation 
will be neceflary, that we may have a Law to defend our 
fclvcs. The AflTociation made in (^ueen £/Vjj4^^^)b*s time, 
, will be a good Prefident to draw it up by. And feeing 
there is no Oppofition, I ihove you to put the Queftion. 

Refolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee^ that 
one means to fupprefs Popery is^ that the Houfe be 
moved that a Bill be brought in immediately , to hanijh^ 
all the confidtrabe Papifts out of the Kjngdoms, 

H; M. Sir, by offering at the Exclufion Bill, we may 
conclude we have offended the Duke of Tork^ ; by this Bill 
for Banifhment, all the reft of the confiderable Papifts 
in England. As we have made many Enemies, fo it wlH bf 
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eokoenient ihdt we fhould enfyavimr to get fame Laip to ik; 
fend our felvef againfi their smptacahle Defigns, For which 
a Bill for an Aflociacion of all his Majefties Proteftanc Sub- 
jfifts may do well; and therefore I pray chat weimay Move 
the Houfe co have it brought in. 

pV. G. Sir, As we are (ick of complicated Difeafajj 
though all have ^heir original from one Caufe, feeing we 
cannot be permitted to cure that Caufe, we muift rtiink oi 
many Remedies to cure the many Evils that fprout frool 
it. The 'banifhing of the.Papifts alone will do it. And I 
am not willing to pafs any judgment on the AJfociatio% M 
before I fee it. But, Sir, What fruit can you expexS from 
your Laws, unlefsyou can fecure good Judges in H^^fimtt 
fier-Haff, and good Men Lt Commijfionxn all other Places/ 
Is there at this time a Judge, a Deputp Lieuteiiifnt, ordjiu 
fiice of Peace in CommiJJion, that you can expeR /hall J04l 
gainft the Duke of York ? Or if any fuch be in, are diqf 
for more than a Colour ? Are they not over-power'd by fach * 
as are for the Duke's Intereft ? If this do not make all yoaif 
Laws invalid, by not executing them ; is there not an Ar- 
my of about Ten THoufand Men under the Name cf 
Guards, and may not more be raifed ? And what then will 
your Laws fignify? Have we not already had fome Ex- 
perience of this, when the Toleration came out in 1671. 
when there was that Army at Blackcheath^ and Clifferi 
had the Management of the grear Affairs of State ; If die 
King had not then hearkned to the Advice pf his VixVa^ 
ment, what would all the Laws that were then in forfi 
againft Papifts have fignified ; And may you not fee the 
fame again, if you do not take (ome care to prevent it l^ 
What great difference between Clifford and fome of our 
prefent great Minifters, only that he had that PVeal^nefs to 
declare himfelf to be a Papifts and tbefe the Difcretionii 
keep the knowledge of their I^ligion tp themfelves. But wr 
fee they manage things as much in favour of Popery, as 
ever Clifford did. Did not that Toleration, that Armyj 
and that Minifter of State, repeal all your Laws as eflfedu- i 
ally, as if rhey had never been made? When I confidcr y 
how the Tripple-League was broke, after we bad made La»i h 
for the keeping it, by giving near Three Millions ; how tb$ 
Pe.tce wat made up at Nimeguen, after we had made di 
AS' for an adual fVar with France, and given abgve a Mil^ 
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lion fir tmring info f>« I will neVer believe chtc any Iaw 
will te obferved, liiake what you will, unlefs there be 
Aofe about the Ring that may be for the keeping ofic^ 
Qcherwife you (bail have fach Judges, Juftices, Deputy* 
Lieutenants, and other cotnmiffionated Officers, as will 
repeal your Laws at pleafure. And therefore I could wifh 
yoa wpild confider well, how you poflefs thofe that lent 
jTou here, with an Opinion that they may depend upon 
ncfa Laws as tliefe. And at the fame time. Sir, thgt yoa . 
mm Gonfulting the DeftruBion cftbo Fafifls^ I thinly you may 
Jo wet to endeavour the Prefervation of the Proteftants. Is 
dds a time for the Church-men and Diflenters to Quarrel ? 
b is lUce Two Menridii^upon a Road, a High-way-maa 
coming to Rob them, inftead of uniting to defend them* 
SAvcs, they quarrel and didarm one the other, and fo were 
both robbed. I pray God this do not prove at laft our 
Qife. For as that Projed of the Papifts hath, fince PPkfy^ 
MM*s Tryal, had fbange fuccels in dividing us^ lo no doubc 
but it will at lafk come to dilarming us too ; and how that 
will faciliute their Conqueft, may be eafily calcuktcd ? U 
diis a time to weaken the Protefhmt Intereft, by tearing us 
in Pieces by the execution of Afts made againfi Pdpijis r 
Ifhat Man that can believe, tbac that is the way topre^ 
&rve the Protefbmt Religion* or Proteflant Church, is fie 
to believe that St. Denis walk'd many Miles with his 
Head under his Arm, or any other Popi(h Miracle what- 
ibever* ^nd therefore I think you will do well to haften 
the Bill tor uniting of the Protefiant DiJlfinters^ that we 
may biing into the Church as many of them as is poflible; 
and not longer be fo infatuated as to gratify the Papifts in 
that particular, by doing their Bufinefs in deftroying one 
anodier;^but prevent them if podible by Union, fpbidk 
niU tend more to prevent Popery ^ than di the iills thai bav& 
heen fropofed. 

P. F. Sir, I have r^ad in Scriprare, HHoat KJng going 
to make IVar againfi another^ fitteth not, down firji, and con-- 
fnltetb whether he be able with Ten Thoufand to meet hini 
that cometh againfi him with Twenty. I t^ke the denyal of 
the Bill of Exclufton, to be a plain bemonjlration^ that the 
?opiJh Party fhould not be deprived of a right to Govern us j 
afld it is not to be doubted, ihat having that Right, they 
will be fufc to make ufe of aU the Power they cad back ip 
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whb. That we may be the bearer able to joigCy wlie^ 
iher ^t can fortify our felves fufficicntly ugaioft Cvtdk a 
right, and the Power that will namrally tiilow it. i pray» 
^ir, let us follow our SavfO(fr*s Advice, aadconfid^ wbc' 
tker mth Ten Thoufand we ettn meet Tmttty TkoMfnJ. 

When I confider how the Tripple-Lcague waajxofce^ 
and how all Alliances and Tran(a(&Qns relating to Peace 
and War have been (ince managed in favour of the French 
Intereft, contrary to the true Inierefk of England^ acid the 
prefling Importunities of Foreign Natioas as well as 0«r 
own, I think we cannot but conclude, that the D»k?i he^ 
bereft, the French Infer eft ^ and Pofjfh luiertfi^ is all one. 
And that the Duke or Popifh (ntereft have fome great de- 
pendance on the French King, for his Afliftance in the (cf 
tling of Popery here. And no Man can doubt this, bm 
be that will not believe Coleman's Letters, or that there 
was a Peafe made at Nimeguen, in order tCfuthim i^tbe 
tetter Condition. If the Jefuits do manage all the Affairs of 
Eurcpe% as is faid, it may be juftly feared, that the Frenei 
King will improve this Agreement fo^ as to %ct: Flanders^ 
if not Hoiand too, before he perform his Promife of giving 
them the expe&ed Afliftance, which beuig it will condua 
to the deftroy ing of the piroteftants abroad, as well as berc^ 
we may juftly kir the jfefuits will never obftruA. 

Befides the dependance which the Papifts nuiy have d 
Afliftance from this mighty Monarch ; in Jrelan^ they are 
five to one for the Proteftants, and amount to many Hun- 
dred Thoufands, full of bloody Revenge, derived from tfaeit 
Anceftors, wanting nothing but Arms, (which they may 
have from France m a Night) to be enabled to Maflacre all 
the Proteftants in Ireland^ and to be ready to be tranfponed 
Iiither. How the Plot hath been carried On there in ordci 
to it ; how Endeavours have been there ufed to ftifle and 
counterplot it ; who Commands all the Engliflo Coaft op- 
police to Ireland^ we know ; and how our Ports and Ca- 
- ftles are provided, the Examination of the Governour crt 
Che/tpftox9'C/:ftle mzy inform yo\}» 

And that there may not want a Strength to comfel us om 
every fide^ is not the Gbvernment of Scotland quite altered 
by fome Adls made withirfthefe few Years ? Is it not be 
come very near Arbitrary^ Parliaments in a manner lai 
aficle, and the Power invefted in a Privy-Council ? And 
there not a ftanding Army of Twenty Two Thouland Me 
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fieidied by A A of Padiatnent, wich a Declaraciony that thejr 
Hull be ready tp come into England upon any oitcafictn ? 
And is not tbe Du^e now there, Hianaging the Government 
of that Kingdom, and Army too, by putting in his own 
Creatures into the Council and into the Command of the 
Army, and iifing aU other ways imaginable to improve his 
Inteitsft there ? ' 

And WMj we not conclude, that in England there tnay 
be one Hundred Thoufand Papifts fighting Men, and that 
Pmfmouthjt Plimoutbt Shtemefi, Tilhurj^Fcrt^ and HuB^ and 
1^ other Places of Importance, (Hall, when that Intereft 
ihall think it convenient, be in the Hands of Perfbns they 
inay confide in, as well as the Command of the Militia 
and Fleet. 

And what .now; Sir, can ahy Man iay is wanting to 

finable this Patty to make a gre^ Cpnteft with us, but 1 

Popifli King to head them i And doth any tiling ftand in 

their way for that, but his Majefties Life ? And is it not 

ftrange, that though we fee things never fo plain, that 

there is no Remedy for poor Proteftants ? Can it be ima- 

^ned, that if this Party (hould once have a l^g on their 

fide, endowed with a valorous Spirit, and vpwed Revenge, 

fporred on with a fiery Zeal; to get not only Three Crowns 

on Earth, but the Crown of Glory in Heaven, by rooting 

tmt a peftiknt Herefy out of Three Nation^; that they 

win neglea fo great an Opportunity for the cfkabliflung of 

*Popery here ? And will not the Divifions they carry on a* 

mongft us, as to Cburch^men and f'anaticks. Plot or do • 

Plot, be very ufeful to them, biit e&ecially their Anaign- 

inents of Parliaments, and all that'^M^ agtinft Poperjt, at 

FtTtjmone^men^ and Enemies to the Government, occafion iL 

:^reat Weaknefs on our fide ? I thinks Sir, all this put to- 

•toher^ makes a great Strength for that Party, enough to 

..bring us into Mifery, whatever the Ifliie may be. I 

would now. Sir, ^ive you fome account how the Pro* 

teftants may be able in fucH a Cafe td defend ttiemfelves | 

but I proteft, Sii^, I kftow. not what Defence they will 

be able CO make legally. It is true. Sir, as long a$ our 

!50od Ring Livesj we may live in Qpiec ;^ but things ht* 
ng thus, are not the Papifts under great Temptations to 
^o oil with their old damnable , Defign, or fet up a new 
one for the Deftrtidion of the Ning. And if it (hould fo^ 
bappeiiY either by their wicked Cotinfels^ or naturally, t 
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think there is no way left us to oppofe this Party, tut hy 
M^^bellion^ and therefore I thinl^we ma; conclude, that our 
Lives, Libertiet^ and ^s^igion, are to determine with the 
Kfn^s Life. 

I confefs, Sir, this is a melancholy Difcourfe, but I am 
afraid too true ; and that the more you confider of it, the 
more reafon you will have to believe, that there is fucb 
a Net fpread to catch poor Proteftants, as cannot fail to do 
it effe&aally, whenever the }efuits (hall be pleafed to draw 
it. And our Condition looks the more difmal, becanle 
though King, Lords, and Commons, have fo often declared 
tl^at there hath been a damnable, execrable, devililh, bet 
lifh, abominable Plot carried on by the Papifts, yet that 
all Remedies againft the like for the future muft be denied 
us ; I mean fuch as can fignify any thing' • and we muft 
now again be expofed, as we were before the Plot broke 
out, to all their Barbarities, having only weakned that 
Party by executing about Twenty Old Men ; but ftrength- 
ned them much more by having difcoura^ed all Wimef- 
fes A'om ever revealing more of their Plots, and by the 
Discoveries they have made of the Strength of their Party, 
.»! the ftifling of this Plot. And yet all will not open 
fbe Eyes of fotxie Proteftants, that fo if poffible we might 
\itio happy as to lay our Divifions afide, and joyn againft 
die common Enemy, without which we muft certainly be 
ruin"d. 

And if this be our Cafe, and there be nothing wanting 
but a Pofifh Kjng to complete our Mifery, and the Art of 
Man cannot find out any way to fecure us againft a Pofifh 
Kjng without the ExcluJion^hiB ; is it not ftrsnge it flH>uld 
be rejeded in the Hou(e of Lords ? I cannot believe that 
the Fathers of the Church (hould join in that which muft 
infallibly give Opponunity for the tearing out of the Bow* 
els of thw Mother, and deftroying her for ever. If fo, 
well may we lie down and cry, fVe have no bodj to helf us, 
hut only thee, O God, 

Sir, I have troubled you too long, but I hope what I 
have faid, may be of fome ufe to you in refolving about 
thefe Bills that are propofed, though I think they will all 
come fhort of our Cafe. Seeing you have voted a Bill for 
the banifhing of thePapifts, I think you may do well ^ 
try what a Bill of Affoeiation may amount to : But I agree 
W1& the Opinion ofthofe worthy Members that have told 
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yoo, that thefe Mnp are put upon you, ihat you may 
give occafioo to thole that m/h ill to Parliament, to argue 
thereby for your Dijfolution ; and afterveards to fer/kade the 
People that, you went about to diffolve the Foundation of the 
Geoemment. And therefore I do not expeA any good ef- 
fea:. of chete Bills. 

Sir F. i(. Sir, By the ferious Diicourfe which that wor- 
ihy Member hath made of the ladnels and infecurity of our 
Conditiop, we may plainly lee, how by the Iniereft of the 
Duke pf fork,^ there is a great Power combined againft ut, 
and thar bur Coudidon is irrecoverable, if he (hottld come 
CD be Ring. And therefore. Sir, I defire you would puc 
die Queftion, upon a motion that was made a Kttle while 
fince. That it is the Opinion of this Committee, that as 
long ^KSthe Papifts have ahv hopes of the Duke's fucceeding 
to the Government of this Nation, that the King's Perfon, 
Qor the Proteftant Religion, nor the Government of this 
Nadon, canogt be fecure. ' 

Refolved, That it it the Opinion of this Committee^ that 
as lonz as the Pafijls have any hopes of the Du^e tf 
York^ fucceeding the King in the Kjngdoms of England 
and Ireland, ami Dominions thereunto helonging, the 
Kff^'s PerfoUf the Protefiant H^ligion, and the Lives^ 
Lieerties, and Properties of all his Mafefties Protefiant 
SuljeSs, are in apparent Danger of being deftroyed. 

Sir G|. Q. Sir, 1 am of Opinion the Popift Plot goeth 
pa as'much as ever, and the Papifts are fo proud of it, as 
diey cannot forbear bragging of their hopes to fee better 
Days fpeedily. ( think. Sir, feeing we are not like for one 
While to have the Exclufion-bill^ we (hall appear negledfiil 
of our Duty, if we do not try what Security «an be con- 
trived by an AJfociation-bit. And therefore I humbly pray 
that the Houfe may be moved to appoint a Committee to 
draw up and bring in a Bill for aJfociaKng all his Majefties 
Proteftant Subjeft$. 

Sir H. C. Sir, The reafon why wc are now in this De- 
bate, is becaufe a Negative ispaft on our Bill for excluding 
die Duke of Tork^. It is ftrange, feeing the Danger of the 
Proteftant Religion is fo great, (if there be any intent to 
(ave it) that the only BiU which could ferve for that find 
Ihottld be thought too much. I am of Opinion, that no 
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©ihcr Bills can do us any Service at all 5 for it will J)c prc^ 
tended they are all voia/ bccaufe made againft the Right 
^nd Prerogative of your lawful King, without this Exclui- 
iton-bin. Yet feeing his Majefty hath fo often in his 
Speeches recommended the Security of the Proteftant Re- 
ligion by oihe* ways, I think it is our Duty to try what 
odier Laws can be made, though it ]be only to give the 
King and the World Saiis£idion, and to enable us the 
better to judge whether fuck Speeches froceed from bis Ma^ 
jefiies GopdneJSf or from evil Council. I muft confeis, Sii^ 
I am afraid, feeing the Duke of TorlCs fiitereft is now as 
geeki at Court as ever, and that there are fo many of th^ 
Privy- Counfellors for him, as well as mpft others in Place* 
«f Truftand Command, that they that advife the King 
to put in that limitation in all bis Speeohes, do i^iiM^, ebiif 
withot^ tha/t Laxo there can be none made that ean^frgudice 
the Dulse's Interefty and fo confequently not- ftO€ the Protei 
ft ant fyligion, and therrfore they advijje it, * For how can 
we realonably prefume otherways, feeing his Intereft is (6 
fixt as It is, and the H^eel within the ff^heel continues, 
which bath been fo often complained of. When I pon-< 
derate on the good things his Majefty always doth, when 
be is pleafed to exclude the corrupt Politicks, and Advice 
of others, I cannot but lament afrelh our great Misfortune 
in haying a Popifh Succejfor, that (hould be able to create 
iuch ah Intereft, as to hinder us from the good ^k£t therev 
of. His Majefty did once declare, how- lenfible.be was of 
the Inconvenience of being advifed by fnrivate Cabah^ and 
feemed refotved todifnufs them, and front that time forward 
to advife with his Privy-Council, and in Cafes extraordinary^ 
with tie. great Council, the Parliament. How he cametQ 
vary fron^ that Refoludon I do not know ; but I am aEtaid 
we (hairnot fee any alteration' it favour of the Protejiani 
loteireft, until we fee fome change in that particular. Fot 
though the Duke's Friends may do very well te preferv^ 
the Dulles Inter ejly which upon aU Accounts is Popery ^ ye^ f 
thbk, they are very inconuftent with the pifefervation of 
the Protsftant Intereft :- And therefore until iome alteratioa 
in Council, as Parliaments have laboi^red in vajn agaixA 
Popery thefc Two Years, fo lam afraid we fliall now^ 
^owever. Sir, I am not againft' trying what ftrengch yon 
can make of an Ajfcciation-bill 5 but I am itfraid, that withi 
f«t the E^xcltf/ion-biS, you wiU find your work endle^; 
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and chat one Bill witl oaMG6n itiother, and all prove to 
lindc pmrpofe without it, and that you will bat ^ve your 
Bneimes a bdndU to reprefent you amifs, and get nothing. 
, ^ Sir, The many Difcoories you have hea^ this Day 
toochiog the ftrength of the PeMpiih Intereft at home, and 
how combined with fereign Power, doth not fo much 
ftartle me,' at to fee, that tUtbe ftrength up$n which the 
?r$tfftnnt Fatty tmtfl i^fiudfor Security^ is put into tb§ 
Hmidi of Biiftnh ttbicb mreftiT the Dukf't Intmr^, which we 
bsve resfin te ufutrrftnnd f har the fame with Pofery ; not 
a Perfon ^iag imptoyed in any Place of Command er 
Trnft, that evcr.declaf^ againft that IntcreflL If I be 
miftaken in whac I fay, I defire to be coneAed ; I fpeak 
according to the beft infbmiation I could have,r and I be* 
Seve all hfete know, what m exoB Scrutiny there hath 
been often made in all ^Cmintries and Corparacions, for 
Ac findings but of Men that Way inclined^ or Othtrways io 
fut^d^ as are not fir to make any Oppofitien to tit Defigns 
tmnted en by the Popifh Party. . And it oy chance atty is put 
in, not fettered either by Opinion or Intereft to thac Party, 
upon die fiifft appearance he is prefently difcharged, as if 
he were a Tray tor to his Country.' And now amr a long 
interval of Parhaments, and aK)re and more Difcciv^es 
of the reality and danger of the Popifli Plot, not only here, 
but va^lrelandf and of the many Contrivances of that Party 
to'ftifie new Evidence, and to corrupt and difcourage the 
oU/of the certain Ruine of the Proteftant Religion from 
a fbpifli SuQcetfor and Popilh King, what Remedies are 
we fike to obtain this Seffion ? I am afraid very few or 
none ;; ioc I muft confels, I am iHU of Ojpinion, there catt 
be, none without the Excltfion-biUy which the Lotds have 
dirOwn out without fo niuch as a Conference^ and therefore 
I am i^aid, tbar what the Wimetfes have fatd, they were 
tdd'by feveral Jefuits is. true ; That Popery wdsfe clenched 
and rit^teiy that it did not lie in the Power ef Qod nor 
IMm to prevent thefeMing cf it in this Natien. And if 
we cqn&der what an Interctt that Party hath now at prtfent, 
and ^w things are prepared ^> afford tbetn a greater Af-^ 
fiftaiice heresmer ; how a Popib King, as well as our Di^ 
vlfians and Amsnofities^ will contribute to it, though I hope 
God will make them Lyart; yet J conclude, they havei. 
fireat deal of reafon to be very confident. And J fee noc 
|Nrw we can help our felves, (edng there are fo many M<« 
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niflirs of Scale about the Ki^f ^ho are as a iPardtioiiZ 
wall between him and bis People. 1 find in Co6kf% Heparts*^ 
chat when the Nation was ' in apparent Danger, the People , 
snig^t go dire&Iy to the King with their Grievances, and 
msdce^eir Gimplaints and Petitions known. I think, we 
may do well to confultthis Text, and fee if we can find oos 
any better way than what we have tryed already, to coiw 
^ey our humble Supplicatioiis to his Royal Perfon. In the 
mean time I think you haul fioc beft to go off from the Bill of 
Affcciatim i for which we have a {{tQQdent in Qpeen Eli" 
^etV% time, firft made by the Gentry, and a&erwards 
confirm*d by Aft of Parliament. 

L. G. Sir, I would not £(bourage you from going on 
with thefe Bills } but I am afraid they will M fiu: flion o£ 
the Power and &rengch that will be neceflary to root out 
an Intereft that hath been above wu Hundred Tears rivet- 
ting it felf by all arts and ways ima^nable, and hath pow 
fixt it felf fo near the Throne. I muft confeft, I am afraid 
we are at labour in vam, and that this Intereft hath (o 
deneUd it felf^ (as the Jefuits term it) diat it will bredc not 
only this Portismenr, but many more, if not all Psrlia^ 
memSf and the Broteftant t(^igiem too* It is too weighty 
to be removed, or pervened; by fuch little Bills as thefe : 
No Sir, you will find, that nothing le& than %firm Vnien 
among ft all the Proteftants in this Nation, can befufficient te- 
give any cheek, to this Intereft. As long as.there are amongft- 
us fo many Peribns as know not ri^fldy how to ipplySe: 
Dangers of the Church and State, nor the Miferies of Forty^ 
One, but will be led by Popilh Prpjeftors, I am afraid fudr 
Bills as thefe will not do our Bufinefs : Becaufe they will 
not deftroy that> footing which they have at Court, nor 
ftrengtfaen the Proteftanc Intereft, which muft have its Ofi^' 
glnal from. Union. Ic is ftrange^' that none but thofe who-.

S*^ are friends to their Enemies; and it is (bange that we^ 
all oA^ Nations; (bbuld fall intb this Piece of pdliqr. 
Bat, Sir» for thefe Reafoos you may conclude, that unlels 
what Laws you make, be ftrong and weQ penned, they 
^ fi^nify nothing againft fo powerful a Party asr you have 
with. ' 

l{. Sir, Though it plainlyappear,by what hath been faid 
upon this Debate, that the Proteftant Religion is in a dan*- 
geroas Condition, yet ^hen I confider how ftrangely God's 
Providence hath hitherto help'd us, and defeated all the 
wicked Stratagems of this. Party, I cannot defpair. Not- . 
withftanding the breaking of the Trifple Lesgue, the 1>uteb ' 
^^ i67X. and the Afliftacice given the Freifcl^, the Pro. 
ttflpants abroad are not all deftroyed : Neidiei: by tbeir firing 
di Londmf Endeavours to eaniff Parliamehfs, and Con- 
nivances againft the KiH*' ^^^t ^^^^ ^''^y Y^^ deftroyed \ 
aH at honie.

SurH^.?* Sir, There hath been fo much faM already 
Tipon the Su)>jeft-matter of this Debate, that I fhall have 
liftk Occafon to trouble you long. The worthy Member 
tBiKt fpbke a while fince, bath (hewed yoti from whence 
our Fears of Popery arife, from the Dependance they have; 
of Afliftance from France^ IrcUmdf and Scotland^ in cafe 
ttiere Ihonid be a Popi/hJ^ngf beiides the Party they have

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the speech, f conclude. That the Sticce(s of diis [Partial 
ment depends upon our^Anfwer to it; and conleqaently, 
the Safety of the Proteft^t Religion, both at Home and 
Abroad. And dierefbre I think my felf very unable m 
advife in this Matter^ and ihonld not have actenspted ii; 
but that you have encouraged me by ^otir Leave to fpeak 
fiift . So that if I offer any thing ami(s, thofe that come 
after will have Opportunities to corred me. I wotild be* 
^in with the latter End of die Speech firft ; becanfe that 
pare of it is onoft Utely to beget a fair Underftanding be- 
tween His Majefty and ttusHoufe. ^t I cannot but bb« 
ferve, vwhat great Care is here again uken of preferring 
the Sacceflion in the right Line, is in all other his Maje* 
fty*s Speeches ever fince the Plot broke one. I tUnk 
more could not be done, though it were in Bdhalf of the 
King's Son, and zPmeftaut too. That Limitation, and 
His Majefiies Offer rffecuring the Protefam H^ighn, ^f br 
Snccemon in the ^ight Line may be meant the Dn^e) 
upon many Debates in this Houfe is found irrectmcib^hz 
and therefore muft be imputed to thofe that have advifea 
fiis'Majefly thereto. To preferVe the right Succeffion in 
the Duke, is to preferve (omething or nothing. The ftmie- 
tiiing muft be no lefs than the Crowq, in Cafe of his Maje^. 
ftyV Death; and fo confeqaently the Intereftof thepo- 
(h i^arty, who, after one Hundred Years ^rideavotlrs to 
^ ve a Prince of their Religion ; the inde&tigable Indaftry 
of the Je/iiifs to obtain it, and the Lois of fo much Blood 
ipent therein, will, befides their Prindpfer and Indihationii 
layo^'theinn great Obligations to make uleof the Oppx- 
taiiitf'%0 eftabliih^heir Religion again in . this Nation., & 
that! ihuiflf confefs, thefe J^firvarims look, tomeli^eaftr' 
feB Defign to fave the v^bole Partjf, aceompdnieJ whi s 
FmnrMna a'P^ehnpfiiJ^ffkient to enakle them to dceotiMb 
their End. For*to this, the faving of theDtdce's fl^gk 
doth ambunr; *and confequently the Deftrudkion of the 
Proteftant Religion. ' Which cannot be imasbed to pro* 
ceed from his Majefty. In former Times, the Intereft of 
no one Man could ever bear up againft the Intelreft of the 
Nation ; now it feems, that the Relij^on, Lives, . and U^, 
bertiesof all the People of th^ Nation ; nay, Imay^fiiT; 
an the Proteftants of the Three Nati,ons, mi^ aQ be loft^ 
tdtber t^an one Mdm be difpoffeft tf Us Hfgl'^i though b| 
" "'* bath made bitttfi^ inesfMble teenjofit. Cjertainly 
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diere mofr be m^ intended by this than the faving of 
one Man ; it muft be the (aving of a Party. And therefore. 
Sir, I am afraid we are but where we were two Years ago. 
For it is plain to me, that there is a ceruin, fatal Scheme^ 
which hath been exa&ly purfued thefe Twenty Years, in 
order to deftroy the Proteftant Intereft, and hath had a 
ftrai^ fecret Operation in the Management of all our 
AffiuFS. And although now and then fome Accidents have 
ha|^>ened, that have occafioned fome Alteration for a Time; 
as by his Majefty's recalling the Toleration, fome Tranfadti- 
ons of Parliaments, the breaking out of the Plot^ and his Ma- 
}efty's Toleration ofhis Council in 1679. ^^^ Iobferve,thac 
after a liale while there is no Change in the main ; all returns 
CO the old Schemeias if there were a certain infallible Balance 
6mi did preponderate. We have had fo much Experience of 
Us Majefty s Goodnefs and Inclinations^ that we cannot 
hot conclude, that there is (till fome fuch thing, as a 
.Wheel within a Wheel ; whether Jefmts, (for 'tis like 
diem) or who, I cannot tell, nor how the Government is 
influenced, that the Proteihuits (hould not be able to ob- 
tain any thing for their Security. But we may guefs, and 
jnftly fear, that it will never be otherwife, as long as there 
IS a Fopi/h Succeflbr. The Truth is, we have a hard task 
to ferve our King and Country in fuch a Time as this is. 
We may expole our felves to the Rage of a powerfiil Par- 
ty ; but, I am afniid, get little to fecure our felves againft 
tbdr Revenge. We are under the lame Inequality as fair 
■Gamefters that meet with thofe that ufe falfe Dice; and 
are like to have the £ime ill Luck at laft^ unlefs his Maje- 
ftjr (hould be pleas'd to confider, who ftands up moft for 
his Government, and who plays faireft ; and accordingly, 
duuige his Councils. The firfl three Paragraphs of the 
Speech are about Atiances^ the fourth ^ about Tangier i 
toe fifths about fecuring the Succeffion ; the Jixtk, to know 
whjit we defiref and what we will do. 

Sir, I uke no Delight in looking backward ; but with* 
oat doing it at this Time, I am afraid we (hall not mend, 
as we go forward. It is not to be doubted but that, as 
well for the Security of the Nation at Home, as of FUn* 
iers againft the Power of France^ and the Proteftant Reli' 
^on Abroad, we are underaNeceflicy to make Alliances; 
and that they cannot be made nor fupported without Mo* 
ncy. But did we not give above Tm Millions fot the Pre- 
fcrvation of the Trippli'League ? And was vt tvotVs^ ^e. 
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fovftt of tb€ Fr^h and P^ijh Psrfy icbployed to break it t 
Did we not a little while once give abottt a Mithm 0nd a 
Half for zn MOual Preneb fVsr? And was there not pie* 
fendy a general Peace made ? Do not all Foreign NatioM 
compkin, that, not withftanding all our Treaties, Precencx^ 
and Declarations^ we have been only true to Erancet And 
what Reafon have we now to imagine, that if we flioiil4 
give Mon^ for Leagues, that it womd be imployed other* 
wife than formerly ? Is not the fame Schenne of Govern* 
ment purfned ftill? Is not the Ereneh Ambajfadar^ and the 
French PPemen too, as great at Court as ever ? And hav« 
not the Duke's Creatures the Management of all Affairs^ 
And if the Dukft Interefiy the French Intefe/lf and the P#- 
ff/h hitereft, be all one ; can you imagine, that yoiir Mooejr 
(hall be imployed to make any Alliances that ihaO be fer 
the Advantage of the Proteftant Religion ? No, Sir, tho 
his Majefky fo intend it ; yet the Wheel within a Wbed^ 
which hath managed all ether Atidnees hitherte^ ml idfi MM- 
nage thefe^ andbavetheDiJpefalofeur Money teo, and/m^ 
ifcrt it to our DeftruStien. And until things fettle heie at 
Home on a true Proteftant Bottom^ it cannot be imagined^ 
that any Foreign Prince will depend on us, or tiuke Allf- 
ances with us. And therefore as weU for that, as beeaiift 
our Money may not probably be difpofed of for any good 
End, it is in vain to treat of either Alliances or Money. 
For until the Intereft be changed at Court, that (6 there 
may be a bener Underftanding between \ht King isd 
his People, it cannot produce any thing for olir AdYtf* 
tage. 

As to Tangier f and the Succeflion, there hath been fo 
much iaid already, when thofe Points were debated, that t 
will not trouble you with more at this Time. 

But I beg leave to add fomething about the latter paij 
of the Speech, which doth a little comfort me,« becattie i 
hope we may graft fuchan Anfwer thereupon, as may be- 
get a right Underftanding with his Majefty. I know diis 
Houfe is conftituted of Perfons mu^h difier^nt frooi 
that of the long Parliament, bccaiife of .the many Peofi- 
oners that were in it; and that we need not now be v 
firaid to talk of Money. I believe we all know, that with- 
out giving Money this SeflSon, the Nation can never b 
happy, nor his Majefty's Governnient fo formidable as r 
ought to be.

Sir, Being it is fo apparent, that all our Fears 
itf Popery arife from, and center in the Duke of Tar\ ^ and 
fi^u it i3 impo(fible the Affairs of this Nation (hould ever 
fettle on a good Proteftant Bottom, as long as there is a 
jpoj^ Succeilbr, which cannot be prevented but by the 
Sme$ffion^Bii. That there may be no ill Con1tru(!%i6a 
Biiidc of our Defires, I would humbly noove you io{£kt 
to fupi^y the King, with what Money he may need for 
the Silppon of Tangier and Alliances, upon his granting of 
die SuceeponrBiU only, that (b his Majefty may have no

It is a Matter of Admiration to 
Bi^ that thofe who have fo often advis'd his Majefty ^ co 
put this, and the former Parliaments, upon finding out Ez- 
p^ients, for (ecuring the Proteftant Religion, without al* 
tering the Succeflion, (houid all this while find out none;

Accordin|; to the CXifiiiQi 
of Hiree fucceffive Parliaments^ the Limiutioo in FavQpl 
of the Ptfff/b Intere^ is plain, intelligible, and^pradicaUk 
I hope his Majefty, againft the next Occafion, will recfuli^ 
them that have io advifed him, to nuke the Expedients 
and other Ways to lecure the Proteftant Refi^on, as plaii 
and practicable ; that fo we may feeif the Security of the 
Proteftant Religion be defigned in. good earneft by fad 
Advifers, which I cannot beueve; bqcadfe what they pro 
pofe is, in my Opbion, a Contradidion in it felf.

if he Ihould live to have a Right, by Virtue of fnch a 
Settlement, to adminifter the Government. In fuch a Cafe 
there would be no lawful Power lodged any where elfe, tc 
oppofe fuch a King, and there muft not be an Imerrmmm 
By this (bort Account you may fee; what Difficulties aD 
Expedients will be liable to; and may conclude, that thofi 
'that advife the King to make this Limitation, do intend m 
as an Expedient to tnako the Endeavoms of Parliaments im 
effeQual, and to bring in Popery. And if you had oflfetttf 
at fuch Expedients as I have mentioned, as the laft HouCSi 
of Commons was arraigned for Omnipotent and Arbitrarjr 
fo would this with fome worfe Chara(Ser ; as having ar- 
tempted to deftroy the Monarchical Government, that, L 
poflible, the King and People might be put out of Love 
with Parliaments.

WE Tour Majefiies moft Dutiful and Loyd SubjsSs, 
the Ccmmons in this frefent Parliament Ajfembled^ 
taving taksn into our ferious Confiderdtion^ Tour bdnjeftys 
gracious Speech to both Houfes of Parliament^ on the i ^ch of

But with Grief of Heart we cnnnot but obferve, that, to 
hefe Princely Offers, Tour Majefly has been advifed {by what 
ecret Enemies to Tour "Majefly, and Tour PeopU, we kpow 
ot) to annex a Htfervation, which j if in fj fled on in the 
nflance to which alone it is applicable, wiU render aU Tcur* 
Aajefty's other Gracious Inclinations of no EffeB or Advan^ ' 
age to us, Tiur Majefly is pleafe d thus to limit Tour Pre* 
nife of Concurrence in the l{emedies which fhall bs proposed, 
hat they may conjijl with preferving the Succeffion of the 
^own in its due and legal Courfe of Defcent, And we do 
mmbly inform Tur Majefly, that no Interruption of that 
Oefcent has been endeavoured at by us, except only the De^ 
cent upon the Perfon of the Duke of York, who, by the wick' ' 
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eiJnftruments of the Church of Romf, has been mamfefily 
perverted to their B^ligion, And we do humbly refrefent to 
Tour Majeftfy as the Jjfue of our tnoji deliberate Thoughts and 
ConfultationSf that for the Papijis to have their Hopes conti* 
muedy that a Prince of that I^ligion Jhould fucceed in t^ 
Thrcne of thefe Kjngdoms^ is utterly incortfiftent with the 
Srfety of Tour Majtfijs Perfon^ the Prefervation qf the Pro- 
teftant £{cligiony and the Profperity, Peace, and IVelfare ef^ 
■ Tour Protejiant SubjeFts, 

That Tcur Majefiys facred Life is in continual Danger] 
smder the projpefi <f a Popifti St^ccejfor, is evident, not otdf 
frcm the Principles of thop devoted to the Church of Rome^ 
which aUcw, that an Heretical Prince (and fuch thtf term 
all Protefiant Princes) Excommunicated and Depofid bytbt 
PjDpe, may be dejlroyd and murther'd ^ but a/fifrom tbeTe-^ 
fiimonies given in the Profecution of the horrid PopUh PIot|p. 
againji divers Traitors attainted for defigning to put thofe ^- 
curfed Principles into PraSice againft Tour Mnjefh* 

Prom the Expe&ation of this Succejjion, has the Number ef 
Fapijis in Tour Majefiys Dominions fo much increafed within 
thefe few Tears, and fo many been prevailed with to defertr- 
the true Protejiant Religion, that thej might be prepared fi 
the Favours of a Popifh Prince, as foon as he fhoutd coma $ 
the Pojfeffion of the Crown : And while the fame ExpeSati 
Ufts, many more wiM be in the fame Danger of tcif^fa, 
verted. 

Tins it is that has kardned the Papifts of this Kjngdoi 
animated and confederated by their Priefts tfn^/Jefuics, 
tnftke a common Pttrje, provide Arms, make Application ti 
Foreign Princes, and foOicit their Aid, for impojing 
upon us I and all this, even during Tour Majefiys Heign* a 
while Tour Majefiys Government and the Laws wae e\ 
ProteBion, 

It is Tour Majejljs Glory and true Interefi, to be t 
Head and ProteBorof all Proteftants, as well Abroad as 4^0" 
Home : But if thefe Hopes remain, what Alliances can k^^ 
made for the Advantage of the Protefiant Religion 4nd Inf^- 
reft, which /hall give Confidence to Tour Majefiys Alias, #^ 
join fovigoroujly with Tour Mijefiy, as the State of that Im^ 
terefi in the l4Md now requires, while they fee this ProtC^ 
ftanc Kingdom info much Danger of a Popilh Succejfor ; fy 
whom J at the prefent, all their Councils and ABions may be 
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eUidedy ds hitherto they have beeni dnd by whom {if he 
^uldfucceed) they are fure to be dejtroyed. 

We have thus humbly laid before Tour Majejljy feme of 
thofe great Dangers and Mifchitfs which evidently accompany 
the ExPeSiuipn of a Popilh Succeflbr. The certai/t and un^ 
JpeakfiUe Evils which wil come upon Tour hdajefiys Prote- 
ftanc Subjects, and their Pofteritj, if fuch a ?rince fhould 
inherit, are more alfo than we can well enumerate, 

Our [{eligion, which is nowfo danger oujly fhaken, wH then 
be totaUy overthrown i nothing will be left, or can be found to 
froteH or defend it» 

The Execution of old Laws muft ceafe, and it will be vain 
to expeSnew ones. The mofi facred ObHgations ofContraBs 
4nd Promi/es, (if any fuch fbould be given) that /haU be judg- 
ed to be againjl the Intereft of the Romifti Religion, will be 
violated; as is Undeniable, not only from Argument and Expe* 
rience elfewhere, but from the fad Experience this Nation once 
bad on the^ like Occafion* 

In the ^ign of fuch a Prince, the Pope will be acknowledged 
Supreamf {though the SubjeEts <f this KJngdcm have fwom the 
contrary) and all Caufes^ either as fpiritual, or in order tofpi^ 
ritual Things, wiU be brought under his JurifdiSion. 

The Lives, Liberties, and Eftates of all fuch Proteftancs^ 
as value their Souls and their ^ligion more than their fecular 
Concernments, will be adjudged forfeited. 

To all this we might add. That it appears in the Difcovery 
of the Plot, that Foreign Princes were invited to ajf/i in /i- 
euring the Crown to the Duke of York, wiVA Arguments from 
bis great y^eal to ejiablifh Poperf, and to extirpate Proteftants 
{whom they call Hereticks) out of bis Dominions i and fuch will 
expeB Performance accordingly, 

iVe further humbly befeech Tour Majejiy, in Tour great iVif' 
dom to confider, Pt^tsepher^ in Cafe the Imperial Crown of this 
Proteflant i^ngdom fhould defcend to the UUke of York, the 
Oppofition which may pofjibly be made to his pojfeffing it, may 
not, only endanger the farther Defcent in the B^yti^ Line^ but 
even Monarchy it felf 

For thefe ^eafons, we are moft humble Petitioners to Tifur 
mofl Sacred Majejiy, That, in tender Commiferation of Tour 
f'oor Proteflant People^ Tour Majefiy wilt be Gracioujiy pleased 
to depart from the ^fervation in Tour fa id Speech i and when 
a hill (hall be tendred toTour MajeJly, in a Parliamentary 
fi^ayf to difable the Duke of York from inheriting the Crowrr^ 
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Totir Majefty will give Tour F^pyal Ajfent thereto 5 and as ff^- 
cejfary to fortify ard defend thefame^ that Tour MajeBy mil 
lil{fmfe be gracioufly pleafed to ajfent to an 4Bj whereiy Tour 
Klajefty*s Protrftant SubjeEls may be enabled to ajfociate them* 
felves for the Defence of Tour Majefty s Ferfon^ the Proteftant 
[{e/igicn, and the Security of Tour Kingdoms, 

Thefe J^cjuefis we are conjlrained humbly, to mal^e to Tour 
Mapjly as ofabfolute NeceJJityy for tbefafe and peaceable En* ' 
joyment of our Religion. ' 

fl^thout thefe Things, the Alliances of England mil not be 
valuable, nor the People encouraged to contribute to Tour Ma- 
jefiys Service. 

• As fome farther Means for the Prefervation both of cur Re- 
ligion and Property, We are humble Suiters to Tour Majejty, 
that from henceforth fitch Perfons only may be Judges wifhin 
the KJtigdcm of England, and Dominion of Wales, as are 
Men of Ability, Integrity, and known AffeElion to the Prote- 
ftant Religion : And that they may hold both their Offices and 
Salaries y Quam diu fe bene gefferint. That { fever al Deputy^ 
Lieutenants, and Juftices of the Pence, fitly qualified for thofe 
ImplojmentSy having been of late difplaced, and others put in 
their rocm, who are Men of Arbitrary Principles, and Counte- 
nancers of Papifts and Pcpery: ) fuch only may bear the Office 
pf a Lord-Lieutenant, as are Perfons of Integrity and l^own 
AffeBion to the Proteftant Religion.

The Dangers and Inconveniencies arifing from a PopijH 

SuccelTor are very obvious ; and that there will be no Peace 

nor Tranquillity in this J^ation for the prefent, as long as 

thereisaP(?/i/%Succeflbrj ^ndthac our Religion will be 

lofty if therefliouldbe a Popifio King, I am afraid is top 

true: But yet I muft crave Leave to diflent from the O* 

opinion of thofe worthy Members chat have drAvn it, as 

to the other Parts thereof.

And feeing this may probably be grimed, and the 
other Bills not, J hunably move you to recommit the Ad- 
drefs, that it may be better confidered. . I know not how 
this may agree with the Senfe of the Houfe ; but I (haB 
always crave Leave to fpeak in this Place according to piy 
Confdence, that fo I may have Peace within me 5 but rea- 
dily fubmit to better Judgments. 

Mn Speaker^ 
Sir William Jones. Sir, I am very glad that worthy 
Member agrees in theApprehenfions ef the Dangers arifing 
from a Po/»//fo SucceflTor, and in the Neceffity of the Bill of 
Exclufion ; and am very forry I cannot agree with hina in 
the reft of his Dilcourfe. I cannot imagine, without a high 
Reflexion upon his Majcfty, that if^he fliould be per- 
fwaded to prorogue the Houfe for two or three Days, in 
order totals the Exclufion-Bill, that he (hould, inftead of 
permitting us to meet again, dilfolve the Parliament; 
which is quite contrary to iL I fear a Prorogation, with- 
out being intended for this ; but \\ once we could prevail 
with His Ma jefty to do it for this End, I (hould not doubc 
the defired Effed. And in preffing the Ajfociation^Billf we 
(hall not prefs the King to grant us we know not what : 
The Word Ajfodauon may very well be underftood, and 
the Ends of it are declared to be for the Security of His 
Majefty's Perfon, and the Proteftant Religion. And if^ 
«when drawn, it Ihould be dire&ed to other Ends, I fuppofe 
chis Houfe will take Care to mend it; if not, the NingV 
Promife can bind no further than to pafs a Bill for thofe 
^Ctids. But I do much admire to hear, that the having of 
pood Judges, juftices^ and Commanders at Sea and Land,p 
3S a trivial Thing i for I think that all other things you de* 
fire without it, would fignify nothing. As long as' the 
Xaws and Militia of the Nation are in the Hands' of Per- 
fens not we^ affedlied to the Proteftant Intereft, I am a^ 
fraid we (hall have no Security againft Bofery. Ad to the' 
new Way that hath been propofed of bringing Matters 
relating to the Pofiflo Succejfor^ to fuch an ijQTue, as that he? 
may be fscUredj as in Qiieen EUs^abetb's Time. If he had 
been fenfible, that there are none in Office but what are fojr 
his Intereft, he wOuld firft have agreed to have endeavour- 
ed to have got fuch changed, before he wouW have gro- 
po&d t\m way. And it would be nece(&ry diat w^ 
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fhoold alfo have fuch Privy- CoiinfeOors as Qvitin Bliafahetji 
bad, and not Eleven to Stven for the Pfififly Sticceffor* And 
cherefare feeing thefe Propofals have no more Appearance 
of beine for your Service, I fee no Reafon you have to be 
diverted from the Way yon were going: And therefore I 
liiimbly move to agree with your Committee.

f . O I Ry It is not to be doubted but that the Happinefs 
O of this Nation, &nd Safety of our Religion, doth 
depend very much upon preferving the well^onftituted 
Government of the Church; and that the Government in 
the State will not long ftand, if that be mird down, to 
which, I am afraid, diis Bill will contribute very much* 
Sir, It is wen known, how, notwithftanding idl the En- 
deavours of his Majefty, as well in Parliament as other- 
wife, all the Ads that are in Force againft DiJfenterSf all 
the Endeavours of the Fathers of the Church, there are a 
Sort of Men, and great Numbers too, who will neither 
be advifed, nor over-ruled ; but, under the Pretence of 
Confcience, break violently through all Laws whatfoever, 
to the great Difturbance both of Church and State. And 
if you fliotdd give them more Liberty, you will encourage 
them to go on with more Boldnefs; and therefore I think 
it will be more convenient to have a Law far farcing the 
Dijfenters to yield to the Cbtnxb^ and not to force the Church 
fo yield to them ; And I think we are going quite the wrong 
way to do the Nation Good, And therefore I am againft 
chis Bill. 
Mr. Speaker, 

D. Sir, I would not open my Mouth in Favour of chis^ 
Bill if i thought it would any ways grepidice the Church, 
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or Chufch-Govemmenc 5 but I believe it may have a quite 
tonirary Effed:, and tend nnore for the Prefervajciop and 
Safety of the Church and Churcb-»Governmenty than any 
Bill whacfoever chat could be contrived. We have a 
Church- Government fettled by L^, to which the Majorj 
part of the People, like good Chriftians and Loy^al Subje(fh^ 
give Obedience ; but it is our Misfortune that there are in 
the Nation a great many which will not fubmit to this Go^ 
vernmenr, which may be divided under Three Heads. 
I. The Papifts, who differ from us in Points oiFaitb, and 
will not give any. Obeyfance but to the Church oi^om^. 
a. Independants, Presbyterians ^ and fome others, who agree 
in Points of Faith, and diflPer only in (bmc Points of Do-i 
(Str'inc and Ceremonies. 3. QuakerSy who difagree not on- 
ly in.Ppincs of Do(3;rine and Ceremonies, but in Points of 
Faith, and are a head-ftrong fort of unreafonable People^ 
that will nbt fubmit to any Law^ made about Religion^ 
but do give Obedience to -the Civil Magiftrate upon all 
other Occafions. The Church of England-men^ are not 
only the greateft Number, but have the Government dl 
their fide. What Laws to make, that may tend moft to the 
prelerving of it, is your BufineCs. It is in Danger from the 
rapids on the one Hand, and the reft of the Proteftant- 
diffenters on the other, who in fotne Meafure agree in xheir 
Enmity and difrefpec^ to the Church, and tbsrefbre the 
more care ought to be taken for its Prefervation. 

Having thus, Sir, difcovered the Danger of the Church 
in general, it will be neceflary, in order to find out a Re^ 
medy, to Difcourfe a little of the Strength and tntereft of 
'Cach Party in particular. 

Sir, The Papifts are not the greateft Number, but yer^ 
in my Opinion, upon feveral Confiderations, are moft to 
be feared, bccaufe of iheir defperate Principles, which make 
them Bold and Indefatigable, and the Afliftance they may 
have from /^"wkt, France^ and Ireland ^ but above all, froiri 
the great (hare they have in the Management of the Govern- . 
menc, by the means of a Popl/h Succejfor^ and the fear of 
their getting the Government into their Hands hereafter^ 
by having a Papifh J^ing. Which of it felf hath been fuf- 
ficientin former Times to change the Religion of this Na-'j 
tion, and may juftly be feared, may have the fame Eflfefl 
again, unlefs the Proteftants be well united. Tbc Presb)* 
tenanSy Independants, and all other Diffenters, may be more 
in Number than .the Papifts^ and may be virilling enough 
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to have the Church-Government altered, if not deftroyed | 
^et being they cannot have any fuccotir from abroad, nor 
Sx)m the Government here at home, I CAtifie^ fee any great 
Danger from them. For it is not probable that they (hall 
;ver have a King of their Opinion, nor a Parliaifaent, by 
he Difcovery they made of their Strength in the laft Ele- 
%ions. For, according to the beft Calculation I can make^ 
hey could not bring in above one in Twenty. And there- 
ore, becaufe they have not fuch bloody defperate Princi- 
)Ie$ as the Papifts, and becaufe we agree in Points of Faith^ 
ind fo no fuch great Danger from them as from the Pk* 
)ifts, I think we have rea(on to conclude, thac the Church 
s moft in Danger from the Papifts, and that therefore we 
mght to take care of them in the firft Place ; and we can- 
lotdo that by any way more likely to prove Effe<5hial, 
han by fome fuch Bill as this. Becaufe if ic (hould have 
he Efijedk defigned, of bringing in many of the Diflenters 
nto the Church, it would dilappoint them of the great 
opes they have grounded on our Divifions, and make the 
Church ftronger, not only to oppofe the Papifts, but fuch 
^anaticks as may not come in. And if we (hould be (a 
Jnfortunate as that this Bill (hould not have this fuccefs, I 
o not underftand it will any way weaken the Church" 
fovernment. And therefore I am for this BiU. 
Mr. Speat^eTf ^ 

F. Sir, This Bill is intended for the Prefervation of the 
Church, and I am of Opinion, is the beft Bill that can be 
lade in order thereto, our Circumftances confidered. But 
know not what EffeA it may have, becaufe you are to 
eal with a ftubborn fort of People, who in many things 
refer their Humour before Reafon, or their own Safety, 
r the publick Good. But, Sir, I think this is a very good 
ime to try whether they will be won by the Cords of 
.ove or no, and the Bill will be very agreeable to that 
^hriftian Charity which our Church profeffes; and I 
ope that in a time of fo imminent Danger as we are in, 
f a common Enemy, they will confider their own Safety, 
nd the Safety of the Proteftant Religion, and not longer 
;cep afoot the unhappy Divifions that are amongft us, on 
vhich the Papifts ground their Hopes. But rather feeing 
he Church doth fo far condefcend, as to difpence with the 
Jurplice , and thofe other things which they fcruple at, that 
hey will fubmit to the reft that is enjoyned by Law, that 
b we may unite againft the common Enemy. But if this 
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Bill (hould not have this defired Effed, but, on the contra^ 
ry, nocwithftanding this cdndefcenfiop, they (hould conr 
tinue their Animofities and Difobedience to the (^Imrcht^ 
think ftiU the Church will gain very mucjb hereby, and 
leave that Patty without EzcUfe, and be a juft , Caufe for 
the making of more coercive Laws. So that upon^ Ac-' 
counts you have been well moved for tbe paffing of this BilL

£. Sir, I very much admire to bear it alledged^ thac 
this Bill will tend to jche Advantage of the Church ; Ppr 
hc/W can the pulling down of the Pales, and weakening 
the Laws againft its Enemies, be a way to preferve it? L 
am of another Opinion, and do think this Bill may noc 
only occafion a great Weakne(s, but give, I fear, a moc- 
tal Wound to the Church. Is it not much niore reafpnable^ 
that the Diflenters fhould fubmit to the Church, than t)ie 
Church to the DKtenters ? And I am afmid, if once the 
Government (hould begin to yield to them, it w,ill be as in 
Forty One^ nothing will ferve Hut an utter Subverfion ^ 
the having of one thing, will give occafion for deniand- 
ing more ; and it will be impomble to give them any Sa^ 
tistacftion, without laying all open, and running into Con» 
foiion.

Mr. Speaker, 

Sir, As well Church-men as Didenters do all know wm 
have a dangerous common Enemy that is got within oar 
Bowels, and wants nothing but a Ring to their Minds to 
have the Strength of che Nation , as well Civil as Military, 
at their Command, and fo confequently a fufficient Power* 
to deftroy the Proceftant Religion, if not prevented by a 
timely Union of the Proteftant Intereft. The Queftion 
that may properly arife at this Time is, whether the pup' 
ting of the Laws we already have in l^xecution, and mak- 
ing more againft Diflenters, in order to bring them intd 
the Church by force, or the making of the Law to brin^ 
them in by fair means, be the moft likely way to unite 
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I chat (b we may be ki a better Condition to oppofe 
the confimon Enemy. It is obvious to me, that the making 
of new'LawSyOr execution of the old, at this Time, is the 
j!«ady way to mine us ; and what thq Papifts do certainly 
JieGie and aim at above all chinjg whatloever. For if ic 
Ihould be put in Practice, the Efie& would be this ; If 
Would be the oecMfion of throwing off the further frtfecut ion of 
$be Plot and Popery, and in a little time t)ccabany not only 
more Heats and Animofities, but fuch a revengeful im- 
placable Spirit amongft uSy as would prove irreconcileable, 
anci give opportunity for the Popifli Intereft to join with 
either Party, or at leaft ways abet and affift them under^ 
liand, fo as that they (hall eafily be provoked to deftroy 
one the other. But if this (hould not happen, what reaf 
Love, Fricndfliip, or Obedience, can the (Jhurch exped: 
from fuch Perfons^ as by the Execution of fuch Laws may 
be forced to come to Church } How can they be depended 
on, or the Church be ftsengthened by them.? You may 
jprevent their Conventicles, and force them either to come 
to Church, or pay Fines^ or be imprifoned ; but. you can* 
not expeS: that their Opinions or AffeSions fheuld be altered 
by fuch Proceedings, without which the Church can never be 
the Stronger. It muft be a Work of Time to reooncile the * 
Divifions that are amongft us, and may be a great and ne- 
eeflary Employment for many Parliaments hereafter, when 
the common Enemy doth not give fuch a juft occaGon of 
Diftradion, and for employing all your Thoughts and Care 
about him when they may have more leifure, becaute their 
Dangers may not be fo imminent, fiut to go about it ae 
this Time by any fuch Laws, is the ready way to weaken 
the Proteftant Intereft, and bring Ruine upon us. fiut 
(uppofe we would follow this Advice, and make new 
Laws, and require a fevere Execution of the Old, how 
can you imagine that, as long as the Popifli Intereft is fo 

1>revalent, the Execution of fuch Laws fliall be continued 
onger, than may be fubfervient to the Intereft of that 
Party ? Have we not had a fad Experience of this ? Hath 
dje Oxford-aS, or that of the 3 5 of Queen Bli:(abeth, or 
any other againft the Diflenters, been executed in Favour 
of the Church ? Are not the Dijfenters as many^ if not tnore^ 
now than ever ? And is not Experience in all Affairs the beft< 
Mafter P And is there any thing more vifible, than' that 
tbefe Laws have been made ufe of to ferve the Pppnfli In^ 
t€reft,'or as Engines rather for the Affain oiCxJoA^xi^T^taxw 
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Church : When in the Year 1670. by the levcre BxecmioA 
of thtfe Laws, all meetings in Conventicles were prevented, 
and many Oiflencers came to Church, did not the Tolera- 
tion happen thereupon ? And was not the Execution of 
the Laws put afoot, as may be prefumed, by that great 
!^pift Clifford, who had then the greateft (hare (under his 
Majefty) in the Adminiftration of the Government ? If 
the Execution of the Laws againft DiiTenters had been for 
the Advantage of the Church, why was there then grafted 
a Toleration i And if the Toleration bad been intended 
for the Advantage of the Proteftant R^eligion,^ why were 
not the Chiu'ch-men, nor Diflenters of any kind, pleafed 
^ith it ? And if the Oxford^aS^ and other Laws againft 
Diflenters, iwere projected in Favour of the Pf oteftanc Re- 
ligion, it was ftrange that they were fo much framoted (as 
many Members now here, who did ferve in thofe ParUa^ 
ments ^o remember) by Sir Thornds Clifford, Sir Solomon 
Swale, and Sir ^ger Strickland, who have fmce aB apfeared^ 
to be Pajnfls; Sir, We have been ftrangely led by the Po- 
piOi Intereft for many Years already ; I pray. Sir, let us 
not now at laft do like Narciffus, to be \o much in love 
with a Shadovv, as to fall into a Gulph, and drown our 
Selves. Sir, I am afraid the Name cf^ Church hath been 
ftrangely made ufeofto bring in Popery, I hope we (hall 
endeavour to preferve, not only the Name, but the Sub^ 
ftance, I mean the Proteftant Religion, otherwife we may 
come off no better than the Dog in j£fof's Fables with bis* 
Shoulder of Mutton. I hope that what I have faid, will 
not reprefent me as an Enemy to the Church, or Church^ 
Government ; I am fure, I am not confcious to my felfy 
that ^ ever entertained a thought againft the Prefervation 
of eifther. All what I have faid, doth proceed from an ap- 
preqenfion that our Church^menof late have been out of the 
right way to pre ferve either our J^ligion or our Churchy 
Bccaufe the Courfes which they take muft (though I am 
far from fufpe6king they defign it), give a great affiftance to 
Popery. I remember that after the Plot broke out, there 
was for a little while a kind of a reconciliation amongft 
froteftants, and an united Oppofition made to the common 
Bnemy ; and how then the Popilh Intereft gave way, we 
may all remember; but this was too much in Favour of the 
proteftant B^ligion to hold long. Within a few Months, th^ 
Fire broke out again, and the Pulpits and the Prefs, inftead 
of teing employed againft the common Enemy, were reduced to. 
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htir old waff ^carrying on the DiviJtMs amongfi Prot§^ 
Unts I And how the Popiih Interefl! have fince gone on 
rriamphant again, all here, I fuppofe, may know. Sir, ' 
The Church hath T\^o ftrong Eneaiies, the Papifts and Fa- 
latiekp^ We are ahready engaged in a (harp Cornel): wick ' 
Be PapiftSy and find they are ftrong enough for us ; Why 
Quft we now alfo enter into a frelh Engagement with the ■ 
^anatick$9 efpecially when we may be Aire thereby to 
Erengthen our Eoepiiesy and weaken our felves? Such 
tdvice cannot proceed from fuch as are Friends to the 
'roteftant Church : If we (hould make new- Laws, agaiaft. 
Xflenters, as hath been' moVed, and enforce the Ezectu 
ion of the old ones, as long as we have a Popiih Succef- 
or, can ^ny Man imagine, that the Execution of them* 
9in be longer kept afoot, than will cdniift with the Po* 
v(h Intereft ? Sir, Our Church. and Rdigion wiB be loft, 
r Union. b<f not. improved amongft ' Proteftaiits, and I 
bthk no Bill can promote it like this. ' And therefore 1 am 
or the paffing of this 3ill. ;. ,

It was aiy Fortune to fit here a little while in 
the Lofj^ Parliament ; I did obferve that all thofe that bad 
Penjions, and molt of thofe that had Offices, Voted all ofafide^ 
as they were direded by fome great Officer, as exadlly as 
if their Bufinefs in thisHoufe bad been to jnreferve their Peth 
Jims and Office s^ and nm to mal(e Laws for the good if them 
that fcnt them here. How fuch Perfons could any way be 
ufeful for the fupport of the Government, by preferviniga 
fair underftanding iVetween the King and his reople, hoi 
on the contrary how dangerous to bring in Arbitrary Pow- 
er and Popery, I leave to every Man's Judgment.

Sir T. L.C I R, in my Opinion the Matter contained in 
^ the laft feven Articles, doth not anfwer the firft 
Article nor the Title ; For therein you accufe Sir fVilHam 
Scrpggs in general Words of High-Treafonj the higheft of 
Crimes ; and when, you come to particular^, youinftance 
the difmiflfing of Grand- jttries,prohibicing printing of Pam- 
phlets, in Equality in levying of Fines, and the like. Sir* 
I would not be. under ftood to be an Adyccate for the Lord 
Chief- Juftice ^crog^s ; but I ,,hope that as long as I fit here^ 
^ou will always give me leave to be an Adypcatc for this 
tioufe ; which I cannot^mpre fignally detnonftrate, tham 
\f^ offering my .Opinion againft every thing which I thinly 
fviU reflect ujlon the Juftice or Prudence of the Houfe,. qx 
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prove any hindrance to the finifhing of thofe great htkki 
you have under Debate. 

Sir, I am of Opinion, that though all ihefe Things con- 
tained in thefc Articles fliould be fully proved, ibey will 
not aniount to Treafon ; and although it be true that you 
db but impeach, and that the Lords are to Judge, yet it 
is not agreeable tothejuitice of this Houfe, that thle Arti- 
cles fljould be for Treafon, iinlcfs you are well fatisficd that

D. K 8ir, my Obligation to ferve my Country, calh oa 
tn& tp give you my opinion in this matter, and not any 
kind'neis to my Lord Chief Juftice : For 1 can fafely de- 
clare, that I do not think him fit for that eminent pl&ce 
sioWy bccaufe indeed I never thought he was fit : So thai 
Ivhat jfhall fay, proceeds from my kindnefs to the Pub- 
lick, and particular Obligations to this Houfe* I think 
^e ought tonbe cautious how we increafe Laws to take 
away our Lives ; our Forefathers were" very careful in iti 
as may appear by the Statute of z^.Edvp, 3. which was made 
to pi^evcnt the Judges from taking on them any Power ro 
dedare any thing Treafon but what was expreft wirfiii 
that Statute; referving all obvious Crimes of thatNatuic 
to the Judgment of the Nation in Parliament, who 00 
doubt may declare other things Treafon which are 2^ 
within that Statute. But ic is a Queition with me^ whe- 
tlkr it can bo done any other way than by Bill, that foic 
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may tc an A(9: of King, Lords and Connmons, and not 
fortheHoufe of Lords only, the Commons only Profccu- 
tors, and the King not concerned ? That the Lords alone 
tue proper Judges in many Cafes, when Perfons arc profe- 
cuted upon fome known Law, is not to fae'doubtcd ; but I 
njuch Quefti©n if they ought to be fo io Cafes of decUrar 
the Treafm^ though upon an Impeachment from the Houfe of

Sir F. ri^ Sir, I cannot agree with that honourable 
Member that fpoke laft, as^co his Notion that the J?arlia- 
aaent cannot declare ajiy thing to be Treafon, which wa^ 
^t before Felony by lome known Law, the Statute ef 
l5.£rfw. 3. leaves the Power at large to Parliaaients:witht 
^ any fuch Reitridion. And I am of opinion, that any 
^g that tends to the DeltruAion or Alteration of the 
Governmenr, hath always been, and ought to be declared - 
in Parliament^ Trealbn, if brought there to be judged. 
The parliament doth not in th^ makp nex9 Crimes y a^d then 
pffidemin them ; but wdy declares that to be a Crime wbich wa$ 
fitefore, and wanted nothing but Condemnation, And it may 
confifl with the prudence of this Houfe, as well to be care- 
ful how to weaken ihofe Laws and Cuftoms which tend fo 
tfinch to the Prefervation of the Government, as how to 
increafe any that may tend to the Deltrudion of any one 
^an, by mnltiplymg Prefidents for challizing of Treafon^ 
the Crimes For wbidi Trejilian and the reft at that time 
W(Bf& impeached, were not Felony by any known L^w, ^lyl 



yet they were condemned in Parliament Bt^^/in an 
Dudley were accufed in general, for endeavoorihg to fal>— 
vert the Government^ which being in general Words, wa9 
not Fdony by any knewn Law, yet the Judges havings 
recourle to Parliamentj they wete condemned. The Arti- 
cles againft Finch, Berkley, and the reft, were allfpr High*- 
Treafon^ and the matter contained in their Articles a- 
mounted to no more than what is now contained in this* 
And there is fo little weight in the Cafes that have been of' 
fered againft this, that, I think, they are offered raiher for 
ornament than argument. Tfe Chancellor is the keefet of thfi 
Kji^s Confcience^ and the Judges of his" Coronation-Oath, hi 
they are in great Places, and have a great Power, fothcy 
ought to be the more careful how they behave thcmfclves. 
And as they have greater Incouragcments, fo to be (objeft- 
to more fevere Chaftifements than others, the pnblick be- 
ing more concerned in their^ A(3ions ; and therefore the 
Cuftom of Parliaments hath made that Treafon in them 
which is not fo in other Perfons. The iVords of Judges and 
Privy Ctmfellars in fome Cafes are Overt ABs of tbemfel?ef< 
I think it will become the Wifdom of the Nation, to naake' 
all the Defence and Provifion they can, againft thecof 
yiipt Doings of Men in fuch Places. And I da not foe what • 
danger can arife to our Pofterities by fuch PTOceedings. fc 
it not with the Parliament we iniruft this Power? Who' 
can idi)gine that a Parliament <an ever be fo conftituted, 
as oot to be carefulljr concerned in their Proceedings^as n> 
Life and Death ; and only to concern themfelves thereiOi 
when fome extraordinary Exigences in which the Govern- 
ment is much concerned requires it ? What Man would . 
defire to live after be was thought worthy of Death by fuch 
an Aflembly ? And notwithftanding what hath been faid to 
extenuate the Crimes mentioned in thefe Articles,! tbinky 
the Order that wot made in the King's-Bench about Frintiiifr 
by tlje Judges, was taking on them a Legijlative Power, wUch 
hath formerly been judged Treafon : And I think we live : 
now in as dangerous times as ever, and under as great a N^ 
cejjity to have a care (f the Mifchiefs that mi^ happen to the 
Nation by ill Judges, a ever. And I fee no reafon to doubt 
our being able to make good thefe Articles ; and thereto 
I pray that the Articles may be ingrofled as they are. 
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Mr. Speskp'^ 
H P. Sir, I agree that it will become this Houfe very 
well , to be very cautious how (hey make Prefidents in 
^gfts of Treafbn, which are the Sheet- Anchors of Life 
ind Death: As alfo how to weaken Parliamemary Pro- 
ceedings^ that are neceffary to preferve the Government. 
And I hope that nothing but the crae Merhs of the Cauie 
mU lead us in a matter of To great importance, and nei- 
ther Wit nor Oratory, nor any forced Explanation of the 
Laws ; I fee it agreed by all, ths^t Parliaments have a 
Power of declaring Treaibn. The Queltion is, which is 
tnoft cuftomary and (ecureft^^ to have it done by Bill, that 
fo King, Lords, and Commons may joyn therein ; or whe- 
ther by an Impeachment from the Goiiimons, the Lords? 
being only the Judges ; or whether ^ny thing ou^ht, or cah 
be declared Treafon by Parliament, which was not Felony 
by fome known taw before. 

^Sir, lam ofOpinionthaticisfafeft and moft agreeable 
to the Policy of this Governmeot, that the declaring of afty 
thing Treafon in Parliament Ihould be by BiJI, that Kin^ 
tords^ arid Commons may joyn therein, that fo fuch a 
precious thing as the Life of the Subjedt ihould have the 
greateft Security imaginable. However it is not to bie 
doubted, but it hath been pradliied otherways^ and thal^ 
many Perlbns hai^e been condemned in Parliament upoi^ 
Impeachments from the Commons for FadU. which were 
not Treafon hy any kjiovm Law, And the Reafop may b?, 
thereby to prevent the Dangers that might arifefrom.fctfisMi^ 
mfiers of State growif^ fo great , with the Kjt^^ oi that thejb 
fimtldbe able to Jecure him from ever giving his Confent to 4 
BfV/. In (uch a Cale, by giving ill Counlel and other fe- 
cret Courfes, (happily as far as Keafon, yet not kno^vn by 
any Law^ they would be fecure from Punilhment, if thi4 
Way of proceeding againft fuch a Perfon, where the King's, 
concurrence is not neceflary, were not allowed of. An(J 
the prefcrvingof this right, is fo far from being contrary to 
the Wildom of otir Anceftors, that it is very agreeable to. 
all their proceeding in the Conftitution of this Government , 
in order to ballance it the better^ and preferve it againQ; the 
Pcfigns oPgreat ill Men. And as to the other Objeaioo^ 
whether the Parliament can declare any thing Treafon that 
Was not F(?/()«; before by fome kno\Vn Law ? I am quite of 
ttKxber Omnion, and do believe the Fravtice hatis been

other ways : The Judges in J^icb. the lA time were omh 
tfcmncd for giving extrajudicial Opinions, which, I think, 
was not Felony by any Statute- law. A Knight of Civ- 
fifirc was condemned in Parliament, for confpiring the 
Death of the King's UikIc. An Earl of hJcrthumierUni^ 
for giving Liveries to fo many Perfons as were Judged a lit- 
tle Army. And mafly other Cafes which I have read of, in^ 
which Perfons have been condemned in Parliament, wheim- 
their Crimes were not Felony by any known Law. But L 
Bo not take any delight in ripping up old Statutes or "Prefi— 
dents about Trcafons. I am forry the Misfortunes of ouc^ 
times (hould make it now neceffary. But if the Parliamcnr^ 
las I condude, have often declared fuch Things as thefe. 
Trcafon, and the Commons have im peached Perfons guilqr 
of fuch Crimes, for High-Treafon. I fee no juft pbjei2iop 
why thefe Articles fliould not go up as tbey are drawnj 
For notwithftanding what bath been faid to mitigate "^ 
Crimes contained in thefe Articles, I am of Opinion 
the Order made in the I^ngs Bench about Printifig 
TVarrantsfir feMm ofBooksy their difmijfmg of Grand- Jurie/i 
d&tb tend to the StSverJion cfthe Gcvernment, andhathheen am 
9vef ought to he, in Judges ^ judged treajon. And therefore, 
that it cannot conftit with the prudence of this Houfc, noi 
the Security of the Nation, that this Perlbn fliould be im- 
peached of lefs than High-Treafon. And therefore I mor* 
you, that the Articles may be engroft. 
Mr. Speaker, 
P. t. Sir, we are not going about to declare any thiik _ 
Treafoni but to offer our Articles, and leave it co t\m c 
|a)rds ; therefore moil of thefe Arguments would (>< 
more proper there : For we only Impeach, they are to t^e 
the Judges, whether the matter be Treafonor no. It is 
true, we ought to be cautious what we do in it, becaufe it 
is not proper that this Houfe (hould impeach a Man £2jr 
Treafon, without having good Grounds for it. But is qOC 
the Order about Printing a k}ndof onAB ofState^ toferve ifo* 
flead of a Law ?

' Mr. Speaker, 

Sir !{. T. Sir, I cannot admit that Parliaments, by Fin- 
peacbments before the Lords^ can make any thing Trea- 
fon, but only fuch Matters as were Treafon by Common 
Law, before the Statute of Edward the Third. And, I 
think, we ought to be fo cautious of our Pofteriiies, as not 
t6 prefs for fuch Pr^fidents, left you put into the Hands of 
the Lords a Power, for which we rnay have caufe to repenc 
hpreafier, but never get back again : For the Lords do not 
nfe to part with thofe Powers they once get. There arc 
Prefidents by which it appears, that the Lords hafve at- 
tempted to make declarative Treafons alone, without any 
linpeachmem from the Commons.

in Ireland^ but a great (Confirmation of what Dr. Dates and 
the reft of the Witnefles have faid as to the Plot here. So. 
that now no Man can have any ezcufe for not believing it, 
but fiich as are mifled by others who know it too welL be- 
caufe they are in it. I cannot but obferve what a Uobe- 
lence and Agreement there is in the carrying en of thefe 
two Plots. Fit:{ Gerrard tells you, that in 1662, (everal:

7S. And Fit:( Gexrard depofeth. That he, then toU t^e 
fame to fcveral Perfons, as had fincc proved it before Sir 
^fohn Dams, Secretary of State in Ireiand^ And dotb it noi 
appear by the Wicneftes here, that they intended about 
that time tocat ofE the King ? It appears, that they intended 
to Maftacre moft of the Proteftants, and to conquer otherS| 
and that this they' hoped to do by afliftance e:q)eded from 
Braffce^ of A^en and Arms, affoon as that King (hould be 
cfclengaged of the War he was engaged in with the Confe- 
derates. And doch not this agree nos only with Dr. Qafif 
bill CKfcovery, but Prances too? And did we nor, after we 
had afllfted the French with about iiooo Men^ oiQft iri/bf 
and helped them in the carry ing on of that War, fend Ple- 
nipotentiaries to Nimeguen^ in order to make up a general 
peace, that fo he might be at leifure about that time that 
the faid Party expected his Afliftance, and that tte Clerff 
&ad told F;V;{ Gerrard, that the Duke ftiouJd be King. Up- 
on the Difcovery of the Er^tijh Fbs^ the King, Lord^, and 
Commons, declared it a horrid, damnable, execrable Plot: 
Now upon the Difcovery of this Irifh Fht^ the Lords Spiri- 
mat and Temporal have declared the ikmt of is.

whas 
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Trfiat purpofe I know nor, ^nlefs it be to difcover the- 
ftrength of ihc Fofiflo Party in that, after you know your 
danger, and have dcdared it in Parliament ; yet tbac 
their Iniereft is (Irong enough to baffle ours, and to pre- 
vent all Manner of Remedies or future Security ; oay, and 
to make yon eat your own Declarations up again, and be 
aiii^med ("if poffible) that ever you made fucb. This hath* 
beeil the effect of the Declarations fo often made in Far*. 
liummt M to the Englifo fht : And 1 am afraid, that this, 
Deckration that hath been read, is all that v/Wlhtdone&it 
theSecuritjoFthePrcteftantsinlrtl^Tvi. For notwithftand-^ 
iag all thefe Difcoveries, which are the greateft that ever

Sir H. C. Sir, as the Iri/h'Vlot doth agree with the Eng^ 
Ufh Plot in feveral Circumuances before it broke out, fo al- 
ter wards in the Profecution of it. Were not the Witnefles 
it^amitated SLtid difcouragod, or their Evidence confumed or 
turned into XkUeule ? And was not the fame done here t. 
i^'ere not ibme df them^ to prevent their Evidence^ (hipt 

■ : eg 
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«ff and never heard of more ; and others ftrangely tor- 
jtient^ ? And docb not chat in fonfie Meafureanfwer with 
the Death of Sir Ednmndbury Godfrey ? Did not Sir JohfL. 
Dam and others in great Offices there, do all that chey^ 
could to ftifle the Difcovery of. the Plot ? And have noc 
many of our Minifters done the fame here ? Were there 
not Itrange endeavours ufed to put off the Tryals of fuck, 
as were accufed about the Plot, or to quit them when the]f^ 
dame to a Tryal ? And have not the iame endeavours bcei 
ufed here as to the Lords in the Tow^y and the Tryal Oi 
fVahfman^ and many others? And after all thefe Dilcov 
ries, what have we done, or what are we doing to fecun 
our felves againft this Party ? Truly, Sir, I know not oi 
any thing. But on the other Hand can tell you, thai 
great Things are doing to carry on the Plot.

And as thefe Opinions will give a greater Encourage* 
fiaept and Strengthning to that party for the carrying on of ^ 
t^eir PJot, and for ^11 manna: of new Contrivaixes,^ will^ 
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the Entertainment the Difcoveries *of the laft PA^ ha?e 
met with, fccure the Pafifts o{cvti having more Difcoveries 
made of what they are tranfading. And will not the courfe 
that is taken of putting into all Offices.eitber of Truft or Pro- 
fit, no Perfims but fuch whp they find wtU thus be miiled 
cither by their Ambition, becaufe they fee it is theonlj vmj^ 
to Prrferment ; or becaufe they have not ^underftanding to 
fee thefe Defigns at a biftance, be a great help to tnetn 
alfo. I think^ Sir, the carrying on of thefe Things thus by 
fuch great Authority, after the Difeovcry of fuch a Pl§t^ 
and the contrary endeavours of three Parliaments^ are great 
Things to encourage the going on of the Plot^ afcer they 
have firit reduced the State of Pofery to the fame Condition 
it was in before the Plot broke out ; that fo it may creep 
on iipon us again, as they Ihall think may be moft for their 
Advantage.

But I think it below the Giaviiy of the Hoi;if« 
to be put out of their Mecho'^y unlcls f jmr Expedients 
were propofed. But notwichftanding all the Prov.oca'ion^ 
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thai have been givcn,vwe cannot hear of any Expedients^ 
only one which hardly deferves any further Cbnfideraridte. 
in a Committee ; becaufe Crovmed Heads nor Lovers^ d<^ 
not willingly allow of Rivals, but will be tineafy till tbtj^ 
be rid of them.

And it is not Itrange, 
ih^x it (hould meet with great Opposition. For we may 
ffafonably conclude, that thofe who had the Power to in- 
iftil thofe Principles into the Royal Family, have not been 
iiegiigent to improve their Intereft, to fecure thole Advan- 
figesr' they have long hoped for, and expedled/ from fuch 
aProfelytc. And therefore thofe Arguments which fcine 
Worthy Members have ufed, as to the Iqipiobability that 
^er a Popiih King fliould attempt to change our Religion, 
iit fibtconfifting with his Intereii, are to me very prepolte- 
iowSy and a great Demonftrarion of th^ influence ot that 
Party, in being able to broach fuch Opinions as are fo ufe- 
fut to bring in that Religion.

The Bill fot Papilts uking the Teft, iho* 
companied with a great Sum of Money, paft with much 
iificulcy, and fo that for excluding the Lords^ and not 
ithouc an Exception as to his Roj/al Highnefs : And there- 
re we have no great Keafon to admire that this about 
e Succeflion (hould be thrown out ; And bow can we 
rped: it fhould be otherwife, as long as fo many which 
: there are in the Pofleflion of great Places by the Duke s 
eans, and fo many others which would come into great 
aces, but cannot be had but by hi$ means ? Arid how 
l> this together makes ah IntereLi, may eafily be imagin- 
1. Sir, I do not ineniion thefe Things without regret 5 
r I know my diftance, and have a great Veneration for 
e Nobility of this Land ; and I know the Lords have 
eir Freedom of Voting, and that there are many lie in 
e Lord's HoUfe, -who have all the Qualificaiions necelfa- 

fbr that great Station. But to fee a Bill of this Impor- 
nee treated fo contrary to theufual CourfeofParlia- 
ehts, it is neceflary thatweihould a little confider what 
^y be the caufe, in order to reguliteour Proceedings for 
tare: For if nothing muft go in that Hbufeagainft th6 
uke, I think the Proteftant Religion is like to have little Se* 
(rfty from Ads. If the Duk^ bad ever confulted the Books 
rit by his Grandfather Or Father ^ or their Declarations in 
latters of Religion, he would never have brought thefe 
ifficulties upon his king and Country. It is ftrange he 
lodld aim to get Heaven, by Proceedings fo contrary to 
bat his Father attefted with bis Blood. But though he 
ive negledled to confult his Intereft, I hope we (hall not 
!gle(9: to confult our§ in purfuing this Bill, feeing there if 
3 other Remedy : Though I am afraid it is a great Work, 
tid maylbreak many Parliaments, becaulc it is fo like tQ 
►eftrby all the Papiits hopes of eftablilhing their Religion* 
[owever, 1 will not fear but God granting the King Life, 

may be obtained at laft; unlefs the Proje(ft now afoot, of 
^frbfentitig Parliaments as dangerous and ufelefsi /hould prevent 
je meeting of anymore : For even the old Band of Penjioners 
mid flip their Collars, wl^en Popery came barefaced before 'em. 
t is aot to be admired, that feeing the Jefuiis have been a 
lundred Years at work to Rivet their Intereft, by getting 

Prince of their Religion, they (hould ftruggle hard to 
iteferve it^ that fo they may have tbofe ble0ed Effeds 

• V .....;■ : . • ; they 
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they cxpeft from it, which the Succcflion Bill only can pre- 
vent But it is ftrange, that after fuch Difcovcries of the 
Plot here, and in Ireland^ and f hi certainty o^ owe irrecc^erable 
danger upon the Kjngs Death^ thatfo many Protefiants Jhould be 
deluded by that Party zx\<^ rather be led by artificial Fallhoods 
to ihcir own I>eftrudHonj than by naked Truth to joyn in 
that which only can fave them. For Protefiants to ridicule 
the Plot^ and difparage the Witneflcs, though their Evi- 
dence ii fo confirmed, that a Man ouy as well believe that 
Bread may be made FJefh by Tranfabltantiation^ as that 
the Danger of our Religion is not true ; is as ftrange, as 
to believe, that let the Papifts carry on what Plots ibey 
will for future, there will be evermore any Difcoveries 
made; But if there fhoqidj 1 am fure the Witnefles will 
defer ve the cenfure of being Mad (as was paft on him 
that owned the burning of London) confidering bow thofe 
have been rewarded. It is plain to me, that as the King 
was under great DifScnlties arifing from the SoUicitations 
and Advices of private Cabals, when he put out his Decla. 
ration in April 1679, that (b he is now, and that will ne. 
ver be otherwife, until he take up the fame Refolation 
again of following the Advice of bis Privy Council, and 
great Council the Parliament : Till when, I expeft no 
Alteration in our Affairs. The King being a Preteftanty 
muft be for the Protefiant Intvrefi ; the Duke being a Pa* 
pift, as much for the Papift Intcreft. How can it be ima- 
gined , that there can be any Union in our Councibi z,% 
l(4ng as the Intereft of the Counfellors arc fo oppofite i or 
that any thing fhould pafs iii favour of the Protefiant i(/eli' 
gion^ as long as the Major part are for the Duke slntci^efj. 
5ucb a Contradidion hath for many Years had ftrange Ef- 
iciSt% already, and muft have worfe, until all the King$ 
Council benuch as can be free to joyn in fettling the Afl^irsj 
of the Nation upon the old Protefiant Foundation ; which 
will never be, until we have this Exdufion Bill. An<l 
therefore I think you are well moved to fignify fo much by 
a Vote. And I am glad to fee fo many Lords Sops \ojr\ 
therein : For I hope it may be a means to get a fair on- 
derftanding with the Houfe of Lords either now or herea& 
teti 
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Mr, Speaker ^ 
Sir L. J. Sir, I have hearkned with great Attention to 
the Debates you have bad about this Matter; and it is 
plain to me, .that there can be no fuch thijig as Demonftra'^ 
lion in this Cafe^ becaufe this Exclofion A<St, if obtained,, 
may be liable to many Objedions, and probably not fecure 
us. Why then ihould we be fo bent upon it, feeing the 
great Diniculties of obtaining it are fo vifible ? For my 
part,I think if it fhould pals, it would be void of itfelf, and 
be of no force at all : For which Reafon, and becaufe we 
arc not like to get it, it is ftrange to me ihat no Arguments 
will prevail to aim at fome other thing, that fo we may^t 
fomething which muft be better than to have ihis Parliamcri 
be broken for wantofour taking what we may get. For 
fuppofing the worit, that we (hould not get any thing that 
(hould be fufHcient to prevent the Duke's coming to the 
Crown, yet we may get fuch Laws as may be fufficient to 
fecure our Religion, though he fliouJd come to it. And 
would it not be much better to fpend our time in ma- 
king Laws which oiay tend to that purpofe, which we have 
rea^n to believe will be granted, than to fpend our tim« 
in purfuing that we are not like to get ? Some good Laws 
added to what we have, and the Number of People which 
we have in this Nation Protefiants, would in my Opinion 
be an idapregnable fence againlt Popery. And it is no 
fuch ftrange thing to haye a Prince of one Heligion, and 
People of another. The late Vuke of Hanover was a Papift; 
yet lived in Peace with his People, though Lutherans, The 
King of Fr/f»cf, notwithftanding his Greatnefs, permits a 
great Proportion of his People to be Hugonots^ and lives in 
Peace with theqa. And feeing there is a great Probability 
that we may do fo too, and that we may have what Laws 
we will to fecure our Religion to us in fuch a Cafe, why 
ihould we engage our felves farther for the getting of an 
Ad which the King and Lords have both declared againlt, 
and will never be confented to by the King, as we may 
re^fonably believe, becaufe he hath often declared, th^c 
be Thinks it an luilawful Adt, and that it is againlt his 
Confcience. 

Air. Sfeakp-^ 
S, T. 5ir, the great CharavSer this Honourable Member 
bears, the great Employments he hath been in umler bis 
Majefty abroad, as well as his Educadon in the Laws of 

this 
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this Nation, do juftly challenge, that what he faith, Ihould 
be well weighed aiid conGd^rcd» before an]f Man (hould 
offer to contradid it. He is pleafed to (ayi that this Ad 
would be unlawful and invalid, if it ihould be pbtaincd: 
And therefore, beeaufe we are not like to obtain it, and 
fcccaufe the Duke of Hanover , though a Papift, lived ill 
Peace with Lutheransy and i\ c King of France, with Higo- 
itots^ that xoe had better fpend our Time in contriving Law^ 
for the Security of our Religion, if a Papift Ihould como 
to the Crown, which we may get ; and not in contriving' 
Laws to keep him from the.Crown. which wc arc not like 
tOE'-bave. If thif be not in plain Engiijh^ the fence of, his 
Difcourfe, I am willing to be corredked. Butj Sir, if it be, 
1 do admire upon what Foundation the firft Argtnncnt i^ 
grounded ? I mean, tbofe relating to the Unlawmlnefs aD4 - 
Invalidity of the Exclufion Bill. Was there ever any Gj> 
Vernmentin this World, that had not an mliniitted Povier 
lodged fomewhere ? Or can it be poflible that anylGoverii; 
ment fhould ftand, without fuch a Power ? And why fiiich' 
a Power fhould not be allowed here, which is fo efireni;i4 
for the fupporc of the Government, I think can only beta 
order (ii I may fay it without Refleiiion) to have this Go*, 
Vernmentfall; and I am afraid even at this time, by this 
very bufinefs we arc now debating. For it muft be the,* 
Confequence of denying that the Legiflativc PbWer of tfa^ 
Nation, Kiiig, Lords, and Commons, are not able,, to 
make Laws to prevent it. But i$ this Opinion is ftrabge,^ 
fo arc the Politicks drawn from, the Duke of Hanover, aod^ 
King of France, to induce us to be willing to have a Fopilh 
King come to Reign over us : When neither of (be (aid 
Examples came home to our Cafe : But if they flujuld,^ 
Why muft we be fo willing to have a PopiftiKing come to 
Govern us, as that we ihould be rather led by Exappl^; 
fetcht fo far from abroad, than by the miferable Examples 
we had here in Queen Mar/s Days; and by the undenia- 
ble Arguments and Reafons that have been oflFered to make 
out, that a Popiih King will endeavour to bring; in a Po]^lh* 
Religion ? And notwithftahding tht Example brought 
from France^ Jam afraid the French King is bound to amft. 
the Duke's Intereft therein ; or otbcrwileit iHaj be faid (/. 
fif , what the Devil could not Jay of Job, 'ttat wt bai>9[ervei^ 
him for nought^ contrary to the true Intereft of England, thef((^ 
many Jeaxu* But by tbefe Arguments/ and all the KingV 
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Speeches and Meflagcs, I plainly fee, that this Honourable 
Member is in the right in one Thing ; That we ftrugglc in 
vain to get any Adt that fliallfignity any thing to prevent 
the Duke's coming to the Grown : But that if you will aicxi 
at Laws to fecure your Religion after his coming to the 
Crowoj yon may probably obtain em; If this be not 
plainly faid) I think it is plainly inferred ^ for are not all 
bis Majefty's Speeches and Meilages with an abfolute Pro- 
hibition as to any Thing againit the Sacceffion ? And t 
fappofewill be as much nnderltood againft your Aflociati- 
on Bill, or any other that tends to that purpofe : And you 
may be lure, that when you come with any fucb, if fo con- 
trived as to fignify any thing, that the lame Oppoiitioii 
(hail be made to them as to the ExcIuGon Bill. For it is 
plain to me, that the King's offering to concur in any 
Laws you (hall propofe for the fecuring of your Religion; 
compared with the other Limtations^ can only be fo under- 
ftooa ; which is 3. fair denial of all Laws againft Foperj^ ai, 
ieafi thqfe that advife it I believe do fo intend it : For all 
Laws againft Popery^ if once you have aPopilh King, will 
fignify nothing ; the flrongeftthat can be made, would ea- 
fily he defeated, fo as to be of no ufe to us. Suppbfe we 
fiiouid propofe a Law to put a great Power in Parliaments, 
I mean in both Houfes, that To we may have the Lords 
&)iritual, and Jure Divino of our fide; yet it is tome very 
plain, that a l^opifh King would be able eitbei;to prevent 
the meeting of fuch Parliaments, or by awing or influen- 
cing of them when met, or by fetting up a (Ironger PoWer 
than the Parliament, or a better Jure Divino, by means of 
tbcPopi/hCler^jf, than ours, eafily make all fuch Ads Ggni* 
fy nothing. I have heard, that a wife Kin^ hath oftentimes 
made wife Counfellors, and that wife Counfellois fi)me« 
times make wife Kings, but it muft be when their Intereft 
may bind them to take theii" Advice ; which in this Cafe 
would happen otherwife : For the Parliaments in fuch a 
Cafe mttft have fome fuch Power repofcd in them as would 
render them fufpitious of being Competitors for the Sove- 
raignity ; and that would make the Prince juftly jealous of 
them, and foon end in (uch a breach as would endanger 
the Government. Or to pirevent this, the Power muft be 
fettled fo fixotig in the Parliament, as to over ballance the 
Kings ; which ought not to be, becaufe it woqld endanger 
Monarchy, If a Man were defperately (ick of fome DiC- 
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^ft only carable by one Reniedy, and that fhbuld be 
denied him ,Wiiat Ihould he do, buc fend for bis Confcffor, 
aud prepare for Denth ? And fo I think nauft we. And yet 
I cann >t admire ac tbis Me Jage of his Majefty's, but ra- 
ther con^dering wbofe Advice he takes, fliouldbavc adm f- 
ed if he had fcnt any other. I hope we Ihallbe as wife as 
the Vrogi^ who when Jupiter gave them a Storks for their 
King, did not appear well plealed therewith : to accept of 
Expedients tofecure the Proceit ant Religion, after fucha 
K»ng hath mounted the Throne, would be as ftrange as if 
there were a Lion in the Lobby ^ andr^e floould vote^ That we 
would rather fecure our /elves bj letting him in and chaining 
binty than by keeping him out. This Nation hach formerly 
had fome repute for Wifdom and Prudence, and have done 
mucby as well in making of good Laws, asin keeping 'em. 
Pray, Sir, let us not at one blow, or by one O.niffi^n^ 
deftroy all thofe Laws which our Forefathers obtained 
with fomuch Induftry .- I hope the King will in time fee 
who are his beft Counfellors, we that aim at the Prefervd- 
tionofthe prefint Government in Church and State^ or eljofepri^ 
vote Cabals which aim at Alterations ; and that he will hear- 
ken to us ere long : That fo he may live ^vith more Content 
and Qory, and his People, without fuch fears and jealou-^ 
iics as now difturb them. Which cannot be, without the 
Exclufion Bill ; and therefore I agree in the Votes chat 
have been \noved. 
Mr, Speaker y 
L. G. Sir, I cannot but oblerve, tbatmoftof the Argu- 
.ments ufed agaioft this fiill, are the fame which Coleman 
made the Grounds of his Declaration, that fo, if poifible, 
he might have prepofTeft the I'eople againft the ftar of Po- 
pery orPopilh Succeflbr. Firft, He faith. That tbePretencrti 
which that Parliament made of the Proteftant B^U^toh being 
in danger of Popery, was wkbouc caiife, becaufe there W35 
no Difturbance given by anyi of that Community. Secondly^ 
That the Parliaments bold e'ndeavoUrs to have refl;rain*d tfc 
Succeliion of the Crown tocertainQualificatiojis,wouid have 
made the Crown Eledive.TWrrf/y,That therein tHcy' woufl 
kave out-done the Pdpifh Dodrine,that Herefy incapadtatci 
Kings to Reign; which was- a new way of fecuring Reli- 
gion by deitroying it. Fourthly, That the good Chwtb tf 
England had taught their People to be obedient tti their 
Pi iQce, let his Religion* oi D^ponment be vrti^t it WilL 
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Alio i find, that the fame endeavours which are now lifed 
lo fbtpent Fears and J-'aloufies in the People, as to forty 
One^ tU Danger of tie Church and Government^ and of Par- 
lismentsy are but copied out of that Decfaratioii. He theri 
declares, That the Parliament was diflblved becaufe they 
had Defigns to blemiih the good Proceitant Church, and to 

frcy^nt.the fowing mifckievous Tares in the wholjfomdV 
ieJd of the Church oi England^ and to prefer ve, the an-? 
ipotted Spoufe of our blelTed Saviour from the ill E^e<ft of 
iome Deiigns that were like lo be introduced by Parlia,- 
ment. I will not make any Annotations upon this whicb 
I have repeated, but by it I conclude, that the Papiflbs are 
Tery willing we ihould imbibe tbefe Opinions, and that. 
cberdbre they may probably conduce to the carrying on of 
flieii* Defigns. I could mjh hi Majefty would order that Dtf • 
^laration to he read in Churches once a Tear^ that fo all the 
Feople^ tttt^ eJpeciaUy the Qergy, may ^w what excellent 
Pretences the Papifts can make of ta^tng^ care of the Protejiani 
Churchy andhowvlgilent they are Jar thai end^ ejfecially tofre^ 
vent that it may not be injured by the Parliament^ nor by altera 
ing the Suceeffim, That Declaration is to me a great Con* 
firmation of what hath been laid of the influence of that 
Party in the Management of Affairs ; for it is not likely 
that Colenian would have drawa it, but that he knew how 
to have jiggled it into the Councilly as if it had been drawn by 
Jome'godaProteJiant, that fo it might have been made pub> 
lick, if that Parliament had been then diflblved. 

Bur, Sir, though by God V Providence we have had all 
thefe Difcoveries, yet I fee no Probability of obtaining any 
Security againft this Party. I am of Opinion with that 
worthy Member that fpoke lait, that the King's Speeches 
and Meflages^ are plain againft making of any Laws to 
prevent tbeDuke*s coming to the Crown, and can only bp 
underftood in favoiu: of Laws that may tend to fccuring the! 
Proteiiant Religion under a Pofi/h King ; Whiob, I think^ 
none catn do^ unlefs fuch L*aws as will endanger Monarchy 
it. ielf ) which will not be fit for this Houfe to pro- 
pole, or the King to grant. For without fecuring thd 
Militia^ and Q)mmands of Fleets and Armies , the. 
Nothination of Privy Counfellors , Great Officers of 
State, Judge«, Juftices, Sheriift, as well as the Nomination, 
of Bifliops, and Preferqients of the Clergy, in the power of 
fdme Society of Men, it will beimpoifibletofecureour Re- 
ligion againfl; that Omnipotency which Accomf anies aL 
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Ctown, if the Prince that wears it be refolvcd to affift this, 
powerful Fadlion. Therefore, Sir, we rouft either give ui> 
our Religion as loft, orobrain this Bill in order to ir. I 
am for the Vote ihac hath been propofed. 

Mr* Speaker, 
. Sir ^ H. Sir, it is impoflible we fliould remove the im- 
ttiihent Dangers impendent on this Naiion, onlefs we can 
prevail with the King to forbear taking Advice vath pri- 
vate Cabals, but inftcad thereof to beadvifed by his Privy 
Council, and Parliaments. This indeed is the great difpute 
that is now afoot ; and uniefs we Can prevail herein, all 
that we are about fignifies nothing. And therefore, I 
think, we may doivcllto be plain in this with the King; 
and as we muit not be afraid of giving him fuch Advice as 
is for bis Advantage, (o neither of giving him Afluranoes of 
our readinefs to fupply him with Mdney, and what; el'fe he 
may need, that fo he may know we are as willing to truft 
bim, as we are delirous he ihould be to truft nSp .For un- 
iefs there can be a mutual Confidence created between the 
King and his People, that fo they may freely, heartily, 
and Avithout any Sufpicion truft one the other, it is impoffi- 
ble that this Nation ran ever be happy, butmuft either 
l^nguiih as if it were in a Confumption, or ftrike into a 
Fcivour. The King being a Proteftanr, and for the Pto- 
tenant Religion ; the Duke being a Papift, and for tl^ 
Popilh Religion, are Interefts irreconcileable, and have 
already given a great deal of care and trouble to the King. 
And I am afraid, that thofe who promote the Duke*s Inte- 
reft, are more for the Advantage of a PopiihSttcceffor, than 
oftheprefent Proteftant King. Which Mifchicfs can ne- 
ver be removed as long as there is fuch a Succeftbr. And 
therefore I am for the Votes that have been propofed.

All Men believe the Religion of the Duke is as 
fatal a thing to the Nation as can be fhould be come to 
be King ; and what do they deferve that perverted, the 
Duke ? But let us conlider what depends upon this Houfe, 
and let us proceed like Men. If we are of Opinion, that 
Exclufion ofthf Dttkeis tbebeft way to prefer ve Religion. 
this Houfe caanoc do it alone j if we cannot have tb^ beft 
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Tvay, we arc guilty to our Country, if we take none. If a 
^ManbeSick, and fo ordered that nothing muft be takea

A Man whoever he be, that 
prQpofes an Expedient, will deiire leave to make good thac 
ixpedieni, a 4 nnuft fpeakitmay be often to it; but if it 
prove to be none, that Man will be trampled upon. A 
Committee of the whole Houfe will be moft proper for this

Ic excludes the Duke, and in his Place, the next in the 
Succeffion (ball have tile Regency in him. — ^But our laft AiSt 
left it in the Law. Contider what is a Regency ; I never 
heard of it; bur of a Prince in Poffeflion, in Minority, or 
Lunacy ; and ic has generally been very unfior unate. Buc 
to talk of a Regency infuturo^ in Condition and Limitaci* 
on of Time, I ne^er heard oU This Expedient does not 
anfwer the l^mgs Speech, nor your former Bill > they 
make the King but a Shadow, and they divide Perfon 
from Power, our Law will not endure it. ThcPerlon 
divided from the Power, both will be courted ; and who 
that next Heir will be, we know not. The King leads 
you to conlider Expedients, buc fuch as will confilt witb 
the Safety and Dignity of Monarchy* This muft be tv( o 
Kings at the fame time, one by Law, and ano her by 
Right. Purtugai gives us fome inftance of Regency, where 
the King was put into Prifon for Mifcarriages in the Go- 
vernment, and his next Heir made Regent ; but thefeisa 
vaft Difference in thefe two Cafes. Ihc King of Portugal 
wasfecafidefor perfonal Mifcarriages, not tor being a Ira* 
pift; and which is another Thing, that was prefent, this is 
to come. If this Queftion be to let the Duke in, and tbei> 
make a Queftion whether Allegiance be due to him ; buc 
I am afraid, that unlefs we be true to thofe we reprefenc, 
from whom by exprefs Diredion, moft of us aretopurfue 
the BilJ, €^c* we fiiall not be avowed in what we do.

You muft 
imagine, either bis own Daughter will take up Arms, if 
ibe D. attempt the Crown, or fomc Body elfc will, to keep 
him out ; and that will raife fuch an Anger in the Duke's 
Mind, whither will they (helter themfelves? Not under his 
Daughter ; They muft naturally Ihelter themfelves and 
run into Arms. Cromwel's way wa;s to keep up an Army of 
Sixty Thoufand Men for bis Security, efpccially an Army 
flelht with ViAory — ^And they that have it, will keep it. 
We are not in the Condition we were formerly, when the 
Lords cherifhed their Tenants by good Leafcs, they couki' 
raife an Army, and fend them home to their Houfcs'whcir* 
they had done what they were raifed for : But we are now . 
in another way J raife an Army, and ch^ywiU think bf' 
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their own Intereft to be kept ap. But if it falls out thai^ 
your Bill leaves it very loofe. — Asfoon as this Bill is pafs'di, 
luppofc the Regency eltablilhed in the Princefs of Orange^ 
or the Lady Ann^ and in the fame Law a Cgnimijjim be 
lent over to take an Oath from her ftridUy to execute this 
Law^ you are then not left in that loofe Manner you will be 
by the Bill, (Sc. 'Twill be a far lefs M^^^er for her tofave 
a Family, before Misfortune come upon ir, then to take 
the Government upon her afterwards, in the trouble of an 
Offqfitiofi. But it may be faid, What needs all this, u> 
juK nothing but retaining the Name ofK*in an exiled 
Man ? — But *iis lefs Violation in her to govern in her 
Father's Name, than to take the Kingdom from him. It 
may be wondred, why in Portugal^ upon depoUng that 
King, there was a great Debate of the Three E(lates(tho* 
ihey hold not the Proportion as they do herej In this great 
Debate, the Commons were for Dbn Pedro to be King, the 
Nobility to have him Regent, the Ecdefiafticks demurred, 
but at laft both came over to the Nobility. But Dan Pe- 
Aro ftuck here, and would ftill leave his brother the Title 
of King, and would leave nothing of (helter to force Na- 
ture too far. There are Referves in the King s Speech, I 
cannot but take Notice of by the way. There is another 
Thing to be confidered. Some will be paying a Deference* 
to the Saaednefs of a Crown, for Government's fakej 
This Objection looks like fomething. He is like to be Five 
Hundred Mile^ off, C^c. and a Law to take up Arms a« 
gainft him— How was that Law, that the King and Par- • 
liament have Power to difpofe of the Crown ? It was then 
anOpmion amongll Lawyers, that the Crown was una- 
lienaole ; but when that Law was made, that Opinion 
was damned under a Penalty,tho' 'twas a (tanding Maxim 
before that Statute was made. If fo, this new Ad will 
be a Warrant for what is propofed, as that was for the 
other. For my pan, I have had the ill Fortune to have 
the Wind in my Face, and to be againft the general Opi- 
nion and Stream of the World ; and having had for feme 
time no ihare in the Government, I may fpeak poflibly 
more freely than they that have. Tis a great Crime to 
fpy Things too foon, which makes Men apt to run from one 
Extreme to anotheh I have propofed the beft Expedient I 
can, and moft tafe.; but lam afraid, if you do nothing m 
this great Affaicnow it is ftarted (I'll grapple with neither 
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df the Expedients) bat if you do nothing btit let the thlnjf 
lielo)ie, you'll gratify the Jefuitsby ourGonfuiion, and. 
the Gomition wealths- men to ihuffle the Cards ^^ain : but 
if you go intofotne Medium^ bdch fhefe fort of Men vrjU 
be undone. . 

Sir ff^.X I have heard with great Atterfiion this very, 
learned and able Gencleman, I anfi really of Opinion, if 
any bener Expedient could have been found ont, tbafl 
what has been propofed, that be as foon as any Gentleaian 
would have proposed it. But I am amazed, chat fo learned 
a Gentleman (hould not fee through this Expedient. That 
which 1 take for the Expedient, is, the Duke to retain the 
Name of King, and the next tieir to be under the Title 
of Regent or ProteAor. What does he mean by next 
Heir ? For any thing I know and believe, it is the Dukf% 
Daughter j but itm^y be the Duke may have a Son, Ei- 
ther I have a great Cloud upon my Underftandirtg, or this 
is Itrange, that if the Duke have a Son, and ihall be ftt a 
Day, a Month, or a Year old be Regent? Suppofc the 
Princefs of Orange come over, and Ihe die, Cthe rrincc (tf 
Or^;g^ has no Right to the Regency^ and ihe leave a Child, 
and that Child be Regent, that Child multb&ve a Profi- 
^EloTt and fb there will be a ProteStor of a Protestor. But, 
Sir, we are told, that nothing but to keep up the Great- 
iiefs of the Government makes them go from the Bill of 
Exclulion to this Expedient. But is it fo great and pfea- 
fing a thing to wear a Crown, and be called King, and 
have no Authority f It is much worfc than to lofe an aAu- 
al Crown, and the Pofleflion of it. If the Bill paft, and 
the Duke be banilhed 500 Miles off, it muft be out of &f • 
land — if the Name will pleafe him, in Civility beyond the 
Sea he (hall be King, and it will be as much to his parpofe 
beyond the Sea. to be called King only, as here — ^But' for the 
Security of his Eftate being here : He that would venture 
theJofs of a Kingdom for Religion, will his Eftate tod, 
that's but a weak tie. It is lefs injuftice to take away the 
Crown, and Power from him, thah to haveof bodibat 
the Name. If you allow the Dake the Name, it Ivill im- 
ply a Right ; therefore for that to be ufed as ^n Argamenc 
is ftrange« But why is this Contention, aiid all this ado, 
I wonder, for an empry Name ? But 1 am afraid this 
Expedient isa kind of Jefuits Powder CI do not think the 



Gentleman's intent or opinion js for the Tefuits) but 
a wife man may over do fometimes.— ' If you do not 
exclude the Duke^s Title, the Duke is King ftill, and 
then will Learned Lawyers tell you, that by ^Jff. 7. 
ail incapacity is taken away by the Poffeilion oif the 
Crown. If you take not away the Defcent of the 
Crown, and that the Duke has a Title to be King, then 
ivithout doubt all incapacities fail, — but if the thing 
may be efFeftually done, I am as willing to exclude 
him the Name, as well as the Power ; but Lawyers 
know no diftin£Hon— When the Lady comes to be; 
Regent, not only Nature, but Confcience will put her 
upon giving defar his due ; and i^rhaps that Text fomq 
of our Divines will preach upon. They'll fay that the 
Parliament by what they have done, acknowledge a 
good Title in the Duke. But if be be King, as the 
Parliament allows him to be in Name, he has right of 
Defcentj and fb will be reftor'd to all the Rights of 
King. — An Argument upon Queen Marj like this, re* 
ftored the Firft- fruits and Tentha— Another thing per- 
haps may come from them that propofed this Expedi* 
ent, (I do not believe it came from that Gentleman, 
&c.) if you had pafi'd the other Bill,great many wouI4 
not fubmit to it ; but if you pais this, if the Duke 
have right to be Klog» and be kept from the Adau-* 
niftjration of it, I doubt whether I (ball Hght againft 
him. And the Papifts will fay, you have got a Law 
to feparate that which is infeparable. I would, if | 
were as the Duke, have this Bill to perplex myoppo* 
fers, rather than a clear one. He has told you of. an 
Army to maintain the Bill &c. ■ which will 

not foon be laid down. Biic why an Army? — - If 
there muft be an Army for your Bill, there will be 
four Armies requifite to mafauin tht Expedient,— 
A Proteftor has been propofed, not n!ie Hat oi £//«.. 
6. who was little more than the now Loid PreHdent 
of the Council.— But certainly they who' propofed the 
Expedient, would have by it the fame Power ot let- 
ting in the Duke, as of keeping him out. Therefore 
I move to lay atide'this Confideration. and take up the 
£ill as has been moved for.

If any Gentleman have 
any thing clfe to propofe, pray hear him. 

[L G. goes on : I intended to move you for Reafons 
to induce the King to pafs this Bill. The ftrange and 
difhonourable Retrenchments made in the King^s Fa- 
mily. — He is furrounded by the Duke's Creatures.— 
^I'is not fafe for the King to part with any one Minifter, 
unleis he pare with all ; and when thefe men have got 
a batvk of Money for a Popifh SuccelTor, then will be 
the time to rake away the king. 

Sir F. W, J his we are upon is a matter of great 
weight and difficulty. Let any man that can, main- 
sain this e;xpcdient, or give you a new pne. 

Sir 7. M. I have heard with patience this Expedient^ 
^ which has been well offered, and I believe miftaken by 
the G^ntkman who aniwered it. I muft fay this, your 
Queftion and your Bufinefs is Religion^ and I have given 
as good proof of my Zeal for the Froteftant £{eligion this 
twenty years as any man has ; and I have been for this 
Bill for cXcKiding the Duke, &c. I am of opinion 
fomething muil be done to (ecure Religion. For the 
pbintof Ziijtt^ mentioned, if ^he Law be fuch, Ihat Z)«- 
minion wufi run with the Name of Kingj that fingle Rea-r 
fort is to carry the Debate. But if 1 anfwcr not thaty 
Jam at an end.

If the 
Vnke (hould be King^ he will need a Parliament^ and fp 
will the People. In order to this, if another Expedient 
can be found out as like this, though not the fame, 
which no Obje6lion of Law could deftroy, he would 
do the King and Kingdom great Service and Advantage 
who would produce it.

A worthy Member not being fatti^fiecf with 
Arguments of Law againft the Expedient^ that calls me 
up, as in my ProfefTion. ThcQueftion about this SiiST 
cf Exclujion^ that 'tis lawful in Confciencc, no man will 
oppofe : The great oppofers of it in the Lords Houfe^ 

agreed it lawful when they threw it out. Not Jure 

'Divino unlawful concurrentibHS its qui concMrrere dt» 
tent. Some Gentlemen told you, their Country gave 
fhem Inftru£tions to prefs this Bill of Exclupon^ ict. 
Sir T, litt. faid, it was dangerous to take Inftruftions 
from the Country \ but I fay, 'tis niuch more to take it 
from Court. Tar liaments formerly upon any extraordinary 
matter, ftaid, ,and fent their Members to confult with 
thofe who fent them. I am not fubjugated (when I am 
here) to what the Country does propofe. I am as 
much againil a Refuhlicl^zi he that fears it; but I am 
a Protertanr. I fay, 1 know fir T. Litt. to be of that 
Experience and Reafon, rhat if he go away fatisfied in 
f his matter, he will do all the good he can in the Pbft 
he is in. But to keep clofe to this Queftion ; it being 
allowed by Law, 7hat an Exclujton of the D. from tQ 
Crown may be ; the next thing is to confider the Etfr- 
Sent of the Regency propofed. The fame Authority 
that can make a Defcent of the Crown, may modifie 
k. He argued to (hew that the Regency would make 
the JDuke inH^nificant in the Adm^niftration of the Go- 
vernments Now the Queftion is, which is the moft 
practicable. We Lawyers are apteft to go on the ftrong« 
eft (ide, and to call every thing Prerogative. 141 put 
you a cafe, in King James's time the Sheriff of-^ there 
was an exception in his Commiflion, that he (bould 
not keep the County Court of— but (hould have all o- 
ther Exercifes of his Office. But the judges refolved 
he was Sheriff to all intents and purpofes, and that he 
could not be hindred keeping the County Court. An Aft 
of Parliament againft common fenfe is void. To make 
a Man /C/«^,and not fiifFet him to exercife Kingly Ponder. 
fe^a Contradiftion, Some claufes formerly in A£fs of 
F4rUament^ were flattering claufes to fatisfie the Peo- 
ple, and not let them have the thing. Should this of' 
tlife £:cpedient be an A£l^ 'tis' non-fenfe, and may bcr 
feid hereafter, the Houft of Commons were oat-wit-* 
1 9\ye th^ Dukf obedienci; if he be £iog: but \i 
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he be King, and havQ no power to govern, he is the 
King and no King. I have urged this to fhew, that 
this is no Ej^edicnt^ it blears only peoples Eyes, and 
u no folid feairity. To fay the Duke vahies his E- 
ftate, which he nfiay forfeit, &c. He {oves a Crown too 
very well, therefore you are not to arm your ielf in 
point of Conscience, but in poinr of Reafon. The laft 
farlidment I did fee, by the management of the Papifis 
and the Miniflers^ that without this Bill of Exclujion 
our ruine is irreliftible. If the Dnke come to the 
Crown^ he brings with his Reliejion Merum Imferium^ 
and that made me fond of the Bill; but if by Law tha 
Duke never was King^ there is no Cafe of Conlcience 
lies^upon us in his Exclujion, I will only make thi^ 
Obifervation of the King^s Speech^ in relation to this 
Queftion-— And if it be pmEHcable^ the ridding of our 
/elves quite of that Party^ &c. and not to lay fo much 
weight upon one Expedient^ as to determine all others 
are ineffe^tnal. Vide Speech^ The two main points (it 
feems) the King doubts himfelf, and all this delivered 
by the King in great Wifdom, is dipt off to this Expe^ 
dient of the Regency. You fee now we come to Expe» 
dients ; the Minifters have had two Parliaments to ccn- 
fider ir, and now we are come to this Expedient of thtf 
Kegency. I find no fecurity in Law by this Expedient ; 
you take away nothing by this Expedient, and rhere* 
tore I hope the Bill of Exclufion will pafs. I hope that 
Reafon, and not great Offices, will take men oft from 
their Nemine Contradicente. I fpeak this as if I were % 
dying Man, and humbly move for the Bill^ &c. 

H. B, 1 have ic in command from my Country, That 
they apprehend no Expedient to fecure hs from Popery , 
but that the Remedy will be worfe than the Difeafe, 
unlefs this Bill, I have heard as yet no Reafon given 
againft it.

Sir T. M. I know not how far hir /r. JVs. Argument 
may be preft, what Bill foever we may have. I'ray let 
us have the Law on our (ides, tbac if the King {h:)u!4 
dye, we may know whether we.are ro go. I think the 
King's Speech is penned as it ought to be penned i and 
flioulda King fpeak poiitively to wt^f^t Laws He would 
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have, We are an Irifh Parliament, and not an EngUfi \ 
but the King's Words are tender Words. The rhing 
lies £iirly before you, if any Expedient pn be thought 
of, not ro deftroy the Monarchy s and if the next pre« 
tented be not the beft, not to refufe the next. 
^ E. V. You have had an Expedient offered you of 
a Regency, &c, inftcad of the Bill of Exclufion, &c. 
Fray confider what this Regency is. 'Tis the whole 
Ofhce of a King, to appoint Judges, call Parliamentf, 
C^r. This Power they would take away from the Duke. 
But if by Law they will referve . the name of King^ to 
the Duke, 'tis to bring a War upon us, and to brin^ 
the Duke in by fotce. This Regency muft be fupported 
by War, as well as the Bill of Excluflon. By the 13 
MHz., the Crown is not alienable by the King, but may 
be alienated by King, Lords, and Commonsi And 
when that Statute was made, no Succeflbr was named, 
to keep King James in awe ; which I CQnceieve was 
the Reafon why none was named in the laft Bill of £x- 
clufion. Though we have been frighted out from that 
Bill by 'Prerogatives and Diflblutions, yet'twilfnot 
frighten them whofe Reafons go along with it. And 
I am for that Bill, becaufe all Men are for it, and have 
fent up the fame Parliament again that paft it. But 
if you lead People into uncertainties in the Government 
(as this Projeft of Regency undoubtedly will do) the 
Court and the Country will be of a nniind to lay adde 
Parliaments, becaufe they are ufelefs. 

Sir //. C. Peoples Eyes are now enlightned, and all 
the World over they are an informed People. The 
Fafiflsxixt not who is King if he be a Papift. And fo 
he proceeded much to the fame furpofe in fever al Speeches 
in the lafi Parliament. 

Col, G. L. I would not have fpoke fo much cut of 
Duty to my Mafter, but for the Duty I owe to my 
Country. I owe a new Obligation to the King, for I am 
the Duke's Servant from the King. My Father was a 
Servant to the late King and this ; and I have my Pro- 
re6lion under Him. I was bred in England^ and for hit 
Service at Sea. I know my own weaknefs, not being 
bred to the Law ; but by inquiry I find, that the Do- 
£irine of difpofing a kingdom from the Right Heir is 
^amnable ; and ^tis^ the Do6lrine of the Church of 
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Kome. Ihave heard, that in the 24 £. 3. the King 
demanded Advice of the Parliamenc, in matters reia-. 
ring to the Crown, The Anfwer was by the whole 
Parliament, They could not advife in any thing relating 
to the Croivn^ nor of difinheriting Him to whom they were 
/worn. The Fundamental and Common Law ot Eng* 
land has made the Duke Heir to the Crown, if the K. 
have no Scins. The Title of Hen. 4. vas confirmed by 
Pariiament, but he laid his Claim of.Defcent bom H. 
3. and it continued in that Defcent till K 6. and then 
the Parliament declared that thofe Ads were not bind- 
ing, but unjuft ; and declared the Oaths of Alle^iince 
to thole Kings infamous and wicked ; and fo the Righc 
Heir came in. Henry 8. had power to difpofe of the 
Crown, by his laft Will and Teftament, to place and 
difplace the Crown at his pleafure, yet ail his Right 
Heirs came to the Crown, though Jane Gray claimed 
it by vertue of that Will, and baited her Tide with 
Religion. Queen EUz»abeth made a Law, That whoe^ 
ver did maintain^ That the Crown could not bedifpofed of 
by Parliament J Jhould be guilty of Jreafon, &c. and- for 
ever after of Protmunire. But fince that, there is a 
Reftitution of King James^ which acknowledged hini 
lawfully, rightly, and juftly the next Heir to the Crown, 
and* did beieech the King to accept of their Allegiance 
to him and his PoAerity. And I think our Ancellor^ 
fwore to the King and his Poftcriry, as well as we. ^Tis 
a great Happinels to this Narion that both the Lmet 
are united, and that we are rid of the Mi fortunes of 
the Barons Wars. We have had Attempts to turn th« 
Government into a Kepublick: And who kiiows but that 
if you put by the Right of the Duke, the Revenue 
of the Crown being much upon the People, but that 
there may be Attempts to turn the Government into 
a Republick, ag^in } Wiien my Father was in Prifon in 
the late Troubles, an eminent Man then in t^ower j in 
Difcourfe with him,(aid, I have obliged you^ and if the 
King come in^ as I believe he will^ then thinly of me : 
Look^to your f elves -when you are in the Saddle again i If 
once you divide^ adieu to A^onar.hy for ever. If you 
keep out the D>uke, what mull follow ? jtn AS of 
Ajfociation ; I fpeak now tor £xrg/W,and for my Pofterifr 
th ^ bay^ gy^sQ Cfiildren) Honv will (bis look > The 
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King's Father Murdcr'd, and his Bmher tifecn from 
Him ; >^ill thiifiake no tScQi with the King > I wiCh 
the Duke tnany^appy days, but the King more from 
my heart than the Duke. The King is a healchful Man, 
landthe Duke is nor. I am not barely the Duke's Ser- 
vant, which makes me concern my felf, nor out of 
pique of Honour would 1 do any thing to deftroy my 
Fofterity. Therefore I am againft the Bill, '&c. 
< Sir ^. C. That which calls me up,is to anfwer fome-i 
thing that was faid by the worthy Member that fpoke 
laft ; I am for the Bill of Excfufion, (and was fo the 
lad Parliament ;) becaufe I am clearly iatisfied there 
can be no Security without it : But I muft fi> far agree 
m^ith him- that this Bill (if it (hould pafs) will not be 
a full and compleat Securitv. But — Here being an 
Interruption by a Noife in tfse Houfe^ this Gentleman 
froceeded no further. 

Cel. B. This is the day of £;i^/4^s diftrefs, and 
not only England^ but upon this days Debate depends 
the good Fate of the Proteftant Religion all the World 
over. Except you expe£l a Miracle from Heaven, no- 
thing elfe can fave thtProtefiant Religion, but thnBid^ 
of Exclufion. I think I have faid this many years ago, 
Tiat Popijh Matches would bring in Tofery at lajt.

Sir T. Lin. I was miftaken by fome Gentlemen in 
what I raid s I (hall be very fliort and tender of the 
jtioie, becaufe 'tis late. That of the Lady Marf% Rc^ 
gency obviated an abfurdity in the former Bill. If the 
Duke fhould have a Son, where are you then > The 
Lady cannot dlTcend from the Throne, having poiTefi'di 
it. But my meaning was, that the two Princeffesre- 
fpe£lively ihould fucceed in the Regency during the Mi« 
nority of that Son. The Bill of Exclufion is (b weak 
a thing, that 'twill need all the Props to fupport it. 
An4 a train of conlequences will follow it. What is 
told you of Scotland^ is worth your conildering ; if 
Scotland be not conienting to it, I know not how youll 
obviate that. It iinites the Tafifls of England and 
France .^ which we ought above all things to prevent. 

H. B. He may be convinced by his own Argument. 
For by fomuch the ealier'tis for the Princcfsof Orange 
to defcend trom her Authority of Rtgfnt^ fo much the 
lefs is our Security. And for Scotland, the fame Inte« 
reft that paffes this Bill here, will do it in Scotland.md 
in Ireland there is no need of it. By this Propp(ition 
of the Regency, all Commiflions Military by Sea and 
Land, Church and Law, are to go on in the Duke's. 
Name. And if all Difpatches under the Great Seal 
muft go under his Name^ we can have no Security. 
1 he Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy can be taken 
tp none but Him ; and if that be granted, That V^ 
unlawful to take up Arnts againji the King^ or thofe com^ 
mijjionei by him - If that be not a true proportion, I 
know not why that Declaration was made : It Hes loofe 
to nie, I muft confefs this Expedient feems to me, as if 
a Man that fcorched his (hins at the Fire, inftead of re- 
moving himfelf farther off, (hould fend for a Mafon to 
remove the Chimney back. I have heard from Lawyers,* 
That if a Man do make a Free*hold Leafe, to begin 
from the date thereof, ^tis void. It . would be more 
ingenuous for the Gentlemen to fav. If you do pais the 
Bill to exclude the Duke, they will not be bound by it, 
they will have the Duke to (bcceed ; and then 1 wifli 
they would tell us what will fave the Protectant Relighn. 

If the Dukt come the Crown* will Gentlemen cbuft 
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either to be Pdpifis , or burnt, or hang'd ? I have no 
difrefpedl to the D»k^^ if this Propofal could keep out 
Popery I But if I am to leap over a River, I had rather 
have no Staff, than a broken one. This can be no Se* 
curity. If you leave it in the Fower of the C!oundI 
to make War and Peace, and difpofe of Money, pray 
then where is the Government } Either they will be 
faithful, and keep the Law of Kegencj/f or the King 
muft be King but in name, and they the Soul of the 
Government. I have heard the Expedients with pati* 
ence, and have not been over-hafty to put the QMefiion, 
But I fee no Remedy to fave Religion^ unlefs excluding 
the Dukf I Therefore pray put the Queftion foc^tbe 
Bill, &c. 

The Queftion was fiated, 
• K. H. You have been moved to add to the Di^Vs 
Exclufion, all other Pofljh Succejfors. This is a Bill 
on purpofe ta exclude the Dnke only. You may ex- 
clude all other Paplfis from fucceeding, &c. in a- 
nother Bill by it felf. But I obferve, that the way to 
lofe a Bill, is to clog it. 

H. C. I (hall only obferve, that by the laft Bill of 
Exclufion, if the Dnke fliould turn Protefldnt^ be will 
be excluded ; and if the Princels of Orange turn Pa^ 

Ji/t, (he is not excluded. Vid, the Kote for the Bill in 
Vint.

brought in Weftminfter-hall^ if no Judgment upon it; 
and it holds the like in this Cafe. Indiftmenrs were 
brought againft the Lords in the Torver at* Common- 
Law, and yet was no impediment to their Impeach- 
ment in the Lord's Houfe .; but here is no indidlment 
or Profecution brought againll Fitz^harris. We have 
an Inftance frefh in memory : The Lord Chief Juftice 
Scrcggs, a Commoner, and not Indi6led at Common- 
Law, yet the Lords without any fcruple accepted his 
Impeachment, fo that we need not fpend our time to 
(earch Prcfidents. Perhaps the Lords Journals were 
not made up, but our Members have taktn Notes out 
of the Minute- Boole - by them we find the Lords 
have determined a great Point. The Lords Spiritual 
ias well as the Lords Temporal have voted it, which • 
we own not in this Judicature, nor I hope never (hall s 
and we are denied Juftice by the Lords Spiritual, who 
have no right to vote. This is doing a double Aft of 
Injuftice. And fince the Lords have taken upon thena 
to throw out the Impeachment of F/V^Wr/V, let us. vote. 
That the Commons have 4 Right to impeach in Capital 
Cafes I and that the Lords have denied hs .uflice^ in re^ 
fufing the Impeachment, And after you have aflertcd 
your Privileges, thi^n draw up Reafons for maiuuin- 
ing them. And if the OifToIutioo of the Parliament 
follows, it*s the fault of thofe Men who will not hear 
our Reafons, and in a Parliamentary way at a Confq^ 
rence fhew bow unwarrantable the Lords Anions have 
been in their way of proce*eding. 

Sir F. py. If this hnpeachtiient of Fitz,harris was of 
fo ordinary a nature as a Monopoly^ 8cc. I fhould noc 
preft upon thiis matter : But this is not an ordinary Ac- 
cufation,but that which relates to our Religion and Pro- 
perty ; and how the Biftiops come to flifle this, let God 
and the World judge. I would know, if a man beira* 
peached by the Commons, and no Indiftment againfl 
him, (only the Attorney General told the Lords,tha£ the 
King g/ive Dire6lion8 he fhould be profecuted^ and no 
Record againft him) whether this is a Ground to deny, 
our Impeachment ? If the Lords will vote that the Com- 
mons fhall not impeach him, they may as well vote they 
fliall not be Profecyror^ j but yet we will be fo. This

Sir R. H. I am glad we arc off from the great thing Ye- 
fterday, I cannot believe but that the Lords have Judg« 
mem enough to have caufe for what they do, and in tbk 
Caufe ofFitT^harrus Impeachment. Tn this Matter^ Prefi- 
dents you need not fearch. This of Fit:(harris fcems to me 
to be a more dangerous breach than ufual, a breath fit to be 
ftifled ; there is fomeching in this more than ordinary. If 
there be fo facred a- refped to the common Tryals of £«f • 
land in Inferiour Courts, 'tis Axange that the Houfe of Commons 
Ihould be below a common Jury- If in the Cafe of Skin- 
tier, and the Fa A done beyond the Sea, the Lords conrend- 
ed with the Commons ab )ut judging it , though it was an O- 
riginal Caufe, this was no gresBt Value of iheXaw of £»^- 
land. But it feems they value Fii:(harris, to keep him from 
us. When I have heard in all the Speeches to Day, that the 
Duke does /lot go fingle,-— a' d have heard fo esccellenc 
Difcourfesto Day of that Matter, I am loth to mingle my 
weaknefs. — But fuch Counfel as this , the King hereafter 
will have no caufe to thank cm, for involving him in the 
Fatality of tbofc Cnunfels ; as if ihey would make the Li- 
tel of Fitv^harris the Copy of their Counfels. Dat^erficid 
was reputed a moft infamous Perfon ; yet if he wpuld 
(peak what he knew, nothing of Mercy was too btg for 
him ; But Fit:{harris is a Man of no Infamy^ and yet they 
hurry him away to the Tovoer^ when he began to con* 
fefs in Newgate.

the whole Plot , and he be taken out of our Hands. 
We bear of other Things, is that the French Ambaflador 
had a Hand in this Plot .which a Jury will not inquire in. 
to; their Bufinefs is only, whether F/>;{A4rr» be guilty or 
not guilty of the IniiHment, i mult confefs, that with the 
Carriage of this, I have enlarged my Sufpicion, for I can- 
not but fnfped: unufual Ways.
